Gentlemen of the City Council: 

The gross debt December 31, 1903, was $85,946,106. 
and on December 31, 1904, it was $92,821,906. The 
debt retired during the last year was $1,517,000, mak- 
Ing a net increase in the gross debt of $6,875,800. 

During the year bonds have been issued for the 
following purposes :

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All these bonds bear interest at 34 per cent., and 
were issued at a time when they sold at a slight 
premium. To carry this debt — providing for the pay- 
ment of interest and for the sinking fund — takes 
nearly one-quarter of the money raised by taxation ; 
and the power to borrow during the current year 
should be used sparingly, and only for the most urgent 
general public needs. 

The Act (Chapter 473) of the year 1901, and the 
amendment thereto, providing for new school sites, 
new school-houses, and the sanitation and ventilation 
of old structures, has expired by limitation. The 
Commission has planned and done (and is still doing) 
excellent work, and the City will shortly have — 
from every point of view —the best school-houses 
in the world; but the amount hitherto appropriated 
has proved insufficient to complete the housing of the 
school children, and it will be necessary to borrow 
about one million dollars more this year, and perhaps 
five hundred thousand dollars in each of the two 
succeeding years, to make up for past neglect, and 
provide for the gradual increase in school population 

Transmitted in a separate message will be a com- 
prehensive report of the Schoolhouse Commission on 
the subject. | 

The State continues to pile the taxation load on 
Boston with startling rapidity, and with clear want 
of care or thought of our ability to pay, without 
neglecting our own municipal undertakings. 
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For example: The gross amount exacted from 
Boston by the State as late as 1899 was $988,769.14, 
while this year it is $3,413,106.69. The detail, year 
by year, will be found in Appendix KLE: 

The net payments of Boston to the State in annual 
settlement has leaped from $315,209.15 in 1899 to 
$2,603,093.54 in 1904. 

This enormous and progressive Increase is mostly 
due to the insidious Metropolitan systems, whereby 
Boston pays most of the expense and the other 
towns and cities get most of the benefit. Ii there 
were no Metropolitan systems we could manage to 
exist as we did since 1630, and we would have 
more than two million dollars of our own money to 
spend, instead of having it spent by others, over 
whom we have no control or even the right to audit 
their bills. , 

The appropriation bill for the City cannot be sen- 
sibly increased this year, for the reason that our re- 
sources do not grow with demands for new things 
or the attempted expansion of those already estab- 
lished. The City is doing as much as it can afford 
to do at present, and it has imposed upon it 
burdens by the State not of its own asking or 
choice. 

The borrowing power of the City for the year 1905 
will be $3,014,018.74. It is unsafe in the known 
financial conditions to recommend or allow the entire 
use of this power, for the City cannot afford to go 
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deeper into debt, unless for objects of extreme public 
necessity and of the highest public utility. 

My suggestion to you, gentlemen of the City 
Council, is to remember that we are chosen to serve 
the whole people, and that, as we serve them, so 
shall we be judged. Every man here to-day who has 
taken the oath of office must serve the public faith- 
fully. If he do not, he will be foresworn, and in 
the long run he will not serve himself. Our con- 
tract is with the City of Boston, not with a sub- 
division of it and not with a political party. 

Moreover, it is timely to enjoin upon our Senators 
and Representatives at the State House the necessity 
of protecting the City from predatory legislation, and 
to imvoke the wisdom and the justice of the law 
makers and State departments to a slower pace in 
the spending of public money. Members of other 
constituencies are alert to protect their own local 
interests, and, as Boston has so much more at stake 
than others, our Representatives should be equally 
watchful.

DEAR Sir, — The Art Commission submits the following 
report for the year beginning February 1, 1904, and ending 
January 31, 1905: 

In February, 1904, Mr. Bunkio Matsuki’s generous gift 
of an ancient iron lantern of the sixteenth century, twelve 
feet high, was, upon the recommendation of the Art Commis- 
sion, accepted by the city. 

In April, 1904, a list of the most notable monuments and 
statues in the City of Boston was furnished at the request 
of the Massachusetts Board of Managers of the Louisiana 
Purchase Commission, who desired to make a photographic 
exhibit of these monuments and statues at St. Louis. 

The statue, pedestal, bas-relief, seat and approaches, which 
constitute the monument to Gen. Joseph Warren, having 
been completed to the satisfaction of the Art Commission, 
which had the contract and direction of the execution of the 
monument put in its charge, and being in position on the lot 
of land bounded by Warren and Regent streets, Roxbury, 
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were formally turned over to the City of Boston on June 
17, 1904, with a recommendation that it be accepted as 
worthy of its purpose. 

In October, 1904, the city accepted the gift of a parcel of 
land offered by the proprietors of the First Church in Boston, 
situated on Marlborough and Berkeley streets, and adopted 
the recommendation of the Art Commission that the statue 
of Gov. John Winthrop, formerly in Scollay square, be placed 
upon the parcel of land adjoining the church, and that certain 
improvements in the treatment of the pedestal and in the in- 
scription be made. 

The commission, desiring a better arrangement of that 
corner of the Public Garden situated at the junction of 
Boylston and Arlington streets, has presented a plan for 
beautifying the approaches to the Channing monument 
which is about to be carried out. 

In November, 1904, a boulder, with an inserted bronze 
tablet, was placed in position in Belmont square, East 
Boston, by the Gen. Benjamin Lincoln Chapter, D. A. R., 
to mark the site of Fort Strong during the American Revolu- 
tion, and awaits a minor improvement to be recommended 
for acceptance by the city. 

The design for a drinking fountain for man and beast, to 
be placed in the square adjoining the railroad station at 
Mattapan, the gift of Horace A. Lamb, Esq., and Mrs. 
Lamb, has been approved.

Str, — In accordance with the requirements of the existing 
ordinance, the Board of Assessors respectfully submit the. 
following report: 

For convenience of assessment, and as authorized by chap- 
ter 115 of the Acts of the year 1889, which provides that 
the assessors may ‘‘divide any ward . . . into conve- 
nient assessment districts,” the twenty-five wards of the city 
are divided into forty-four districts—four of them into 
three each, eleven of them into two each, and ten are 
undivided. 3 

The several assessment districts, and the wards of which 
they are a part, together with the names of the first and 
second assistant assessors assigned to each of said districts, 
are shown in an appendix at the end of this report.

The valuation can be further increased $1,112,800 for 
bank stock assessed at the several rates of the places where 
the banks are located, as the taxes are paid to Boston as 
assessments upon this class of property held by its citizens 
in Massachusetts banks located outside that city. 

This valuation of the shares in national banks within the 
state, but without the limits of Boston, is determined by 
taking the amount paid by the Commonwealth to the city 
during the financial year, on account of corporate taxes 
assessed as of the first day of May of that year. The totals 
are under estimates, as the collection extends beyond the 
year in which taxes are assessed, and a small proportion of

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their total sum is paid over to the city with the assessments 
of subsequent years. 

As the revenue from this source is always estimated 
before the amount to be raised by taxation is determined, the 
effect of the valuation of this property in reducing the rate 
of taxation is the same as though its amount was included in 
the assessors’ aggregate and the taxes were assessed by them. 

The United States, the Commonwealth, the county, the 
city, churches, charitable, scientific, and other corporations, 
hold property exempt by law from assessment. That of the 
nation consists of certain islands, forts and lighthouses in 
our harbor, the navy yard, custom-house, and the building 
used for the United States courts, sub-treasury and post- 
office. ‘The property of the state within the limits of the 
city is made up of the state house, the state prison, an area 
of land and flats in East and South Boston, and land taken 
for metropolitan sewerage, metropolitan water system and 
metropolitan parks. The county property includes the 
court-house and jail. Butas the entire cost of all county 
property has been paid by the city, and as the other munici- 
palities that with Boston make up Suffolk County pay no 
county taxes [Revised Laws, chapter 12. section 538], the 
estates used for county purposes are included as a part of 
the city property. The character and value of the property 
used for municipal purposes may be ascertained by reference 
to the list of real and personal estate, under the title of 
nominal assets of the city.

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ABATEMENTS. 


The amount of abatements from all the above assessments 
to January 31, 1905, was for polls, $554; for real estate, 
$83,182.76; for personal estate, $62,643.32 —a total of 
$146,380.08. Of this sum $144,726.88 was abated before 
the reduced tax bills were paid and, with the money received 
for taxes, is treated as a credit item to the collector, who is 
charged with the total amount of the tax warrants of the 
year. The remainder of the abatements, amounting to 
$1,653.20, were made after payment by the persons assessed, 
and the several amounts were refunded by the treasurer 
for moneys received from the collector for the taxes of the 
current financial year. 


AVERAGE OF ASSESSORS’ VALUATION FOR THREE YEARS. 


In accordance with the requirements of section 5 of chap- 
ter 5 of the Revised Ordinances of 1898, as amended 1900, 
we herewith include a statement of the assessed valuation 
of the taxable property in the City of Boston for each of the 
preceding three years, the abatement thereon allowed previous 
to the thirty-first day of December preceding, and the aver- 
age of such valuations reduced by such abatements.

TAXATION OF CORPORATE PROPERTY. 


In accordance with the provisions of section 93 of chapter 
12 of the Revised Laws, the assessors, in August, 1904, 
returned to the tax commissioner of the Commonwealth the 
names of 885 Massachusetts corporations located in Boston, 
“with a statement in detail of the works, structures, real 
estate, and machinery owned by each of said corporations 

with the value thereof.”’ 
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No personal property other than machinery can legally be 
assessed to a Massachusetts corporation. ‘The valuation of 
property of corporations chartered by the Commonwealth, 
which was included in the total that determined the rate of 
taxation amounted to $162,883,271, of which sum $141,- 
342,771 was real estate, and $21,540,500 was machinery. 
A statement showing the growth of corporate property locally 
assessed during the last twenty-two years is shown by the 
table marked “ D,” page 30. Under the provisions of sec- 
tion 9 of chapter 14 of the Revised Laws, the board 
assessed the 359,500 shares of the forty-four banks of 
Boston upon a valuation of $44,443,000 —a total tax of 
$675,533.60. At the time the rate of taxation was deter- 
mined the estimated value of 104,575.63 shares, $12,049,- 
861.713 was included in the total aggregate as property 
which could be legally assessed in the valuation of the City of 
Boston. The balance of the total assessment of this class 
of property amounted to $32,393,188.283 and the tax of 
$492,375.71 thereon was claimed by the tax Commissioner, 
under the provisions of section 13 of said chapter for the 
state, and certain of the cities and towns of Massachusetts, in 
which shareholders resided. Section 15 of said chapter pro- 
vides that 1 per cent. on the amount collected shall be paid 
‘‘for the expenses of assessing and collecting” that portion 
of the tax which is not retained by the city or town where 
the banks are located. The amount of $4,948.90 can be 
added to the revenue of the city from this source, as only 
slight changes are found necessary in the adjustment of the 
bank taxes with the state authorities. 


ASSESSMENT STATISTICS. 


A table on page 12 will show the separate estimation of 
land and buildings, by wards, in the valuations of 1903 and 
1904. <A table on page 14 gives the valuations in total for 
twenty-five years. 

For the separate estimation of the real and personal prop- 
erty for twenty years, and for the total valuation of the 
city for thirty-five years, see tables marked “B” and “EK,” 
on pages 28 and 31. All the valuations shown on these 
tables are those which determined the rate of taxation for the 
years to which they relate, and do not include the small 
amounts subsequently added by supplementary assessment. 
The valuation of 1904, as compared with that of the preced- 
ing year, shows a gain on real estate of $20,562,600, equal 
to an advance of 2.08 per cent., and a loss of $4,066,861 on — 
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personal property, equal to 1.78 per cent. The total valua- 
tion of 1904 is more than that of 1894 by $308,844,520, 
showing a gain in ten years of 33.27 per cent. 

The table marked “F,” page 82, shows the rate of tax- 
ation in Boston for the past twenty years, and the propor- 
tion of each annual rate required to raise the tax of a given 
year for state, county, or city purposes. 

A table marked “G,” pages 338-36, shows the approxi- 
mate value of the dwelling-houses of the city, and a table 
marked “ H,” page 39, gives certain statistics relating to the 
real estate of Boston. 

We deem it of sufficient interest to add also to this report 
a table showing the valuation of property, rates of taxation, 
and the number of assessed polls for each year from 1822, 
when the City of Boston was established, to the present time. 

For many years prior to 1842 taxes were assessed on the 
basis of 50 per cent. of the true valuation of property, which 
custom was discontinued in the assessments of that and 
succeeding years at the request of the city government. 

The result of this change will be seen in the reduction in 
the rate of taxation for that and the following years. 


SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS. 
Street, Sidewalks and Sewer Assessments. 


Under the operation of the existing laws the following 
amounts were certified to the assessors by the city col- 
lector as remaining unpaid one year after the date of assess- 
ment:

10, 1897, exempt from the action of this statute, but said 
railways pay, under chapter 500 of the Acts of 1897, a very 
similar tax to the Commonwealth, which tax is distributed 
by the treasurer of the Commonwealth among the cities and 
towns in which said railroads operate. Boston’s proportion 
of this tax is $65,855.88. 

There was also credited to the City of Boston by the 
treasurer of the Commonwealth the sum of $863,709.51, 
being the city’s share of franchise tax on street railways 
under chapter 14 of the Revised Laws.

The price paid for electric lamps is 85 cents, 34 cents, and 88 cents per 
lamp per night. The companies provide the posts and furnish the 
lamps and current. The price paid for incandescent lamps is $2.50 per 
lamp per month in Roxbury and South Boston, and $3 per lamp per 
month in Brighton. 

The price paid for Welsbach gas lamps is $30 per year per lamp. The 
company furnishes mantles, boulevard lanterns, and light and care for 
same, and the city provides the posts and service pipes. 

The posts are set and the underground service pipes are laid and kept 
in repair by the various gas companies, under the direction of the 
Superintendent of Lamps, and at the expense of the city, without 
pecuniary consideration or profit to the companies. 

The price paid for Welsbach mantle naphtha lamps is $29.20 each per 
year, or 8 cents per night. The city furnishes the posts, and the com- 
pany furnishes all material for lighting and lanterns.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is in charge of the Board of Health: 

In office of City Physician, books and surgical instruments. 

GALLOP’S ISLAND, containing about sixteen acres, was purchased in 
1860, for $6,600, used as a Quarantine Station, on which are a dwelling- 
house, barn, coal-shed, two hospitals, two buildings for the reception 
and care of immigrants, a bath-house, a disinfecting plant, and thirteen 
small buildings, formerly used as polling booths, but now placed on the 
island for use as hospitals; steamboat wharf, storehouse for infected 
cargoes, and other buildings, with the live stock, farming utensils, mer- 
chandise, provisions, tools, etc., for carrying on the Quarantine Station. 

SMALLPOX Hospirau, Southampton street, two buildings erected in 
1893. The contents of the lot are about 52,660 square feet. 

STEAMBOATS: ‘‘ Vigilant,’’ 734 tons burden, 95 feet in length, 17 feet 
beam, and 8 feet deep, built in Boston in 1886. Cost of boat and 
furniture, $18,000. Employed in quarantine service. ‘‘ Relief,’’ costing 
$3,800, purchased for the quarantine service in 1904. 

Moreau, North Grove street, surgical instruments. 

STABLE, North Grove street. Nine horses, four cows, seven carriages, 
nine wagons, three ambulances, two vans and ten sleighs. 


HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is in charge of the Trustees of the Boston 
City Hospital: 

The land bounded by Harrison avenue, East Concord street, Albany 
street, and Massachusetts avenue. The lot consists of 430,963 square 
feet. Also the land to the southwest of Massachusetts avenue bounded 
by Albany street, Northampton street, and a passageway near Har- 
rison avenue, consisting of 125,736 square feet. On the first lot is 
the Boston City Hospital proper, which consists of a group of twenty 
buildings. On the second lot mentioned is situated the South Depart- 
ment, for the infectious diseases, which consists of a group of seven 
buildings. 

The Trustees also have charge of a plot of land containing about 
69,785 square feet, on the east side of Albany street in the rear of the 
hospital. On this lot are situated the ambulance stable, boiler-house, 
dynamo station, coal-pocket, and storage house. 
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The Convalescent Home is situated on 610,500 square feet of land, at 
No. 2150 Dorchester avenue, near the Dorchester Lower Mills. On this 
property is a three-story house, with a two-story ell, with accommoda- 
tions for thirty-four patients and eight employés, There are also a barn, 
stable, shed, and bowling alley. About one-half of this property is 
highly improved, and one-half woodland and pasture. 

The Relief Station on Haymarket square, lot contains 8,507 square feet 
of land, on which is a three-story brick building with a one-story ell. 

The total amount of land in this department is 1,245,491 square feet 
or 28,5, acres. The number of buildings is thirty-five. 


CHILDREN’S INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 


MARCELLA-STREET Home. — Building formerly occupied by the city 
of Roxbury as an almshouse. Additions and alterations were made in 
1876-77 and 1881 for the accommodation of pauper and neglected 
children. Contents of lot, 338,837 square feet. Of this 197,487 feet 
were taken by the Park Department in July,1903. The part of the 
estate still held by the Trustees of children is not in use. 

PARENTAL ScHoou. — The Bolles estate, situated on Spring street, 
West Roxbury, consisting of about twenty-eight acres of land, dwelling- 
house, farmer’s house, stable, ice-house, boat-house, sheds, etc., was 
purchased in August, 1892, at a cost of $30,000, for a Parental School. 
There have been erected on this place a kitchen and a laundry-house, 
two temporary school buildings, three dormitories and hospital. In 
1901 additional land to amount of 778,448 square feet was purchased at 
a cost of $35,262.27. Three new cottages have been erected. 

RAINSFORD ISLAND ( with the buildings thereon), purchased in 1871 
of the Commonwealth at a cost of $40,000, containing eleven acres. 
The buildings are occupied by the House of Reformation. 


INSANE HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 
(West Roxbury District.) 


WOMEN’S DEPARTMENT. — This site, originally purchased as a Home 
for the Poor, has been occupied exclusively by the insane since 1887. 
Contains about fifty acres, and is bounded on southeasterly side by 
Harvard street, southwesterly by Morton street, northwesterly by 
Canterbury street, and northeasterly by Austin street. 

On this estate are the original dwelling-house connected with the two 
institution buildings erected for the poor, six detached buildings for 
hospital wards, a building used for’ chapel and dining-room, with 
kitchen and storerooms, a mortuary, a boiler-house, with laundry in 
second story, a barn and. stable, with silo, a hennery, ice-house, and two 
small outbuildings. 

This plant provides for 400 patients. 

MEN’s DEPARTMENT. — Situated on Walk Hill and Canterbury 
streets, and containing about thirty-five acres, was purchased in 1892 
for a site for the new Lunatic Hospital, at a cost of $34,500. On it 
is a dwelling-house (twelve rooms). Two tracts of land, containing 
41 22-100 acres adjoining the Pierce Farm, were purchased in 18938, cost- 
ing $23,000. In 1901 the Trustees purchased a tract of land comprising 
over 24 acres at Canterbury and Morton streets, costing $54,104.35. 
There have been constructed two hospital buildings, a domestic build- 
ing, boiler and power-house. The stable and barn were removed to 
new locations. Occupied by 275 patients. 


PAUPER INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 


ALMSsHOUSE, Alford street, Charlestown, is situated on a lot contain- 
ing 97,443 feet, near the Everett line, a short distance from the Malden 
bridge. The building is of brick, built in 1849; is 100 feet long by 46 
feet wide, three and one-half stories high, with two wings, one story 
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high, 39 feet by 19 feet, and two wings, two and one-half and three and 
one-half stories high, 45 feet by 23 feet. One hundred twenty inmates 
can be accommodated. On the lot are a large barn and other out- 
buildings. 

Lone IsLAND. — The department controls about 167 acres. <A build- 
ing accommodating 350 persons was erected on this island in the years 
1886 and 1887, and is now occupied by male paupers. A building for 
about 250 female paupers, a hospital with 250 beds, a chapel seating 
800, a power-house about 116 feet long by 40 feet wide and two stories 
high (including laundry and bakery), a house for the superintendent, 
a hospital for consumptives with fifty-one beds, and a home for nurses, 
have since been erected. There are also a large barn, ice-house, pig- 
gery, and other farm buildings, and a reservoir with capacity of 1,000,000 

allons. 
; STEAMER ‘‘ JOHN HOWARD.’’—This boat is 38.14 tons burden, 70.7 
feet long, 14.5 feet beam, 5.65 feet draught, and was built ata cost of 
$18,000. Her berth is at Long Island, where being fully equipped for 
fire duty she can be called on at short notice should a fire occur on any 
of the islands. 

The boat is used for the conveyance to and from the city of the 
visiting medical staff of the Long Island Hospital, the heads of the 
departments conducting institutions on Long, Rainsford, and Deer 
Islands, and the clergy officiating therein. 


PENAL INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 


Tbe following property is in charge of the Penal Institutions Com- 
missioner : 

House OF CORRECTION, DEER ISLAND, containing about 134 acres 
of upland, about fifty acres of flats, on which are the large brick prison 
buildings, new prison building for women just completed, hospital, heat 
and power plant, workshops, piggery, etc., required for carrying on 
House of Correction. 

STEAMER ‘‘ Monrror.’’ — This steamer is 414 tons (gross) burden, 155 
feet 4 inches length over all, 148 feet length forward side of stem to 
after side of rudder post, 28 feet beam over plank, 45 feet 10 inches 
beam over guards, 9 feet 3 inches depth of hold, 5 feet 7 inches draft, 
normal. She was built in East Boston in 1904. 

This boat is used for conveying prisoners, passengers, provisions, 
etc., to and from the city to the Deer, Rainsford, and Long Island 
Institutions.

APPLE ISLAND, containing nine and one-half acres, purchased in 1867 
for $3,750. : 

DEER ISLAND, containing about 134 acres of upland and about fifty 
acres of flats. 

GALLOpP’s ISLAND, containing about sixteen acres, was purchased in 
1860 for $6,600. 

GREAT BREWSTER ISLAND, in the town of Hull, containing about 
sixteen acres, purchased in 1848 for $4,000. 

Lone IsLtANnD, taken by an order of the City Council, approved 
January 3, 1885, containing about 182 acres.

HIGHLAND STABLE, with accommodations for seventy-two horses, is 
situated on the old Almshouse lot, Highland street, containing 81,082 
square feet. <A part of this stable and adjoining lot is used by the Pav- 
ing Division. There is on this lot a brick stable, built in 1878, which 
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cost $88,594.13; also an offal-shed, erected in 1875, ata cost of $1,160.12. 
The offal-shed was abandoned April 1, 1897, and in 1900 part of it was 
remodelled and is now used as a carriage-house and a wash-room. 

SoutH City STABLES, SHOPS, AND SHEDS.— Situated on Albany 
street, opposite Newton street. The lot belonged to the city before 
being used for this purpose, and contains 90,780 feet. 

The stable and buildings connected therewith are of brick. There 
are also on the premises five wooden sheds, used for storing wagons, 
etc. The stable is two stories high, with French roof, and has accom- 
modations for one hundred horses. Twenty-three horses are kept in 
sheds. Total original cost, exclusive of land, $79,089.23. In 1899, a 
Veterinary Hospital was built and equipped for the purpose of caring 
for sick and disabled horses. 

Connected with stables are blacksmith, wheelwright, paint, and har- 
nessmakers’ shops, in which the wagons, carts, harnesses, etc., used by 
this and other divisions, are constructed and kept in repair; also a 
horseshoeing shop, for shoeing the horses of the department located in 
this section of the city. 

West STABLES AND SueEps. — The stable is a brick building, a story 
and a half high, 128 feet by 50, located on North Grove street, built in 
1860, with outbuildings attached to the same. It has accommodations 
for ninety horses in stables and sheds. The lot contains about 45,152 
square feet. On May 11, 1896, a horseshoeing shop was established for 
the purpose of shoeing the horses of the department stabled in this 
section of the city. 

Fort Hitt Wuarr. — Containing 21,054 square feet, placed in charge 
of the Sanitary Division; used as a dumping-station for the city’s gar- 
bage and refuse, and as a mooring-place for dumping-boats and scows 
which convey this material to sea and to the plant of the New England 
Sanitary Product Company; cost of constructing platform and dredging 
dock, $6,219.88. There are three Barney dumping-boats in continual 
use, which are towed to sea by the Street Department tug-boat ‘‘ Cor- 
morant.”’ 

A portion of this wharf is used by the Street Cleaning Division as a 
locker for patrol push-carts, etc., and a part is in use by the Paving 
Division. 

PACKARD’S WHARF. (LEASED. ) — Situated at 464 Atlantic avenue, 
used as a berth for dumping-boats in connection with Fort Hill wharf. 

LITCHFIELD WHARF. (LEASED.)— Situated at 466 to 470 Atlantic 
avenue, containing about 35,460 square feet; leased March, 1898, for a 
period of ten (19) years. This wharf adjoins Fort Hill wharf, and is 
occupied in part by the New England Sanitary Product Company as a 
berth for their scows, and also by the buildings of the City Refuse 
Utilization Company for the disposal of waste and rubbish.

TRUST FUNDS. 


BABCOCK MUSIC FUND. 


By the will of ARCHIBALD BABCOCK, who died August. 10, 1862, the 
sum of $3,000 was bequeathed to the City of Charlestown, and accepted 
by the City Council of that city, November, 1862, upon the conditions 
and for the purposes expressed by him in his last will and testament: 

“The income to be annually expended in procuring the services of 
musicians, or of a band or bands of musicians, to perform in public in 
the City of Charlestown, within its present limits, free to all its citizens, 
one-half of said income to be annually expended in procuring musicians, 
or band or bands of musicians, to play on or near the small common at 
the ‘Neck’ so-called, at the corner of Main and Cambridge streets, 
preference to be given to citizens of Charlestown, due regard being had 
as to ability and quality.”

BOSTON FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND. 


By Chapter 107 of the Acts of 1880, the Mayor of the City of Boston 
for the time being (and his successors in office), the Fire Commissioner 
of the City of Boston for the time being (and his successors in office), 
were constituted a body corporate for the purpose of receiving and 
holding all sun:s of money, and real and personal estate, not exceeding 
in the aggregate two hundred thousand dollars, which may be given, 
granted, bequeathed, or devised to it for the benefit of members of the 
Boston Fire Department, or their families, requiring assistance, or for 
the benefit of any persons, or the families of any persons, who have 
been such members, requiring assistance. The property so held shall 
be known as the Boston Firemen’s Relief Fund. The said body cor- 
porate shall have authority to manage and dispose of the same and the 
income thereof according to their best discretion, subject to the pro- 
visions of any and all trusts which may be created for the purposes 
aforesaid. 

In accordance with the provisions of the foregoing act, the following- 
named persons, viz., the Mayor, Patrick A. Collins, Fire Commissioner 
Henry S. Russell, now constitute the Board of Trustees; Patrick A. 
Collins, Mayor, President; Henry S. Russell, Treasurer; Michael J. 
Lafferty, Secretary.

Various bequests made by Richard Russell, May, 1674; Richard

The City Council of the City of Charlestown, in August, 1866, 
accepted the bequest made in the will of the late JAcos Foss, who died 
in Charlestown June 2, 1866, the income of which is to be expended for 
the following purposes: 


Celebrating the anniversary of the Battle of Bunker Hill, for either or 


all of the following purposes, viz.: ‘‘ Ringing the bells, firing salutes, 
music or decorating the streets.”’

FRANKLIN FUND. 


This fund has resulted from a bequest to the ‘‘ Inhabitants of the 
Town of Boston, in Massachusetts,’’ made by BENJAMIN FRANKLIN in a 
codicil to his will (see Suffolk Probate Records, book 712, page 1). The 
said codicil provided that the fund, ‘‘if accepted by the Inhabitants of 
the Town of Boston,’’ should be managed ‘‘ under the direction of the 
Select Men, united with the Ministers of the oldest Episcopalian, Con- 
gregational and Presbyterian Churches in that Town,’’ who were to 
loan upon certain stated conditions portions of the said fund, at 5 per 
cent. interest, ‘‘to such young married artificers, under the age of 25 
years, as have served an Apprenticeship in the said Town; and faith- 
fully fulfilled the Duties required in their Indentures, so as to obtain a 
good moral Character from at least two respectable Citizens, who are 
willing to become their Sureties in a Bond.”’ 

The fund was accepted by the Town at a Town meeting held June 1, 
1790 (Franklin having died April 17, 1790), and the ‘‘ Donation’’ was 
paid to the persons acting as managers, in 1791. 

Franklin’s codicil provided that at the end of 100 years the managers 
should reserve 53; of the amount which Franklin estimated would have 
accumulated by that time, this amount to continue ‘to be let out on 
interest in the manner above directed for another hundred years,’ and 
that they should spend 122 of the fund which had by that time accu- 
mulated ‘tin Public Works which may be judged of most general utility 
to the Inhabitants such as Fortifications, Bridges, Aqueducts, Public 
Buildings, Baths, Pavements or whatever may make living in the Town 
more convenient to its People and render it more agreeable to strangers, 
resorting thither for Health or a temporary residence.”’ 

The first period of 100 years expired May 2, 1891, but a suit brought 
by the heirs of Franklin temporarily prevented the expenditure of 
this portion of the fund for the purposes specified, and it was not 
until January 17, 1894, that the Treasurer of the fund, Mr. Samuel F. 
McCleary, by direction of the ministers of the three churches named in 
the codicil and the board of aldermen of the City of Boston, which 
board had been assumed to be the successors of the ‘‘ Select Men,”’ 
paid to the city treasurer $329,300.48 (429 of the fund); and the said 
persons voted that this amount be expended ‘‘ in the purchase of land 
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and for the erection thereon of the Franklin Trades School and for the 
equipment of the same.’’ The fund was not, however, expended for 
that purpose, certain suits having been brought to have the courts de- 
termine who were in fact managers of said fund; and it was finally 
decided (see Collins vs. Doyle, 184 Mass. 8738) that the ‘‘selectmen 
while in the performance of their duties as managers were not acting 
as public officers of the town,’’ and that the members of the board of 
aldermen ‘‘did not become their successors as managers of the Franklin 
Fund ’’; and by virtue of a final decree made by Justice William C. 
Loring of the Supreme Judicial Court on March 16, 1904, nine persons 
(of whom the Mayor of Boston is, ex officio, one) were appointed to act 
in conjunction with the ministers of the three churches as managers of 
the said fund. 

The balance of the fund, which was retained by the treasurer — and 
which the codicil provides shall remain invested until 1991, when it will 
be divided between the City of Boston and the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts, in the proportions specified in the bequest — was, at the 
request of the managers of the fund, turned over to the city treasurer 
on October 20, 1904, it having been voted by the managers that the 
treasurer of the City of Boston for the time being act as the treasurer 
of both the accumulated and the accumulating funds. 

The amount of the accumulated fund (the fund available for expen- 
diture) was on January 31, 1905, $412,401.12, and the accumulating 
fund on that date amounted to $157,647.90. 


GEORGE B. HYDE BEQUEST.

OVERSEERS OF THE POOR’S FUNDS. 


Trust Funds in the hands of the Overseers of the Poor, William P. 
Fowler, Chairman; Richard C. Humphreys, Treasurer. 


Boyuston Funps.— These Funds were from a bequest by JOHN 
Boyuston, who died in London. His will was proved June 12, 1795. 
One portion of the bequests is ordered to be paid ‘‘ Poor and decayed 
householders of the Town of Boston,’’ ‘‘ not under fifty years of age,”’ 
‘* persons of good character, and reduced by the act of Providence, not 
by indolence, extravagance, or other vice.’’ The other portion to be 
applied to ‘‘nurture and instruction of Poor Orphans and Deserted 
Children of the Town of Boston, until fourteen years of age.”’ 

The Boylston Relief Fund amounted, January 31, 1905, to $31,906.70. 

The Boylston Education Fund amounted, January 31, 1905, to 
$155,901.99. 


Lucy BuLLMAN CHARITY. — Consists of an estate on Cambridge and . 
Joy streets, in this city, which came into possession of the City of 
Boston in 1872, in accordance with the will of Lucy BuLLMAN, proved 
at Probate Court, Suffolk County, January 9, 1832, in which it is 
provided that, upon the death of certain persons therein named, said 
estate is given to the City of Boston, upon condition that the estate 
never be sold, but the income used for the benefit of the poor. The 
estate is valued at about $10,300. Funds on hand January 31, 1905, 
$28,560.31. 
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By a vote of the City Council approved by the Mayor, January 4, 1873, 
this estate was placed in charge of the Overseers of the Poor. 


@DrxteR Funp.— Was a bequest of SAMUEL DEXTER, by will dated 
'May 7, 1811, for supplying firewood or coal to such objects of charity 
as are not supported in the almshouse, though sometimes relieved 
by the Overseers of the Poor. Amount of fund, January 31, 1905, 
$6,314.70. 


Goopnow Funp.—A bequest of ELisHa Goopnow, ‘‘to be invested 
and the income applied forever to and for the relief, assistance, and sup- 
port of the poor, sick, and infirm in said city, not supported by the said 
city in its almshouse, in such manner as the said city, or the government 
of officers thereof, may deem most judicious, but without reference to 
the religious faith or belief of those who may apply for or need the 
assistance from this fund.”

Income to be applied to the 
purchase of tea and coffee, chocolate and sugar, for the refreshment of 
those persons who, in the Providence of God, are or shall be obliged to 
seek refuge in the almshouse, after having lived reputably, but always 
giving preference to the pious poor.

PEMBERTON FuND.—This Fund comprises bequests and gifts made 
to the City of Boston, from 1760 to the present time, from ‘‘ A. B.,” 
Daniel Oliver, Margaret Blackadar, Alice Quick, Annie Wheelwright, 
Mary Ireland, Benjamin Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, 
William Breed, Samuel Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, ‘‘A 
citizen of Boston,’? Anonymous, Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, George Higgin- 
son, Walter E. Hawes, Wm. B. Spooner, Matilda Goddard, and Rebecca 
A. Goddard. The most important, however, of the bequests was from 
BENJAMIN PEMBERTON, whose will was proved June 25, 1782, and for 
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that reason his name has been given to the fund. The income of this 
fund is to be expended at the discretion of the Overseers, in semi-annual 
payments to the poor of this city. The amount of this fund January 
31, 1905, was $147,245.79. 


PIERCE Furet Funp. — Legacy left to the City of Charlestown by the 
late CALEB PIERCE, who died September 7, 1860, and which was accepted 
by the Charlestown City Council, May, 1861. Income to be expended 
in purchasing fuel for indigent widows, whose husbands had resided in 
Charlestown at least one year before their decease, said widows still 
continuing to reside in Charlestown. Amount of fund January 31, 1905, 
$1,640.44. 


Davip Sears CHarity.—- This is a fund contributed by the late 
Davip SHARS, for the relief of the poor. Amount of fund January 31, 
1905, $344,909.11. 


RACHEL T. STEVENS Funp. — A bequest of RacHEL T.StEvENS. The 
net income is to be paid (after the death of a person named in will) ‘‘ for 
the support and maintenance of poor worthy Protestant single women 
of Boston, who have arrived at the age of fifty years (not including 
widows), paying to each of such women during her life the sum of one 
hundred dollars in semi-annual payments. Upon the marriage of any 
beneficiary under this will, no further payment of money is to be made 
to her, nor is any further payment of income to be made to any benefici- 
ary who becomes unworthy of help under this trust.’? Amount of fund,

STOUGHTON Poor FuND. — Bequest of Lieut.-Gov. WILLIAM STOUGH- 
TON, who died July 7, 1701. By his will he gave £50 to the relief of the 
poor of Dorchester, to be improved by the care of the Selectmen, and 
the income to be distributed to the most needy inhabitants. Amount 
of fund January 31, 1905: Invested in City of Boston bonds and interest. 
Total, $3,815.23. 


NATHANIEL FREDERIC THAYER FuND. — Given to the City of Boston 
to be invested in afund to be formed for the benefit and use of Protestant 
widows and single women, without distinction of color, preference 
always to be given to those who have seen better days, this fund to be 
called the NATHANIEL FREDERIC THAYER FuND, the interest of which 
to be annually appropriated to the uses above designated.

SCHOOL TRUST FUNDS. 


CHARLESTOWN ScHOOL TRUST FuND. — The Legislature of Massa- 
chusetts, on the 27th of March, 1798, passed an Act to incorporate 
Richard Devens, Nath’l Gorham, Josiah Bartlett, Aaron Putnam, Joseph 
Hurd, Nath’1 Hawkins, Seth Wyman, and their successors, Trustees of 
the Charlestown Free Schools. On the 18th of April, the same year, it 
was ‘‘ Voted that the Town Treasurer deliver to Aaron Putnam, Esq., 
Treasurer of the Trustees of the Charlestown Free Schools, all the 
money, bonds, notes of hand, etc. (being the property of said free 
schools), that now are, or may come into his, the Town Treasurer’s 
hand.”’ 

The charter of the City of Charlestown, after prescribing the manner 
of electing the School Committee, provides that the persons thus 
chosen shall have ‘‘all the powers and privileges, and be subject to all 
the liabilities set forth’’ in the Act to incorporate certain persons under 
the name of the Trustees of Charlestown Free Schools. The act of 
annexation to Boston provided for the continuance of this corporation 
in the members of the School Committee of the City of Boston from the 
Charlestown District. 

By chapter 58 of the Acts of 1877, the School Committee was 
incorporated and authorized to receive the Charlestown School Trust 
Fund, to ‘‘manage said fund, and disburse the income thereof within 
the limits of the former City of Charlestown, according to the tenor of 
the instruments creating said trust.”’

PUBLIC SCHOOL TEACHERS’ RETIREMENT FUND. 


This fund has been created in accordance with the provisions of 
Chapter 237 of the Acts of 1900. 

The fund is for the purpose of providing annuities to teachers who 
have retired from the service of the City of Boston after having 
taught a certain length of time in the day schools of the city, and 
who have contributed a certain sum to the fund. 

Eighteen dollars per year is deducted by the City Treasurer from the 
salaries of all teachers who entered the service of the city after the 
passage of the Act of 1900, and also from the salaries of such other 
teachers as have voluntarily elected to come within the provisions of 
the act. 

On January 31, 1905, seventeen hundred and sixty-one teachers were 
contributing to the fund at the rate of $18 per year.

APPROPRIATION AND TAX ORDERS FOR THE FINANCIAL 
YEAR 1904-1905. 


Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the finan- 
cial year beginning with the first day of February, 1904, of performing 
the duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, 
or by vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston, 
or the County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, and to: 
meet their respective obligations for interest on debt, sinking-fund re- 
quirements and maturing debt not provided for by sinking-fund, the 
respective sums of money hereinafter specified be, and the same are, 
hereby appropriated for the several departments, and for the objects 
and purposes hereinafter stated. 

Ordered, That the appropriations for Water Department, current. 
expenses, and the payments to the State under the provisions of 
chapter 488 of the Acts of 1895 and acts in addition or amendment 
thereto, and for the interest requirement for loans issued for water 
purposes, be met by the income from said works and any excess over 
income from taxes; that the other appropriations hereinafter specified 
be met out of the money remaining in the treasury at the close of busi- 
ness on January 31, 1904, exclusive of the money raised by loan or 
needed to carry out the requirements of any statute, gift, trust, or 
special appropriation, and by the income of the financial year beginning 
February 1, 1904, and by taxes to the amount of $13,401,400, and that. 
said amount be raised by taxation on the polls and estates taxable 
in the City of Boston. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income 
of the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
department or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury and then credited to the appropriation of the depart- 
ment or division rendering such service or doing such work, and that all 
contributions made to any appropriation be expended for the objects 
and purposes directed by the several contributors thereof. 

Ordered, That to provide temporarily money to meet the appropria- 
tions aforesaid, the City Treasurer issue and sell, at such times and in 
such amounts as he may deem best, bonds, notes or certificates of 
indebtedness of the City of Boston, not exceeding seven million dollars. 
in the total, in anticipation of the taxes of the current municipal year; 
that all such bonds, notes or certificates of indebtedness be dated the 
day the money for the same is received, be made payable with the 
interest thereon at the office of the City Treasurer within the current 
municipal year, from the taxes of said year, and bear interest from their 
date until the same are made payable at such rate as said Treasurer 
shall deem proper. 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the City 
Council, and all taxes assessed for meeting the city’s proportion of the 
State tax of the year 1904, or of any other taxes or assessments payable 
to the Commonwealth, be due and payable on the first day of October, 
1904; thatall such taxes paid after the first day of November, 1904, bear 
interest from and including said day until paid, at the rate of six per 
cent. per annum, except the taxes assessed upon shares of stock of 
national banks shall bear interest at the rate of twelve per cent. per 
annum from and including said first day of November until paid; and 
that all interest which shall have become due on taxes shall be added 
to and bea part of such taxes. 
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Ordered, That the City Auditor, from time to time during the year,

FOR THE YEAR 1904-1905.

Hon. Patrick A. CoLuuins, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir, — The trustees in charge of the Bath Department 
submit herewith the seventh annual report of its work. 

The steady growth in the work of the department has 
been continued during the past year by the opening of the 
new gymnasium and baths, included under the roof of the 
Municipal Building on Columbia road, Dorchester. In addi- 
tion to this work the new Cabot-street bath-house and gym- 
nasium has been pushed forward until the building is now 
practically completed. During the year a large amount of 
general construction and repair work has been carried on; 
three of the floating bath-houses have been practically made 
over so as to be almost as good as new. At most of the beach 
baths special efforts have been made to put the the buildings 
in thorough repair, and to make them as attractive as possible. 
A new convenience station, originally provided for another 
part of the city, has been put up in Merrimac square, in 
place of the antiquated structure which has so long stood 
there. 
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The statistics presented with this report will show that 
the various facilities afforded by the city, through this 
department, continue to meet with remarkable appreciation. 
This is shown not merely by the vast number of men, 
women and children who make use of the different baths 
and gymnasiums, but by the general spirit of co-operation 
which is shown on all hands toward forwarding the purposes 
for which the city has established these institutions. The 
trustees feel that by this time their hopes that these facilities 
would take an important place among the educational 
opportunities afforded by the city has been fully realized. 
They believe that the work of this department takes rank, 
in its service to the rising generation, with ay part of the 
work of the public schools. 

It is a matter of much gratification to the tr ue to find 
that within the past few years there have been so great devel- 
opments, in nearly all the large cities ot this country, in the 
way of public baths and gymnasiums. The remarkable ex- 
hibit which was made by the Government Bureau of Labor, 
at the Louisiana Purchase Exposition, shows that public 
baths have become a recognized feature in American munici- 
pal administration. At nearly every point in the develop- 
ment of a proper bathing system, it has been Boston’s good 
fortune to take the lead for this country. During the past 
year, aS in every previous year, the various institutions 
carried on by this department have been visited by practical 
investigators from many other cities. It is a matter of 
particular interest that we have been able to give important 
assistance to the Chicago authorities in connection with the 
development of a remarkable system of gymnasiums and 
baths in a number of the city’s small parks. This, we 
believe, is the first instance in which Boston’s successful ex- 
perience in the way municipal in-door gymnasiums has been 
followed elsewhere in this country. 


FLOATING BATH-—HOUSES. 


The floating baths, with the beach at L street, were the 
chief legacies which came to this department at its inception 
from the Board of Health. The number of floating baths 
has not been increased, but the trustees place a high value 
on the service which they have rendered. It is a matter of 
satisfaction that these structures, as a result of the work 
already mentioned, are now in better condition than they 
have been for some years. At three of the floating bath- 
houses there are separate compartments for men and women, 
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at the others the hours are divided between the sexes. At 
the floating baths, as well as at the beaches, there is syste- 
matic instruction in swimming. ‘The service rendered by the 
floating baths probably represents the greatest return to the 
people, in proportion to the cost, of all the facilities provided 
by this department. 


BEACHES. 


The three great beach baths provided by the city — North 
End park, Wood. Island park, East Boston, and L street, 
South Boston — have continued their remarkable record of 
usefulness. The North End park, with the playground and 
recreation piers adjoining, is the most important and almost 
the only breathing space for the congested immigrant popu- 
lation in that part of the city. The trustees have been 
particularly interested in organizing a playground for small. 
children at this point. A variety of swings and other appa- 
ratus have been provided, and the amusements of the children 
are carefully directed and supervised. At the L-street beach, 
also, on the women’s side, there is a special arrangement by 
which women can bring their small children and have them 
looked out for and amused while the mothers are enjoying 
the beach bathing. The arrangement made by the trustees 
to make the beach available for bathing at all hours has 
proved quite satisfactory, and has greatly enhanced its useful- 
ness. The remarkable popularity of the L-street beach 
continues unabated. It is interesting that within a short 
time there have been articles in two of the leading magazines 
expressing the peculiar interest and value which is found, 
both by the participants and observers, in the great popular 
use of L-street beach —the first public bath of any kind to 
be established in this country. It is resorted to by people 
from all parts of the city, as well as by strangers in Boston, 
and has come to have in its way a national reputation. At 
Wood Island park there is an urgent demand for increased 
dressing-room accommodations. ‘These demands exist at the 
other beaches as well, and indicate the general fact that 
the demand upon the summer baths is nearly everywhere 
greater than can at present be supplied. At the small beach 
bath at Freeport street, Dorchester, it is proposed by the 
Street Department to construct a retaining wall for the street, 
which will necessitate the removal of our buildings at that 
point. This involves a difficult problem, as it seems impos- 
sible to set the buildings up at any proper place. An 
appropriation for new structures will be necessary if this 
wall is erected. 
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DOVER-STREET BATH—HOUSE. 


This is the one central all-the-year-round bath-house pro- 
vided by the department. It is devoted to the sole purpose of 
cleanliness — bathing — having altogether fifty baths, thirty- 
three for men and boys and seventeen for women and girls. 
These are chiefly shower-baths, there is no swimming-tank. 
This building is resorted to by a larger number of people 
than any other all-the-year-round institution under the con- 
trol of the department. Its beneficiaries represent all classes 
and all nationalities. The central location of the building is 
of great advantage. The thoroughness of its construction 
and the attractiveness of the marble finish, undoubtedly 
serve an important purpose, besides giving the building dig- 
nity and beauty. ‘The cost of repairs from year to year is 
slight, and the building lends itself to that high standard of 
cleanliness inevery part which, we are glad to say, is noticed 
by many discriminatiny visitors. In spite of the fact that 
the other buildings under the department provide a greater 
variety of opportunities, we are inclined to think that a 
general vote of the people of the city would decide the Dover- 
street bath to be the most valuable and useful institution 
under the care of the department. 


GYMNASIUM WORK. 


The work at the different gymnasiums has been system- 
atically developed and shows noticeable gains at all points, as 
the result of the able direction of Mr. Walsh, the physical 
director, and an enthusiastic corps of instructors. The in- 
struction in all the gymnasiums has been placed under the 
same system, and a high standard is observed in all cases. 
The instructors are required as soon as possible to take 
advantage of the normal training afforded at Dr. Sargent’s 
summer school at Harvard Gymnasium. 

As in the past years, the trustees have persevered in their 
efforts to make the gymnasiums minister to the largest 
possible number of children and grown people. Their hope 
is to secure a fair average in the matter of physical health 
and strength to many thousands of present and future 
citizens, rather than to train athletic champions; for this 
reason emphasis is in all cases placed upon systematic class 
work rather than upon special competitions; yet, so far as 
there is a margin of time not used for class work, there is 
opportunity for training in heavy gymnastics, and for in-door 
athletic sports, such as basket-ball and hand-ball. The 
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board has, however, continued its policy of carefully re- 
stricting public athletic competitions in gymnasiums. Its 
experience in this matter shows that the danger of over- 
crowding, excitement, disorder and even gambling is great in 
such sports, while it is the constant study of the trustees to 
cultivate a spirit of good order and self-improvement among 
as large a number as possible. 

A gain has been made in the matter of medical inspection 
in the gymnasiums by the appointing of Dr. Woodbury as 
general medical director; he is engaged in bringing about 
a sufficiently comprehensive and uniform system of examina- 
tions and record-keeping in the different gymnasiums. The 
general spirit of helpful service in this branch of the gymna- 
sium work has never been better than at present. 

The present arrangement at all the gymnasiums is that two 
days in the week are reserved for women and girls, while the 
other four days are fairly distributed between the men and boys. 
There is no evidence of need of separate gymnasiums for the 
two sexes. It is found that, as arule, very few persons care to 
attend the gymnasiums more than twice in the week. It is 
now a settled policy of the Board to provide no more small 
neighborhood gymnasiums, but as soon as possible to secure a 
large gymnasium for each of the larger congested districts of 
the city. There are many advantages in the large gymna- 
siums as compared with the small ones; beside the great 
advantage of light and air, the class work goes on better and 
certain special facilities, like that of running track, can be 
provided. As to the matter of administration the cost of 
conducting a large gymnasium is less in proportion than that 
of the small ones. 


COLUMBIA ROAD. 


This building, which includes provisions for a reading 
room and a branch of the Public Library, as well as baths 
and gymnasium, was not erected or planned by this depart- 
ment. The arrangements are in most respects very in- 
convenient, the gymnasium being in the top of the building 
and the swimming-tank in the basement; nevertheless a 
scheme of administration has been devised which minimizes 
_the difficulties, and the first winter at this new centre has 
been an extremely successful one; beside the regular 
gymnasium, with its floor space of 96 by 48 feet, another good- 
sized room is being brought into requisition for gymnasium 
purposes in order to meet the great demand.

‘ABOT—-STREET BATH—HOUSE AND GYMNASIUM. 


This building will be opened for its uses early in the 
autumn. It has been planned in its entirety with the 
greatest care by two members of the commission who have 
had long experience in the administration of gymnasium 
work, reaching back beyond the creation of the Bath 
Department. This building includes to the fullest extent all 
the different privileges which the department undertakes to 
supply. It has anample gymnasium in the upper part of the 
building, a full equipment of shower-baths on the middle 
floor and a swimming-tank, 75 feet long, in a beautiful 
enclosure on the ground floor. Every provision suggested by 
the experience of the department to make this building reach 
the maximum of usefulness has been put into effect, while 
greater attention has been given the problem of bringing the 
expenses of construction and maintenance to the lowest 
possible point. Fifteen hundred people per day can be 
accommodated, and it is confidently believed that on many 
days of the year the capacity of the building will be taxed. 


CONVENIENCE STATIONS. 


The experience of the trustees bas shown that the conven- 
ience stations are important necessities in the life of this or 
any great city. Only two or three of the present con- 
venience stations are at all suitable or worthy of the city. 
The very large use which is made of the underground 
station on the Common clearly demonstrates the need of three 
or four more to be located in the down-town squares. This 
underground convenience station is modern in every way. 
In the men’s section there are nine closets, fifteen urinals 
and two wash-bowls with hot and cold running water, and 
on the side for women there are nine closets and four wash- 
bowls with hot and cold running water. There are no private 
closets. 


LAUNDRIES. 


The two laundries under the direction of the department 
have been kept busier than ever during the past year — the 


laundry at Dover-street Bath-house during the entire year . 


and the laundry at North End park during the summer. 
As the number of centres under the department increases, 
the amount of laundry naturally gets larger and larger, until 


during the summer the full capacity of both laundries is 
now reached. 


BOSTON COMMON, 


UNDERGROUND CONVENIENCE STATION FOR MEN, 
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FURTHER RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The trustees feel that the time has come when a compre- 
hensive plan should be entered upon for the completion of a 
system of gymnasiums and baths which will adequately 
cover all parts of the city where such institutions are 
needed. It is believed that this very important end can be 
gained by making the following additions to the system as it 
now stands: 


1. To give up the two small gymnasiums in Ward 7 and 
9 and take the old armory building on Wareham street — 
now used by the Wire Department — for use as a large gym- 
nasium for the whole South End district. 

2. To secure a further appropriation of $30,000, which 
is needed to provide for the entire cost of the gymnasium 
and baths for the North End. An admirable series of plans — 
is already in hand, and the city has purchased a lot of land 
for the purpose. 

3. To provide a suitable gymnasium and baths in a cen- 
tral location in Charlestown. 

4. To erect in place of the present worn out and totally 
unfit structure in East Boston a gymnasium and baths 
which shall embody the result of all past experience of the 
department. It is highly important that on the large lot of 
land which was given to the city by a public-spirited citizen 
for its uses, and at the point where the gymnasium work of 
the city first began, there should be a building in every way 
worthy of the great success which has crowned this move- 
ment. 


The trustees wish to record their great appreciation of the 
conscientious services of Mr. Joseph P. O’Brien, general 
superintendent of the department, and to express their 
satisfaction in the spirit of loyalty and co-operation which 
characterizes nearly all the work of the department.

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REPORT OF PHYSICAL DIRECTOR. 


To the Bath Trustees: 


GENTLEMEN, — During the last year the Department of 
Physical Training has been rewarded for its efforts by still 
greater success than in former years. We endeavored to 
diversify and render attractive the gymnastic drills, and 
we were gratified to find the attendance larger and more 
regular than in the past. The work at all times has been so 
simple, that persons coming to the gymnasium for the first 
lesson have no difficulty in taking part; yet sufficient 
advance and variety have been aimed at to keep alive the 
interest of members of long standing. 

The tendency in past years among the men has been 
toward greater interest in competitive athletics than in sys- 
tematic gymnastic training. That involved the evil of 
specialization and abnormal local development. We have 
successfully combated the athletic tendency, so that now 
oreater interest is shown in the rational cultivation of organic 
strength. Mere muscularity and the supremacy in special 
athletic or gymnastic feats are no longer sought after. 

Conscious of the growing need of physical training among 
women, we have done our outmost to interest those who 
attended the young women’s and the married women’s classes, 
and through them to interest their friends. ‘To those who 
realize how important the health of womankind is in any 
community, the sight of hundreds of women exercising in 
our various gymnasia would be an inspiring one. The count- 
less instances of the benefits derived by our women members, 
which are constantly being brought to our attention, confirms 
our faith in the efficacy of the methods we have employed. 

In other years school children were allowed to go on the 
gyinasium floor, and exercise in their every-day clothes. 
But it was discovered that in the winter the activities of 
children thus clad in a warm building made them perspire 
freely ; they would walk out into the street perspiring in the 
coldest weather, and of course they were in great danger of 
catching cold. Last year it was determined to compel them 
to wear a costume suitable for the occasion, and, although 
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there has been a slight falling off of attendance in some 
classes on that account, we are satisfied that on the whole 
the change has been an advisable one. All children who 
come in proper costume are found to bathe more frequently 
than when allowed to exercise in their street clothes. 

The importance of bathing in connection with the gym- 
nastic work has been persistently impressed on all persons 
attending the classes, and the necessity of conforming with 
other simple health laws in their every day lives, in addition 
to bathing and exercise, has also been inculcated. 

The Columbia-road gymnasium, which was opened to the 
public last year, has been the most successful institution in 
the department, in point of attendance. The classes have 
been so overwhelmingly large at all times since the opening, 
that there have been more people in attendance than could 
be accommodated with bathing or exercising facilities. ‘The 
swinming tank, with which the gymnasium is equipped, was 
poorly patronized. This demonstrates the inutility for 
bathing purposes of a tank that is not adequate in size. 

The instructors have done their work, which is not only 
physically arduous but mentally fatiguing, in a manner that 
gave me singular satisfaction. That each has been faithful 
in performing the duties of his office is evidenced by the fact 
that at the close of every season they are all found to have 
Jost considerable vitality. I commend them for their earnest- 
ness and patience, and I am pleased to observe that they 
have won the respect and the confidence of their classes.

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REPORT OF MEDICAL DIRECTOR. 


To the Bath Trustees of the City of Boston: 


The medical director herewith submits his report. 

From every point of view the year covered by this report 
has been a successful one for the municipal gymnasiums. 
Already larger benefit is being done the community by the 
cordial co-operation between the physical director and his 
assistants and the medical director and examiners. 

The attendance at the gymnasiums has greatly increased, 
the average weekly attendance during the year under review 
was more than 8,000; and this year a larger proportion of 
those who attended the gymnasium classes asked to meet the 
medical examiners and to havea physical examination. Every 
gymnasium member who is examined is given a card which 
tells his or her physical condition. The card also gives 
some simple and useful information towards maintaining 
good health. To be well, both for a man or a woman who 
has to earn a living, is absolutely necessary in order to obtain 
satisfactory and substantial recognition for one’s time and 
ability. In order to increase one’s earning capacity one must 
have good health.

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Every opportunity is given to encourage those who use 
the gymnasiums to meet the medical examiners. The 
doctors have regular gymnasium hours; appointments to 
meet them can be made with the gymnasium  superin- 
tendents; and every consideration is carefully observed on 
the part of the doctors to respect the feelings of those whom 
they examine, and to give them practical and useful advice. 
What is desired is that every person who joins the gym- 
nasium classes consider it necessary to be examined by the 
doctor before he or she began the work. By so doing greater 
benefit would come from the gymnasium work. But the 
increasing number of members who ask to be examined gives 
hope that the time is not far off when meeting the doctor 
before beginning the gymnasium work will be considered a 
necessity. 

The useful work which the municipal gymnasiums are 
doing towards improving the service of the police and fire 
departments again deserves mention. Requirements for 
appointment in those departments have been advanced since 
the municipal gymnasiums opened; and the young men who 
want to secure an appointment as policeman or fireman have 
the opportunity to fit themselves to pass the civil service 
examination with credit, and to secure a place well up on 
the eligible list. 

Large opportunity is given the municipal gymnasiums to 
help substantially in the crusade which is being carried on 
against the tremendous waste of life and money caused by 
tuberculosis. 

Steps towards helping in the prevention of this disease 
have already been taken by the gymnasium instructors and 
doctors, and still broader work along this line is to be done. 

Another work which the gymnasiums are beginning to do 
is to give instruction as to the proper standing postures ; 
and to correct spinal curvatures resulting from faulty sitting 
and standing habits. The coming year’s work along this line 
is to be undertaken in a most thorough manner, and much 
good is expected to come from it. 

This year, as in previous years, the gymnasium superintend- 
ents deserve an expression of appreciation for the generous 
help they have given the medical examiners. The medical 
director wishes also to thank the trustees for the confidence 
and support they have given him in carrying out the medical 
work of the department.

- Srr,— The Board of Appeal herewith presents its report 
for the year ending January 51, 1905. 

During the year referred to, the Board heard and acted on 
twenty-one general appeals from the decisions of the Building 
Commissioner. In fourteen of these cases, the appeal was 
sustained and the Commissioner directed to issue a permit. 
In seven of these cases, the decision of the Commissioner 
was sustained. 

The Board approved the authorization to omit protection, 
as provided for in section 51 of the Building Laws, in one 
case submitted to it. 

The Board approved of the granting of permits to restore 
to practically original conditions in one hundred and eighty- 
nine cases, and in compliance with requirements of law for 
new buildings in certain parts in six cases ; and refused action 
in one case, where repairs had been made before notification 
of an application for permit bad been received by the Board. 

No salaries are paid to the members of the Board; the 
members receiving compensation for time spent, and such com- 
pensation, including payments to substitutes, as authorized by - 
law, amounted in all to $2,000.

Sir, — In compliance with section 24, chapter 3, of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1898, a statement of the operations of 
the department is herewith presented from February 1, 1904, 
to January 31, 1905.

The number of permits granted for first and second class 
buildings is 257; for third class buildings, 581; for altera- 
tions, 1,961; for setting of steam boilers, engines, etc., 783 ; 
for plumbing, 3,707 ; for gas-fitting work, 9,384 — making a 
total of 16,673 permits granted during the year. 

The number of examinations made upon buildings in proc- 
ess of coustruction is 14,867; of alterations, 16,188; of 
boilers, engines, etc., relative to setting, 1,459; plumbing 
work, 20,909; gas-fitting work, 18,709: elevators, 4,146 ; 
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egress, 2,067; plans, 3,809; specials, 92; fires, 835 — mak- 
ing a total of 78,030. 

These examinations occasioned 159 reports relative to 
unsafe buildings, dangerous chimneys, etc.; 835 reports 
relative to fires; 202 reports relative to violations, and 2,482 
tinal reports — making a total of 3,678 reports made during 
the year. 

The number of notices issued for violation of the statutes, 
etc., is 1,513; for unsafe buildings, walls, etc., 165; for dan- 
gerous chimneys, 40; for additional means of egress, 782, 
and for miscellaneous purposes, 1,413 — making a total of 
3,913 notices issued during the year. 

Of the 3,809 plans submitted during the year, 3,099 were 
approved and 710 were disapproved. 

The department referred to the Board of Appeal for its 
approval 203 applications to restore premises to original con- 
dition (same being damaged by fire), all of which were 
approved. Fourteen appeals referred to the Board of Appeal 
were sustained, and 8 appeals were not sustained. The 
Board of Appeal also approved the omission of fireproofing 
in 1 case, as provided for in section 51, chapter 419, Acts of 
1892. The department referred 21 communications to the 
Board of Appeal, and also received 30 communications from 
said board. 

Of the 257 permits issued for first and second class build- 
ings, 114 were for dwellings, 39 for dwellings and stores, 8 
for tenement houses, 21 for tenement houses and stores, 3 for 
offices, 8 for manufacturing, 6 for storage, 6 for store and 
office, and the remainder for miscellaneous purposes. 

For third class buildings, for which 581 permits were 
granted, 419 were for dwellings, 12 for stores, 25 for storage, 
25 for dwellings and stores, 6 for stables, 6 for offices, and 
the balance for miscellaneous purposes. 

The greatest number of permits granted for first and 
second class buildings by wards is: Ward 6,57; Ward 11, 
26; Ward 17, 18; Ward 20, 18; Ward 24,18; Ward 21, 
15; Ward 22,15; Ward 8,14; Ward 18,13; Ward 19, 10; 
and the remainder distributed throughout the remaining wards. 

The greatest number of permits granted for third class 
buildings, by wards, is: Ward 20, 162; Ward 24, 107; 
Ward 23, 88; Ward 25,52; Ward 14,39; Ward 2,28; Ward 
19, 20; and the remainder distributed throughout the remain- 
ing wards. 

The number of first and second class buildings upon which 
final reports have been rendered during the year is 234, at 
an estimated cost above the land of $12,499,865. 
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The number of third class buildings upon which final 
reports have been rendered during the year is 541, at an 
estimated cost above the land of $2,247,111. 

The number of alterations completed during the year is 
1,817, at an estimated cost of $8,588,840. 

The number of plumbing jobs completed during the year 
is 2,525, at an estimated cost of $1,128,070. 

The number of boilers, etc., set, 662, at an estimated cost 
of $304,725. 

The number of gas fixtures and piping installed is 10,118, 
at an estimated cost of $264,834. 

The total estimated increase in tax valuation by con- 
struction and improvement for the year is $20,035,445. 

There have been 310 buildings provided with additional 
means of egress. ‘This includes 614 families, 5,778 persons, 
at an estimated cost of $79,960. 

On February 1, 1904, there were 26,376 brick buildings 
and 58,258 wooden buildings — a total of 84,634 buildings in 
the City of Boston. 

During the year ending January 31, 19065, there were 234 
brick and 541 wooden buildings completed, and 3 brick and 
17 wooden buildings totally destroyed by fire, and 60 brick 
and 134 wooden buildings taken down — making a total of 
26,0948 brick buildings and 58,648 wooden buildings —a 
grand total of 85,196 buildings.

Sir, — In accordance with chapter 8, section 24, of the 
Revised Ordinances, the Board of Trustees of the Cemetery 
Department present their annual report for the financial year 
ending January 31, 1905. 

The term of office of Mr. Albert W. Hersey as Trustee 
expired on May 1, 1904, and he was reappointed for the term 
ending 1909. 

The death of our esteemed Chairman, Mr. Jacob Morse, 
caused a vacancy on the Board of Trustees, and former 
Trustee Mr. Frederick E. Atteaux was appointed to fill the 
unexpired term. 

Upon the organization of the Board, after the death of 
the Chairman, Mr. Morse, the Trustees unanimously elected 
Mr. William J. Fallon as Chairman. 

The efficient appointments of Trustees made by your 
Honor, during the past year, are recognized and appreciated 
by this Board. 

The following officials were appointed by the Board to 
carry out the work of the department, under the direction of 
the ‘Trustees : 

Mr. James H. Morton, General Superintendent, has gen- 
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eral control of the work carried on in the cemeteries and 
burying grounds of the department, and, with headquarters at 
Mount Hope Cemetery, has direct supervision of the work 
in and pertaining to that cemetery. The Trustees, with 
pleasure, record the conscientious and painstaking efforts of 
Mr. Morton for the success of the department, as is evi- 
denced by the appearance of the well-kept cemeteries owned 
by the city. 

Mr. John Frank Keating, Secretary, is the executive officer 
of the Board of Trustees, and is in charge of the department 
office at City Hall. He has charge of the records of the 
Board and of the department finances, and, in accordance 
with the city ordinances, is under bonds. 

Under direction of the General Superintendent, Mr. Mor- 
ton, the following custodians have charge of the cemeteries 
hereinafter named :

In MEMORIAM. 


JACOB MORSE. 


Born in Wachenheim, Bavaria, May 18, 1829. Died in 
Brookline, Mass., November 9, 1904. Aged, 75 years, 6 
months. 

More than fifty years ago Jacob Morse left his native 
country, bringing with him his mother, a brother and three 
sisters, and arrived in New York September 16, 1854, on the 
clipper ship “ Mercury,” after a passage of twenty-eight days. - 
He came at once to Boston, where his elder brothers had 
preceded him, and directly after went to Manchester, 
N. H., where he remained in business for several years, after 
which time he joined his brothers in Boston, and participated 
in the building up of the great clothing house of Leopold 
Morse & Company, of which he finally became the head on 
the death of his brother Leopold in 1895. Although a hard 
and faithful worker and attentive to the conduct of this 
business up to the very time of his sudden death, and besides 
being a director in several other business enterprises, his 
active habits enabled him to devote a large measure of time 
to numerous social and charitable occupations. 

He was the principal moving spirit of the Leopold Morse 
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Home and the Chairman of its House Committee, an active 
and influential member of the Boston Federation of Associ- 
ated Jewish Charities, a member of the Masonic and Odd 
Fellows societies, a member of the Elysium Club, and an 
associate member of Edward W. Kinsley Post 118, G.A.R. 

He was ever a generous giver, but his charities were never 
ostentatious. 

Our late associate and dearly loved friend was appointed 
one of the Trustees of Mount Hope Cemetery on May 1, 
1896, and was reappointed on May 1, 1897. Soon after, the 
management of all the cemeteries owned by the City of 
Boston was placed under the control of the then created 
Cemetery Department, and of this Mr. Morse became one of 
the Trustees. He served continuously on this Board, and 
on May 20, 1902, was elected Chairman, which office he held 
until his death. With his characteristic energy and enthu- 
siasm Mr. Morse was instrumental in embellishing and 
enlarging Mount Hope and the other cemeteries, and to his 
interest and efforts many improvements are to be especially 
credited. Among them are the enlarging and beautifying of 
the Civil War Veterans’ lot, and the placing of headstones 
at the graves of soldiers and sailors buried therein, the 
building of the handsome chapel at Mount Hope, the placing 
of an appropriate fence at Evergreen Cemetery, and the 
erection of the beautiful gateway and entrance at Mount 
Hope Cemetery. Other notable undertakings were the pur- 
chase of additional land at Mount Hope, enabling single 
graves to be procured by our citizens at modest prices ; the 
erection of the new greenhouses and the new administration 
building, replacing the unsightly wooden structures which 
so long marred the beauty of Mount Hope; the introduction 
of electric lighting at the latter cemetery, and the erection of 
an administration building at Evergreen Cemetery. ‘These 
are but afew of the many services he so faithfully helped to 
perform in the discharge of his duty to the city he loved so 
well, and he was justly proud of the fruits of his labors. 

He married in 1859, and is survived by his widow, three 
sons and four daughters. Devoted to his home and family, 
genial to all, delighting in entertaining his friends, a great 
favorite with the young and youthful with them in spite of 
his more than three score years and ten, — his character and 
the esteem in which all held him are alike shown by the 
loving title of “Uncle Jacob,” with which old and young 
greeted him, and by which name he delighted to be called. 


‘¢ None knew him but to love him; 
None named him but to praise.” 
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This Board of Trustees desire to express the regard and 
appreciation we have ever felt for the high character and 
genial fellowship of our late Chairman, which so strongly 
bound him to us. He was a loyal and patriotic citizen, and 
in his death the city loses the services of an able, honest and 
faithful servant. |

THE OLD BURYING GROUNDS. 


Since the establishment of the department the Trustees 
have been particularly active in the care of the old burying 
erounds. ‘The zealous work of the department in perfecting 
the records of these grounds is appreciated by the individual 
interest of the citizens, and the extraordinary number of 
inquiries made relative to the interments in the grounds 
indicate the long felt necessity for undertaking the prepa- 
ration of such valuable historical records. The wisdom of the 
Trustees in beginning and continuing this line of work seems 
to have been amply justified, and the department is now 
enabled to satisfactorily reply to many questions concerning 
the old grounds which cannot be answered in any hitherto 
published records. We realize that many individuals are 
in possession of family records which would aid greatly in 
compiling a complete list of interments both in the graves 
and tombs, and the ‘Trustees respectfully solicit those 
possessing such information to communicate with the depart- 
ment. We are very grateful to the individuals who have so 
kindly assisted us by furnishing us facts which have materi- 
ally aided in advancing this work. With this report is 
issued a history of the Dorchester North Burying Ground 
and a list of the interments in said ground completed as far 
as obtainable. 

Copp’s Hill Ground can be visited daily from May to 
November. Granary Ground is open Sundays during seven 
months, from April 1 to November 1. Eustis Street Ground, 
Roxbury, is open Saturday and Sunday afternoons, from 
June 1 to November 1. Under proper restrictions the old 
grounds will be opened at any reasonable time to any who 
make application at the department office in City Hall. 
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SUMMARY. 


The Board of Trustees herewith summarize the improve- 
ments completed during the year, the work in progress and 
to be done during the coming year, and include suggestions 
for the protection and care of the cemeteries. 

In compliance with various orders and votes passed by the 
city government, and with money provided by them, land 
was purchased adjoining Mount Hope Cemetery to provide 
single graves for those who desired graves which could be 
purchased at a moderate price. A portion of this land has 
been prepared for burials, and the first interment in this sec- 
tion was made last April. Since that time the demand for 
these moderate priced graves has been such as to show the 
wisdom of the city government in making it possible for 
the department to obtain land to meet this demand. 

Noticeable in the work done this year at Mount Hope 
Cemetery is the improvement of the land at the corner of 
Walk Hill and Harvard streets. The old barn and sheds 
which stood on this site were removed some time ago, and 
the ground has now been regraded and ornamented by the 
planting of shrubbery. 

The plot of land at Mount Hope Cemetery situated on 
Walnut avenue, near the chapel, is now being prepared for 
family burial lots. This plot consists of two acres and occu- 
ples a very desirable location in the cemetery. It will be in 
excellent condition, and lots therein can be procured as early 

as May of 1905. 

The barge service from Blue Hill avenue and Walk Hill 
street to Mount Hope Cemetery will be continued by the 
department, as in previous years, as the electric car line has 
not as yet been extended to the cemetery. 

We respectfully renew a recommendation made by this 
Board in previous years for the erection of a permanent 
fence of about 2,000 feet in length between Mount Hope 
and Calvary Cemeteries. The line of division is at present 
marked by a spruce bedge and wire fencing, which through 
age has become dilapidated. In addition to the unsatisfac- 
tory appearance of the hedge there remains the added danger 
of fire, which is possible to occur in a shrubbery wall and 
cause much damage to adjoining property. By the placing 
of a wall of suitable material this danger would be averted, 
and would add considerably to the appearance of that portion 
of the cemetery. 
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At Evergreen Cemetery is located the burial lot of Post 
92, G. A. R. During this year, at the request of the post, 
this lot was regraded, and will be planted with shrubbery 
during the coming spring. (The work indicated above of 
improving this lot will be done out of the regular appropria- 
tion of this department. ) 

The unused strip of land situated between Columbia road 
and the Dorchester North Burying Ground has not as yet 
been added to this ground. The Trustees await action of 
other city departments who now have control of the land. 

In view of the impression which seems to prevail even 
among those fairly conversant in city affairs that this depart- 
ment consists only of Mount Hope and Evergreen Cemeteries, 
the Trustees beg to emphasize in this annual report that 
such is not the case. On the contrary, the fact is that 
eighteen of the cemeteries located within the city limits are 
owned by the City of Boston and are under the direct 
management of this department, and the maintenance and 
care of this entire number of cemeteries must be provided for 
from the appropriation allotted annually to the department 
by the city government. Of these eighteen cemeteries, there 
are fifteen whose dates of establishment cover periods between 
1630 and 1820, and owing to their historical value a deep 
interest is taken in them not only by our own citizens, but by 
the large number of persons who visit our city. Requests 
are frequently received concerning improvements in these 
grounds, and the Trustees give the same careful consideration 
and favorable action when possible. 

In conclusion, the Trustees are daily receiving words of 
approval from the public for the manner in which the city 
government provides for the care of the cemeteries, and the 
opinion is frequently expressed that this city is foremost in 
this respect. We, therefore, on behalf of the lot owners 
and the public in general, extend to His Honor Mayor Patrick 
A. Collins and the individual members of the city govern- 
ment sincere thanks and appreciation for the fair considera- 
tion bestowed upon this department. ‘The successful results 
of undertakings of the department are due to the courteous 
treatment of the city government of Boston.

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ARTICLES, BY-LAWS, RULES AND REGULATIONS OF 
THE CEMETERY DEPARTMENT. 


ARTICLE I. The ordinances of the City of Boston relating 
to the Cemetery Department shall apply to the conduct and 
management of this department. 

ARTICLE II. The Trustees of the Cemetery Department 
shall organize on the first of May. At this meeting there shall 
be chosen a Chairman, a Secretary, a General Superintendent 
and custodians of the several grounds. A majority of the Com- 
mission shall constitute a quorum. 

The regular meetings of the Commission shall be held on the 
fourteenth day, except when same comes on Saturday or Sunday, 
when it shall be held on the Friday preceding, and on the 
fourth Monday of each and every month at 3.30 o’clock P. M. 

Other meetings to be called by the Chairman, as he may deem 
advisable. 

ARTICLE III. The Chairman shall preside over the meetings 
of the Commission and shall designate the hour and place thereof. 

He shall sign the deeds of conveyance of lots and bonds given 
for the perpetual care of the same; he shall sign and approve the 
bills, pay-rolls, and sign such orders as are necessary to permit 
interments and removals of bodies, and the opening and closing of 
cemeteries ; he shall make the annual and other reports to the City 
Council, and perform such other duties as are required by the or- 
dinances of the city; all bills on account of the department shall 
be approved by him before they are presented to the city for pay- 
ment; in the absence of the Chairman his duties shall be per- 
formed by such Commissioner as he delegates to act in his absence ; 
such delegation shall be in writing, and shall specify the specific 
action or actions delegated. 

ARTICLE IV. Tue Secretary. The Secretary shall notify 
and attend all meetings of the Commission and perform all cleri- 
cal work, and keep the records, plans and papers of said Com- 
mission; the Secretary shall keep such books as directed by the 
Board, showing transactions concerning the various cemeteries 
under this Commission, and shall prepare and record in books kept 
for the purpose all deeds of conveyance of lots or bonds given for 
the perpetual care of the same; the Secretary shall have charge of 
all the plans, books, catalogues and other papers of the Commis- 
sion (except as hereinafter provided), and shall perform such 
other duties as may from time to time be delegated by said Com- 
mission. 
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ARTICLE V. Tur GENERAL SUPERINTENDENT. The Gen- 
eral Superintendent shall reside on the premises known as Mount 
Hope Cemetery, and under the direction of the Commissioners 
shall have the custody of said cemetery and the general super- 
vision of all the cemeteries and burying grounds under the control 
of this Commission; he shall keep the various cemeteries and 
burying grounds in a condition satisfactory to the Commissioners ; 
shall have the authority, under the direction of the Trustees 
having same in charge, to engage and discharge workmen, and 
to order and arrange their respective duties; said Superin- 
tendent shall keep in books provided for the purpose, of which 
he shall be the custodian, regular and accurate records of all inter- 
ments in, and removals from, Mount Hope Cemetery, and said 
records shall include the names and ages of all persons interred, 
and also the place and date of their interment; he shall see that 
all the regulations made by the Commission in regard to inter- 
ments and the construction of tombs, monuments and fences are 
complied with; he shall see that the rights of the city and the 
regulations of the Commissioners are respected and complied 
with by all persons employed on any of the grounds under the 
control of the Commission, and by individual proprietors; he 
shall fulfil all contracts made with proprietors for the care and 
decoration of lots, for their permanent care, and perform such 
other duties as the Commission may require; he shall have full 
power to remove from Mount Hope Cemetery, and other cemeteries 
and burying grounds within the control of this department, im- 
proper and disorderly persons, to abate nuisances, and to 
remove rubbish and unnecessary and unsightly decorations or 
adornments; a general report of all transactions of Mount Hope 
Cemetery, with proper vouchers, also the number of interments 
made for the preceding month, shall be rendered by him; he shall 
also, from time to time, inspect the other cemeteries and burying 
grounds within the charge of this Commission, and shall report 
monthly their condition, and make such recommendations as he 
deems advisable in reference to the same to the Commission. 

The compensation of the General Superintendent shall include 
the use of the dwelling-house connected with Mount Hope Ceme- 
tery, and he may also cultivate such portions of the grounds of 
Mount Hope Cemetery and keep such domestic animals for his own 
use as the Commissioners may designate; and may be removed 
for cause by the vote of a majority of the Commissioners. 

ARTICLE VI. The Commission shall establish an office, 
wherein the Board can hold its meetings, and which shall be 
open to the public daily (Sundays and holidays excepted). The 
records of the department, under the contro] of the Secretary, 
shall be kept at such office, and the keys of the various ceme- 
teries and burying grounds shall also be kept there. The office shall 
be equipped in a suitable manner for the ‘purposes of its work, 
and at said office the Secretary of said Board shall be located. 
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COMMITTEES. 


The Chairman shall at the meeting succeeding the meeting of 
organization appoint each one of the Commissioners a Committee 
of One, who shall visit from time to time such cemeteries and 
burying grounds as shall be designated by the Chairman in said 
appointment, and shall report to the Board of Commissioners, 
when required, the state and condition, with recommendations 
concerning the same, of such cemeteries or burying grounds as are 
designated. 

The Commissioners as a whole shall act as a Committee on 
Accounts, who shall in executive session of the Board consider 
all bills on the fourteenth day of each month, after which the 
bills shall be approved by the Chairman. 

There shall be a Committee on Grounds and Greenhouses, con- 
sisting of three Commissioners, who shall consider the treatment 
and care of the grounds, greenhouses, trees, avenues, and paths 
in the cemeteries, and whose duty shall be to make such recom- 
mendations to the Board in reference to care, alterations, repairs, 
and improvements therein as they shall deem expedient. 

There shall be a Committee on Employees and Pay-rolls, con- 
sisting of one Commissioner, and a Committee on Purchases and 
Supplies, consisting of one Commissioner, whose duties shall be 
to make such recommendations to the Board in reference to the 
matters pertaining to their respective committees as they shall 
deem expedient. 

It shall be the duty of all committees to make reports to the 
Board from time to time, with such recommendations as will 
enable the Board to pass upon the same, with due regard to the 
circumstances and for the best interests, of the administration of 
the department. 


INTERMENTS. 


No interment shall be made in the cemeteries or burying 
grounds under the control of this Commission until such a _ per- 
mit as may be required by the laws of the State, or of the city 
or town from which the deceased may be brought, together with 
an order from the proprietor of the lot or tomb in which the 
interment is to be made, or from his legal representative, shall 
be obtained. Such permit, when the interment is to be in Mount 
Hope Cemetery, shall be sent to the Superintendent of Mount Hope 
Cemetery, and if in other cemeteries, to the person or persons 
designated by this Commission; but in no event until the fees 
have been paid. 

No removal of bodies from the cemeteries or burying grounds 
in charge of this department will be permitted, except as provided 
by the laws of the State, city, or town, and in the manner pre- 
scribed by the Board of Health, or an order from the Commis- 
sioners of the Cemetery Department. 

Until otherwise ordered, the fees for digging a grave and 
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making an interment in same, or making an interment in a pri- 
vate tomb, shall be according to the following schedule : 


For a person 10 years of age and over y - $5 00

Lots. 


Lots shall be laid out by the Superintendent in Mount Hope 
Cemetery and in Evergreen Cemetery, subject to the approval of 
the Commissioners, and every lot so laid out shall be marked 
with a stone number. ‘The erection of fences, memorial stones, 
tombs, planting of trees, shrubs, and plants, and the adornment of 
lots shall be under the supervision of the Cemetery Commission, 
who shall have the right of determining the suitability of the 
same, and, in the event that they deem the same unsuitable, to 
remove or abolish the same. 


SALES AND CONVEYANCES. 


No deed of any lot shall be issued to more than one grantee, 
nor to any person as trustee, executor or administrator, except 
by vote of the Commissioners. 


BuRIALS IN SINGLE GRAVE SEcTIONS OF Mount HopPpE AND 
EVERGREEN CEMETERIES. 


No more than two adults, or one adult and two children under 
five years of age, will be allowed to be interred in one grave 
in the single grave sections of Mount Hope Cemetery and Ever- 
green Cemetery, without the consent of the Cemetery Commis- 
sioners, for which a payment of $5, $15 and $20 each, according 
to location, in Mount Hope Cemetery, and $15 each in Evergreen 
Cemetery will be required. 

When a grave shall become vacant by the removal of the bodies, 
the right of burial shall terminate. But in case the owner becomes 
a purchaser of additional rights in another section in the ceme- 
tery, the price previously paid shall be allowed in part payment. 
Rights of burial are not transferable in Section F of Mount Hope 
Cemetery. 

No inclosures nor posts will be permitted in any of the single 
grave sections. 

The base measurements for headstones must not be over two 
feet six inches in length and one foot two inches in width. 

No raised mounds will be permitted in the single grave sections 
without permission of the Board of Cemetery Commissioners. 
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Rights in not more than two graves will be sold to one person 
at one time. 

Deeds will be issued at time of purchase. In event of purchasers 
or their agents neglecting to supply the name for deed within 
sixty days, the Cemetery Department will hold the grave in trust, 
and will so record it, after which no interments therein or removals 
therefrom shall be made until a deed is issued. 


RECEIVING TOMB. 


Bodies may be deposited in the receiving tomb at Mount Hope 
Cemetery, or at Evergreen Cemetery, on the payment of ten 
(10) dollars to the Superintendent. If, within four months after 
such deposit, the body shall be interred in another part of the 
same cemetery, no further charge shall be made for such inter- 
ment; but if the body shall not be removed from the tomb within 
the period above specified, the General Superintendent may cause 
the body to be interred in such place as shall be designated by 
the Commissioners. But the Superintendent, under the direction 
of the Commissioners, may allow the body to remain a longer 
time, on the payment, in advance, of three (3) dollars per month 
for an adult and two (2) dollars per month for a child. 


Monuments, STonES, FENCES, ETC. 


Proprietors have a right to erect on their lots monuments and 
stones of appropriate character. Tablets or other devices of 
wood, fences of wood or iron, or hedges are not permitted. 

No grave ur tomb shall be opened for an interment or removal 
by any person except by order of the Commissioners or Super- 
intendent. 


FUNERALS. 


Karly notice should be given to the Superintendent at Mount 
Hope Cemetery of funerals which are to be held in that cemetery, 
and in other instances to the custodians or the Secretary of the 
Commissioners. 

At least twenty-four hours’ notice shall be required. 


VISITORS. 


Mount Hope Cemetery, Evergreen Cemetery, Bennington Street 
Cemetery, the Dorchester North and South and Copp’s Hill 
Burying Grounds (the latter from May 1 to November 1) shall be 
kept open daily, Sunday included, from eight o’clock A.M. 
to sunset. All other cemeteries shall be kept locked, and the 
keys thereof shall be in the custody of the Chairman, or of such 
person as he shall designate to hold the same. Visitors desiring 
to obtain admittance to such cemeteries or burying grounds shall 
make application to the Chairman or Secretary of the Commis- 
sion, or to the Commissioner in charge thereof, who shall, in his 
discretion, under such provision or circumstance as he deems 
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expedient, allow said cemetery or burying ground to be opened to 
the inspection of the applicant. Lot holders and owners of 
tombs in said cemeteries or burying grounds shall have a right to 
visit the same, within reasonable time after notice of their 
desire to the Chairman or Secretary of the Commission. 


RvuLES AND REGULATIONS. 


1. Mount Hope Cemetery, Evergreen Cemetery, Bennington 
Street Cemetery, the Dorchester North and South, and Copp’s 
Hill Burying Grounds, as aforesaid, shall be open to visitors at all 
seasonable hours. 

Persons desiring to visit the other burying grounds may do so 
by making application at the OntGe of the Cemetery Department 
in City Hall. 

2. No horse is to be driven within the cemeteries or burying 
grounds under this department faster than a walk, and no horse 
shall be left in the grounds without a keeper except by the con- 
sent of the custodian in charge, who may designate places where 
the horse may be fastened or secured. 

3. No bicycles or automobiles allowed on the grounds. 

4, Visitors must at all times be orderly, and will not be per- 
mitted to walk on the flower beds, upon the grass or the graded 
lots or borders. 

5. All persons are prohibited from gathering flowers, cutting 
or breaking any tree, plant or shrub, carrying or eating luncheon 
in any of the srounds of this department, and no one shall be 
allowed to write upon or to otherwise deface any sign, monument, 
fence or structure, within the control of this department. 

6. Noslab, monument, marker, or other structure shall be 
erected in or removed from any of the said cemeteries without 
the permission of said Commission or some person delegated by 
it to act in the premises. 

7. The Superintendent or Custodian in charge of the cem- 
etery is authorized to remove all persons who violate any of 
these regulations. 
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TO LOT OWNERS, 


The subject of perpetual care of lots and graves is now a 
very important one. By Act of Legislature the City of 
Boston has the authority to accept sums of money in trust, 
the income thereof to be devoted to the perpetual care of the 
lot named. In recent years all lots have been sold subject 
to that condition, but as such a rule was not made until many 
years after the establishment of the cemeteries there are at 
the present time a number of lots without perpetual care. 
Is this not a matter worthy the attention of those who desire 
to provide for the future care of their burial lots? Many of 
the earlier purchasers of lots have since placed them in per- 
petual care, and we earnestly request the remaining lot 
owners to consider this matter favorably. The advantage of 
perpetual care to each lot owner is in the matter of minimum 
expense in caring for the lot in a satisfactory manner, and 
adds to the general appearance of the cemetery. Massachu- 
setts State law makes it lawful for the administrator or 
executor of the estate of a deceased person to provide for 
the perpetual care of a burial lot. 

The title of a burial lot, after the decease of the proprietor, 
is governed by Massachusetts Statutes, chapter 78, section 26 
_of the Revised Laws, which is inserted below, together with 
sections 28 and 29 of chapter 78 concerning the rights of 
interment of wives and husbands of proprietors of lots or 
tombs. 


Section 26 of Chapter 78: Lots in cemeteries incorporated 
under the provisions of section one, tombs in public cemeteries in 
cities, and lots and tombs in public cemeteries in towns, shall 
be held indivisible, and upon the decease of a proprietor of 
such lot, the title thereto shall vest in his heirs at law or devisees 
subject to the following limitations and conditions : — If he leaves 
a widow and children they shall have the possession, care and 
control of said lot or tomb in common during her life. If he 
leaves a widow and no children she shall have such possession, 
care and control during her life. If he leaves children and no 
widow, they shall have in common the possession, care and control 
of such lots or tombs during their joint lives, and the survivor of 
them during his life. The persons in possession, care and control 
of such lots or tombs may erect a monument and make other per- 
manent improvements thereon. ‘The widow shall have a right of 
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permanent interment for her own body in such lot or tomb, but it 
may be removed therefrom to some other family lot or tomb with 
the consent of her heirs. If two or more persons are entitled to 
the possession, care and control of such lot or tomb, they shall 
designate in writing to the clerk of the corporation, or if it is a 
tomb or lot in a public cemetery, to the board of cemetery commis- 
sioners, if any, or to the city or town clerk, which of their number 
shall represent the lot; and in default of such designation, the 
board of trustees or directors of the corporation, the board of 
cemetery commissioners, if any, or the board of health, if such 
lots or tombs are in public cemeteries, in cities or towns, shall 
enter of record which of said persons shall represent the lot during 
such default. The widow may at any time release her right in 
such lot, but no conveyance or devise by any other person shall 
deprive her of such right. 

Section 28 of Chapter 78: A wife shall be entitled to a right 
of interment for her own body in any burial lot or tomb of which 
her husband was seised at any time during coverture, which right 
shall be exempt from the operation of the laws regulating convey- 
ance, descent and devise, but which may be released by her in the 
same manner as dower. 

Section 29 of Chapter 78: A husband shall have the same 
rights in the tomb or burial lot of his wife as a wife has in that 
of her husband and may assert or release the same in the same 
manner as she may assert or release her rights. 


From the above it can be seen that the Massachusetts 
laws require that the title of a lot shall be vested in the 
name of a living individual. Heirs are requested to imme- 
diately comply with this State law after the death of a lot 
owner. Otherwise delays may occur in determining whether 
interment orders are properly signed. Application for nec- 
essary documents in blank form may be made at the depart- 
ment office in City Hall.

PREFACE. 


The first complete Historical Sketch of the First Burying Place 
in Dorchester is herewith submitted by the Board of Trustees of 
the Cemetery Department of Boston. Under direction of the 
Trustees, the work of gathering and arranging the subject matter 
has been performed by Mr. Henry A. May, to whom our sincere 
thanks are due for the success achieved. (Great care has been 
taken to obtain, from all sources, the history of this ground from 
its establishment, in 1634, to the present time. The epitaphs 
standing in the ground in 1872 were copied in that year by Mr. 
May, and verifications and additions have been brought up to 
May 1, 1905. In addition, many ancient epitaphs have been 
included, which have been obtained from authentic sources, but 
the stones have long since disappeared from the ground. Many 
of the names and dates of death recorded on stones are not 
found in the record of deaths in the town records of Dorchester, 
although recorded as residents of the town. Concerning burials 
in tombs, in but rare cases is found recorded in which tomb 
any person was buried. In view thereof, Mr. May has taken 
especial pains to search for facts in regard to interments in these 
tombs, and the largest amount of time and research has been 
expended to perfect the record of the tombs. 

The final list of burials with this sketch has been compiled 
after an exhaustive examination of the records of the Town of 
Dorchester and the City of Boston. From information at hand 
they cannot be classified under the heading of being buried in a 
particular tomb, or having any gravestone standing, although 
recorded as buried in this ground.

THE FIRST BURYING PLACE, DORCHESTER, 
MASS. 


[DorcuEsteR Nortu Burying GRowunp. | 


The town voted November 3, 1633, to establish a burying 
place, and November 3, 1634, the land was laid out five rods 
square, and enclosed with a fence. By tradition the first burying 
place from 1630 to 1634 was located near the first meeting-house 
erected near the corner of what is now East Cottage and Pleasant 
streets; but there are no records to substantiate the claim. 

There are eighty-seven tombs in the ground, the oldest being 
in the southwest corner on the first land laid out for a burying 
place. Eight of these tombs have raised horizontal monuments 
above the tombs, and one, the Nathaniel Hatch tomb, has a per- 
pendicular slate slab erected in memory of his father, Brigadier- 
General Estes Hatch. The oldest tombs in order of date are: 
Major-General Humfrey Atherton, 1661; John Moseley, 1661; 
Reverend Richard Mather, 1669; William Pole (Pool), 1674; 
Reverend Josiah Flint, 1680; Elder James Humfrey, 1686; 
Lieutenant-Governor William Stoughton, 1701; William Royall, 
1724; Nathaniel Hatch, 1759; Reverend Jonathan Bowman, 
1775. 

Near these tombs are the oldest gravestones in the ground, 
many containing names and dates not found in the town records 
of Dorchester, and also in the record of epitaphs there are some 
thirty ancient gravestone records that are now gone. 

The oldest date on any gravestone is that of Barnard Capen 
and his wife Joan, bearing the date of 1638. This is not the 
original stone —that being now in the New England Historic 
Genealogical Society’s Library, and is in two pieces, about 
half of the original stone. Barnard Capen came in the ‘* Mary 
and John” in 1630. The next oldest gravestone is the horizontal 
monument to Abel, 1644, and Submite, 1648, said to have been 
children of Thomas Clarke of Boston and Dorchester. 

The grave of Captain Hopestill Foster has a raised horizon- 
tal monument; came from London, 1635; Artillery Company ; 
Ensign Dorchester train band; selectman 1646, and for thirty 
years after Deputy to the General Court; Justice or Com- 
missioner of Trials. His wife’s name was Mary. He died Octo- 
ber 14, 1676, aged 56 years. 

William Pole, or Pool, came to Dedham, 1630, then to Dorches- 
ter, where he was town clerk many years and schoolmaster; he 
died 25th February, 1674. 

John Maudesley, or Moseley, came to Dorchester, 1630; free- 
man March 14, 1638-9; married, first, Elizabeth , married, 
second, Cicily ——-; he died October 27, 1661. 
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In the oldest section of the ground are two groups of two and 
four graves, also a single grave covered with rough stones. Each 
stone is about five feet in length, and is laid on top of the graves. 

John Foster, mathematician and printer, son of Captain Hope- 
still Foster, graduated Harvard College 1667. Opened the first 
printing office in Boston 1675. Printed the first book 1676, the 
last book in 1680. He died September 9, 1681, aged 33 years. 

Major-General Humfrey Atherton, member of the Artillery 
Company and afterwards Ensign, Lieutenant and Captain, 1650 
and 1658. Representative from Dorchester to the General Court, 
1638 and 1650. In 1659 was Speaker. Was originator of the 
first train band of Dorchester. Commanded the Suffolk regiment ; 
and in 1656 was made Major-General, the highest military 
officer in the colony. He led an expedition against the Narra- 
gansett Indians. He was town treasurer and several times 
selectman. He died 16th September, 1661. 

Reverend John Danforth, son of Reverend Samuel Danforth of 
Roxbury, born 1652; graduated Harvard College 1677; ordained 
June 8, 1682; died May 26, 1730, aged 70. He married Eliza- 
beth, a sister of Lieutenant-Governor Stoughton, and they were 
both buried in the Stoughton tomb. 

Reverend Richard Mather, born in Lowton, Lancashire, Eng- 
land, 1596. Married, first, Miss Holt of Bury, 1624. Married, 
second, widow of Reverend John Cotton, 1656. Four of his 
six sons were ministers. He died April 22, 1669, aged 73 years. 

Reverend Josiah Flint, son of Reverend Henry Flint of Brain- 
tree. Graduated Harvard College 1664. Ordained December 
27, 1671; died September 15, 1680, aged 35 years. 

William Stoughton, born in England, 1631, son of Colonel Israel 
Stoughton, who commanded the Massachusetts troops in the 
Pequot war; graduated at Harvard College 1650; went to Eng- 
land, where he became a fellow of New College, Oxford. After 
preaching in Sussex county, he returned to New England. In 1671 
was made Assistant, and held the office several years. In 1687 
was one of Sir Edmund Andros’ Council. He was Lieutenant- 
Governor of Massachusetts from 1694 to 1699, and from 1700 to 
July, 1701, and acting Governor a portion of the time. He was 
commander-in-chief five years, beginning 1694. Was a benefac- 
tor of Harvard College, and Stoughton Hall was built at his 
expense in 1698. He was Chief Justice 1692-1701. 

Elder James Humfrey was ruling elder during the pastorates of 
Reverend Richard Mather, Reverend Josiah Flint and Reverend 
John Danforth. He died 12th of May, 1686, in 78th year. ; 

Elder Hopestill Clap died September 2, 1719, aged 72 years. 

Ann Pearce, wife of Robert, died December 31, 1695, aged 
about 104 years. 

William Royall of North Yarmouth, Maine, died 7th of Novem- 
ber, 1724, aged 85 years. Hon. Isaac Royall, son of William, 
died 7th of June, 1739, at Charlestown, aged 67 years. Both 
buried in the Royall tomb, which is the largest in the burying 
ground. 
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William Tailer, born February 25, 1675-6, died March 1, 1732. 
Was Lieutenant-Governor 1711 and 1730 to 1733. November 9, 
1715, to October 4, 1716, and June 30 to August 8, 1730, he was 
acting Governor. He was son of William Tailer and Rebecca 
Stoughton, sister of Lieutenant-Governor William Stoughton. 
He and his wife were buried in the Stoughton tomb. 

Brigadier-General Estes Hatch, Brigadier-General of Horse, 
commanded a troop of horse at the battle of Louisburg, died 
February 6, 1759, aged 70. 

James Blake, Annalist, died 4th of December, 1750, aged 63 
years. 

Reverend Jonathan Bowman, born February 23, 1703-4. 
Graduated at Harvard College 1724; ordained November 5, 
1729; resigned December 14, 1773; died March 30, 1775, aged 
71 years. A raised horizontal monument over his tomb. 

Reverend Moses Everett, born July 15,1750; ordained Sep- 
tember 28, 1774; resigned January 14, 1793; Judge of Probate, 
County of Norfolk, 1808; died March 25,1813. A raised hori- 
zontal monument over his tomb. 

Reverend Thaddeus Mason Harris, born July 17,1768; gradu- 
ated at Harvard College 1787; died April 3, 1842. 

Captain John Withington, commanded a company of soldiers in 
the Canady Expedition October 3, 1690; Lieutenant George 
Minott and Ensign Samuel Sumner were of this company. 


18th of March, 1694-5. A committee of three were chosen by 
the town to procure land to enlarge the burying place. No record 
has been found of what this committee did about the matter. 

May 20,1718. The town voted to purchase additional land to 
enlarge the burying place. No record has been found of this pur- 
chase. 

9th of May, 1726. A committee was chosen by the town to 
buy land adjacent to the burying place, and on the 10th of August, 
1727, they purchased one-quarter of an acre of land on the east- 
erly side of the burying place for ten pounds.

On the east side, from Stoughton street line to the north part 
of the ground, are twenty-four tombs. 

A granite tomb on the north central part of the ground is the 
last tomb built. 

The following epitaphs are said to have been on stones once 
standing in this ground :

Four small slate stones are now standing, marking the place of 
interment of four negro servants — three belonging in the family 
of Robert Oliver and one in the family of James Foster. 

A large number of soldiers of the Revolutionary army were 
buried in this ground and a few of their names are given below : 

Samuel Pierce, rose to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel during 
the war. 

Stephen Badlam, Captain-Lieutenant, 1775, Colonel Gridley’s 
Artillery Regiment; Major, 1778, Colonel Bailey’s Regiment;

Oliver Billings was Captain of a company. Edward Glover 
was Second Lieutenant, and Ebenezer Glover was Ensign of the 
same company. Captain John Homans was Surgeon. 

In 1903, the Mass. Society, S. A. R., erected a bowlder with 
a bronze tablet over the graves of forty soldiers of the Revolution 
who died and were buried here in 1775-1776. 

3 April, 1820. The town voted to purchase a piece of land 
to enlarge the North burying place. 

4 May, 1820. The committee purchased of William Bird for 
150 dollars, three quarters of an acre of land east of the burying 
place to enlarge the same.

November 12, 1834. A committee of six townsmen of Dor- 
chester were chosen by the town to ornament the burying ground. 
Mr. Samuel Downer was chairman of the committee. The ground 
was cleared of bushes and weeds, avenues and paths laid out, 
gravestones righted, and shade trees and shrubs were planted. 

There are now over 2,220 monuments, tablets and gravestones 
in the ground over tombs and graves. These stones and tablets 
are of slate, sandstone, granite, marble and bronze; also some 
1,200 slate and marble footstones. 

The ground now contains 135,700 square feet of land, and has 
two entrances; a double gateway of iron fronting on Columbia 
road, with a bronze tablet affixed in 1883, with the names of 
prominent townsmen of Dorchester who were buried in the ground. 
Another entrance with a double gateway of iron fronts on Stough- 
ton street. 
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We have the record of five sextons, or superintendents of this 
ground, whose services cover a period of nearly 150 years — 
1762-1905. . 

Thomas Clap, 1762 to 1797; buried 1,080 persons; he died 
August 11, 1798, aged eighty-five years. ~ 

Daniel Davenport, March 38, 1806, to March 12, 1852; buried 
1,837 persons; he died December 24, 1860, aged eighty-seven 
years, six months, nineteen days. 

William Davenport (son of Daniel) buried from April 15, 
1848, to December 138, 1865, 1,267 persons; died January 30, 
1866, aged thirty-nine years, seven months, nineteen days.

That they have examined the walls and fences round the Burying 
place, and find a part of the same not sufficiently good to keep out 
Cattle. 

They beg leave further to state that there is about four rods of old 
wall and Fence, belonging to the town on the east side; bordering on 
Me/s®. Lewis and Enos Clapp’s land, also about three rods of very poor 
- wall on the east side; bordering on land owned by M*. Ebenezer Seaver 
and also twenty lengths of very poor rail fence on the south side 
bordering on land owned by Mt. William Bird.

The Committee appointed for ornamenting the lower Burying Ground 
respectfully report. 

That they state with great pleasure there was an excellent feeling and 
respect paid to the improvement of the Tombs and Graves the past 
summer and they have good reason to think more will be done this 
summer than any other season. 

Work done in the Burying Ground 15 Tombs finished with good soil, 
soded and ornamented (10 probably will be done in the same manner the 
ensuing summer). 

80 Graves put in handsome order and ornamented more or less with 
Shrubbery and Flowers. 3800 Fine Trees of different kinds, all han- 
some and growing in excellent health. 100 more will be set out the 
coming Summer. Most of them lay now in the Burying Ground with 
roots covered in the soil. 

Shrubbery and Flowers a large quantity now growing and more will 
be set out coming season. 

The Chairman will take this opportunity to thank the Selectmen for 
their kindne/s in allowing soil to be taken from the Gutters of the road 
side and assistance in removing it to the Burying Ground; also the 
thanks of the Chairman to the public generally, for their great respect 
and reverence paid to the Trees and Flowers growing there, not even 
a Dafodil or Shrub, has been taken the summer. 

The Chairman of the Committee in casting the expence laid out on 
the Burying Ground the past Season find they exceed the amount voted 
by the Town from Twenty five to Thirty dollars.

they will be continued the coming Summer. 

Work done in the North Burying Ground the past year. 

2 New Tombs handsomely built and ornamented with Trees and 
Shrubbery. 

11 Tombs finished with good soil, sodded and ornamented. 

6 Probably will be done in the same manner the coming Summer. 

20 Graves put in handsome order, ornamented more or le/s with 
Shrubbery and Flowers. 

100 Trees were set out and are growing finely besides a quantity of 
handsome Shrubbery, the season was favorable and moist for these. 
Trees and Shrubbery will be added the coming Summer. 

The Chairman of the Committee will state that all the money appro-

They have spent the proceeds $45. that was voted as follows — First, 
They have set upright all the Grave stones in the Burying Ground 
They have had all the Trees dug round twice the Suckery, Brambles 
and Bull gra/s dug up twice, a number of mountain Ash and other trees 
added to the Ground besides a large lot of Shrubbery and Flowers set 
out to Ornament the walks, throughout the whole Ground. 

They also Report with great pleasure, there is a good spirit with the 
owners of the old Tombs. 

Nine Tombs have been soiled, sodded, and ornamented the past year, 
and most of the remainder have promised to follow the same example 
the coming year. 

The Committee ask for Twenty dollars for the following purpose. 
First to purchase and set out Eight Silver leaf Maple Trees side of the 
new south fence, these will make the rows compleate. Also to dig 
round the Trees, twice and to put round the trees on the gravel knolls 
half a wheel barrow of dirt taken from the gutters of the road; also dig 
over the Burying ground to keep down the Suckery, Brambles and bull 
gra/s that may come up again. 

They also ask for Fifteen Dollars to repair the monuments, and cut 
over the letters, so to make them legible, time having oxydated the 
stones so much, ‘they cannot be now read, the Tombs of the Rev® Par- 
son Flint, School master and Recorder Poole, they were the early bene- 
factors and friends of the Town.

They have spent the proceeds $39. that was voted as follows viz, 
Repairing the old monuments and cut over the letters on the Rey. 
J. Flints, Master Pooles and Richard Mather’s Tomb Stones, so they 
can be readable another Hundred years. M* Moseley had the brick 
Monument of the Old Moseley Tomb built over, Messrs. Baker and 
others, has had General Athertons brick Monument rebuilt over, and 
intends having the letters on the Tomb stones cut over again, this will 
make a finish of all the ancient Tombs. 
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There has been added to the Burying Ground the past year two hand- 
some Tombs and one elegant Marvel Monument, a number of Fir Trees 
and some Shrubbery. 

The Chairman of the above Committee will now surrender up his 
office and close with a few remarks. 
They commenced Ornamenting the North Burying Ground in 1835, at 
that time the Fences for the most part were very poor, the ground 
nearly covered with Brambles, and full of Snakes, little or no order 
had been observed in Burying the Dead. We have in 1843 in good order

The fences mostly new and efficient, the Ground laid out in very good 
order, the Brambles and Snakes have disappeared, and the Burying 
ground is now covered with a great variety of handsome and beautiful 
Trees, some of them of rare kinds, also a quantity of very handsome

The part of the Selectmen’s printed report which refers to Burial 
Grounds. 

There was appropriated the last year, the sum of One hundred and 
fifty dollars to improve the Burial Grounds. That sum appears insuf- 
ficient for taking care of the trees and shrubbery and clearing the 
walks and carriage ways. We would therefore recommend that the 
sum of Two hundred dollars be appropriated the present year for this 
purpose, and we would also recommend that the Town take measures 
to enlarge the present lots or procure another lot for a Cemetery. 

Voted That the section of the Selectmen’s printed report referring to 
Burial Grounds be referred to the Selectmen with full power to act as 
they consider for the interest of the Town. 

Voted That the Selectmen be instructed to make enquiry as to the 
expediency of purchasing in some suitable place land proper for a Cem- 
etery for the use of the Town, sufficient for many generations yet to 
come, and report to the Town at a future meeting. 


After the above record, according to the Town Records, the 
Selectmen yearly made appropriations for the care of the burying 
grounds in Dorchester. No particular reference was made in the 
appropriation orders to any ground, and no mention is made 
directly or otherwise of changes or improvements in the Dor- 
chester North Ground.

During the past year twenty meetings of the Trustees 
have been held. The standing committees are: —

The members of the Board all serve in turn on the visit- 
ing committee for the Parental School and the House of 
Reformation, two members being appointed for two months 
in succession. They also visit the children placed out in 
families and institutions at intervals. 

The children under the care of the Board are classed as 
follows: 


(a.) Juvenile offenders at the House of Reformation 
(Rainsford Island), and probationers therefrom. 

(6.) Truants at the Parental School (West Roxbury). 

(c.) Dependent and neglected children boarded or placed 
free in families (usually in the country), beside a number in 
the care of schools for defectives, or other hospitals or insti- 
tutions, not under the management of the Trustees, where 
they have been placed for training or hospital treatment at 
the expense of this Department.

Sixty boys were released on probation from the House 
of Reformation and 85 from the Parental School. These 
remain in charge of the Department, the boys from the House 
of Reformation in most instances until their majority is 
attained, and the boys from the Parental School until the 
expiration of their term of sentence. Of the 181 dependent 
and neglected children discharged 16 died, (14 of whom 
were in other institutions not directly in our charge.) 


FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 

The total net cost of the Children’s Institutions Depart- 
ment for the year was $182,500.67, which, divided among 
the whole average number of children (1,425), makes an 
average per capita expense of $128.07 for the year, or $2.45 
per week. 

An analysis of the cost of the Placing-Out and Office 
Division, the Parental School and the House of Reformation 
is given in tables 2B to 2e inclusive. 

The net cost of the Placing-Out Division with its esti- 
mated share of the Office expenses amounted to $83,200.06 ; 
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this includes a credit of #441.21 on account of the increase 
in the inventory of clothing on hand February 1, 1905, over 
the inventory of the year previous. 

Of this, $20,631.42 has been paid for the board of children 
in the Massachusetts School for the Feeble-Minded, the 
Baldwinsville Hospital Cottages for Children, the Hospital 
for Epileptics, the Massachusetts Sanatorium, and Long 
Island. The remainder, $62,568.64, has been paid for an 
average of 841 children boarded in families and an average of 
348 children in free homes. Taking together all children 
boarded or placed free in families (689), we find the average 
per capita cost for the year to be $90.81 or $1.74 per week. 

The total net cost of caring for the juvenile offenders was 
$43,612.25, of which $42,209.89 was used for the House of 
Reformation, including the estimated share of office expenses 
($300.00), making an average per capita cost for each boy 
actually in the Institution (134) $315.00 for the year, or 
$6.03 per week. 

The remainder, $1,402.86, represents the amount expended 
on the visitation of the boys on probation in their own homes 
and homes in the country, and the clothing furnished by the 
Placing-Out Division to some of these boys when going to 
the country. ‘Taking together all the juvenile offenders, 
both in the House of Reformation and on probation, (an 
average of 359,) the average cost per capita for the year was 
$121.48, or $2.82 per week. 

The total net cost of the Parental School, including an 
estimated share of the office expenses, was $05,247.15, mak- 
ing the average per capita cost for each boy in the Institution 
(218) for the year, $253.43, or $4.85 per week.

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HOUSE OF REFORMATION, 


TRUSTEES’ REPORT. 


The imcreased number of boys on Rainsford Island still 
further emphasizes the relative madequacy of the Island to 
its use for a reform school. One of the serious, yet unavoid- 
able objections to the present arrangement being, that, with 
the exception of the smaller boys who are placed by them- 
selves at the Point Cottage, all the boys must live practically 
in one family instead of being divided into small groups. 
Both farm and playground are far too limited. The Trustees 
hope that the time is not far distant when the Act to pro- 
vide a new site for a reform school (Chap. 351 of the Acts 
of 1901) may be carried out. Still, good work is done on 
the Island. The boys are interested in their School and 
Sloyd work. They are orderly and cheerful. This Report, 
which is set up and printed on the Island, not to speak of 
numerous smaller jobs, speaks for the value of the Printing 
Office. The same may be said of the Shoe-shop, which 
produces excellent foot gear of various kinds. The large 
amount of products of the farm (Table No. 15) is also inter- 
esting considering how small the farm is. Much out-door 
work of various kinds is carried on throughout the year. 

That only three boys were committed for short periods in 
lieu of payment of fines is a matter of congratulation. A 
stay of a week at the school can do a boy no good and may 
do much harm, and practically the boy is punished for the 
poverty or neglect of his parents. 


Boys ON PROBATION, 


The crucial test of a reform school is the position taken 
by the boys in the community after release. The latter 
part of the report of the General Agent of the Placing-Out 
Division deals with the probationers from the House of 
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Reformation, (see pages 26, 27,) and should be read in gon- 
nection with this report. Though great changes cannot be 
expected from year to year it is at least gratifying to find 
(Tables Nos. 11 and 12) that fewer boys had to be returned 
from probation and that the percentage of behavior of the 
probationer is a little higher. Of the boys in charge of 
our Agent that are not in other institutions more than one- 
half are doing well, more than a quarter are doing fairly well, 
and less than one-sixth are not doing well and are hable to 
be returned to the Institution if they do not improve. 


CHANGE OF NAME. 

The Trustees desire to change the name of this Institution 
to “The Suffolk School for Boys,” in order to take from the 
graduates of the School the stigma which is undoubtedly 
associated with the old name.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
HOUSE OF REFORMATION. 


Boston, February 1, 1905. 
To the Trustees for Children: — 


I have the honor to submit the annual report of this 
Institution for the year ending January 31, 1905. 

On February 1, 1904, there were 181 boys in the House 
of Reformation, committed for minority. During the year, 
81 boys have been committed, three of whom were sen- 
tenced for non-payment of fines. Two of these boys were 
discharged at the expiration of their sentences, one by 
payment of fine, and one other boy was discharged by 
the Trustees; and during the year 60 boys have been 
released on probation, making the present number in the 
Institution 148, all committed for minority. The smallest 
attendance was 122, from April 25th to April 28th; the 
largest, 148, on January 81st. The average attendance 
was 134.46. 

By referring to Table No. 44 in the Appendix, it 
will be seen that, while we close the year with the 
largest attendance for more than seven years past, the 
commitments during the year have been smaller than for 
seven years. The small number discharged and released 
accounts for this, but the smallness of the number released 
on probation requires further explanation than is con- 
tained merely in the figures. Some eight boys are now 
eligible for release on probation who are waiting for the 
necessary arrangements to be made before leaving the Insti- 
tution. Had these boys been released before the closing 
of the year it would have brought our closing attendance 
down to the normal average. 

The discipline in general has been excellent and the 
spirit of the boys generally helpful. The fact that fewer 
boys have been returned from probation by the Trustees 
during the year than for several years past, encourages us 
to believe that our teaching is at least not losing in effect- 
iveness. 

The usual repairs about the buildings have been made, 
including the painting of much interior work, and every- 
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thing kept as clean and orderly as possible. The boys 
are taught to take an especial interest in this work, and 
the lessons thus instilled bear fruit in their gain of knowl- 
edge of methods, and in their personal appearance. 

At the Point Cottage the ledge om the playground is 
being cut down, the grounds graded, swings, tilts, etc., 
erected, adding greatly to its appearance and possibilities for 
pleasure. Several mew gardens and grass plots have been 
laid out, and a roadway around the island nearly completed. 

During the recent severe storm of January 25th, the bulk- 
heads and sea-wall were damaged to a considerable extent. 
Most of these repairs cannot be made by us, but should be 
attended to as soon as possible. 

Until his resignation on May 18th, Principal James D. 
Russell was in charge of the work of the schools. On June 
ist Mr. Edward L. Curran was appointed to the vacancy 
and has since conducted the work in a capable and efficient 
manner. There has been no change among the assistant 
teachers, of whom there are four. 

The sessions of school and the work of the classes are 
arranged to correspond as nearly as possible with those of the 
Boston Public Schools, in order that a boy may resume work 
in school upon his release without suffering a serious set- 
back from change of methods and studies. Individual work 
is encouraged with a view to developing the character and 
individuality of each boy. Evenings have been devoted to 
special instruction when necessary, letter-writing to parents, 
reading, games, entertainments, etc. During a period of 
seven weeks in the summer a vacation school of one session 
a day was conducted. 

Two sessions daily of Sloyd have been held throughout the 
year. The work ranges from mechanical drawing and card 
board Sloyd through various stages to color and pyrographic 
decoration of advanced models, and wood carving. Each 
class receives instruction during two periods each week. 
Auxiliary to this, a class in Indian basketry has been con- 
ducted for the smaller boys at Point Cottage by their teacher. 
One day and one evening period have been devoted to this 
work, and the boys have found it both interesting and profit- 
able. 

The Industrials have been conducted in the usual manner, 
some score of boys receiving instruction in each of the four 
departments. The work of the Shoemaking and Printing 
departments has been especially helpful, and many boys 
have found employment at their respective trades upon 
their release. In the Sewing room there have been made 
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some 1,300 new garments and pieces; 7,500 garments and 
pieces and 3,800 pairs of stockings were repaired. 

The Agricultural department has provided all of the 
green stuff used in the season, and poultry, pork, beef, 
and eggs as enumerated in Table No. 15. 

The health of the boys has been generally good, but 
five cases requiring hospital treatment. The reports of 
the resident physician, Dr. Charles A. Rabethge, and of 
Dr. E. P. Wentworth, dentist, containing information in 
detail, are appended. 

The usual classes in gymnastics and athletics have been 
conducted regularly by the Physical Director, and the holi- 
day programs have generally contained athletics in some 
form. | 
In the Summer swimming baths in the ocean were given 
daily in suitable weather. 

Religious services have been conducted in the Chapel 
Sundays by Rev. William B. Toulmin for the Protestant 
boys, and by Rev. Matthew McDonald, S.J., for the 
Catholic boys. Sabbath School for the Catholic boys has 
been held regularly in the class rooms by teachers who 
have kindly volunteered for this work. Father McDonald 
has visited us regularly, also, to hear confessions and give 
spiritual advice to the boys. Mr. Meyer Bloomfield, of 
the Civic. Service House, has had charge of the services 
for the Hebrew boys. 

In conelusion, I desire to express my appreciation of 
the hearty cooperation of the employees of the Institu- 
tion in this work, and of the encouragement and support 
of the Trustees.

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PARENTAL SCHOOL—(THE TRUANT SCHOOL 
OF THE CITY OF BOSTON). 


TrRustEES’ REPORT 


This has been a quiet and satisfactory year. The work in 
the schools has been carried on regularly and the boys have 
taken interest in their work. The teaching of Sloyd has 
been increased. 

The health of the boys has been good. No epidemics 
have occurred and epidemics are now less likely to become 
serious because the three new cottages make the groups of 
boys smaller. There has been much less malaria than in 
the past. Only seven cases have occurred as against 
seventeen of last year. This is probably due in large meas- 
ure to covering with a layer of coal oil the wet patches in 
the large marshes which teem with mosquitoes of the kind 
which spread malaria. 

The Trustees are greatly indebted to the volunteer staff of 
physicians and surgeons who have rendered the valuable 
services detailed in the medical report. 

By the new law, Courts may give truants indeterminate 
sentences lasting until the age of 16 is reached. It also 
allows for releases on probation. This enables the Trustees 
to hold boys who especially need the care of the School 
for a longer term than that to which they were sentenced 
under the old law, and it also enables them to place boys 
who do well on probation at their homes or elsewhere. 
Such probation may be terminated at any time that it is 
apparent that the exigencies of a case demand further 
training in the School without bringing the boy before the 
Courts again. 

In order to get the greatest benefit from this new law, 
the following probation system has been established. It is 
hoped that in every case the Courts will see the propriety 
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of releasing boys on probation when they shall have con- 
formed to the requirements. 


PROBATION SYSTEM AT THE PARENTAL SCHOOL. 


1. Each boy shall be given 2,500 Merits to earn on entering the 
School. Each week a boy shall be entitled to 100 Merits, or such © 
part thereof as in the judgment of the Superintendent the boy’s 
conduct, effort and industry shall entitle him. 


2. In estimating the number of Merits to which the boy shall be 
entitled his conduct, effort and industry both in school and outside 
ef school.shall be considered. 


3. A boy returned from probation shall be given 3,750 Merits to 
earn in place of 2,500. 


4. Any boy running away, or attempting to do so, shall forfeit 
all the Merits he shall then have earned, and the Superintendent 
may impose upon such boy additional Merits to be earned, not 
exceeding 1,250, together with such other punishment as, in his 
judgment, shall seem necessary. 


The most pressing improvement now needed is a school- 
house with a hall and gymnasium. More than .once the 
Visiting committee of the City Council has recommended the 
erection of such a building. At present it is impossible to 
bring all the boys together in one room. The schools are 
now held in small unsuitable buildings, hardly more than 
sheds, while the Sloyd teaching is given under most unfavor- 
able conditions. : 

Platform scales for weighing coal are also much needed. 

The Trustees endorse the statements of the Superintend- 
ent in his report as to other needs, but do not desire to 
press them at this time. 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
PARENTAL SCHOOL. 


To the Trustees for Children : — 


I have the honor to submit herewith my report for the 
year ending January 31, 1905.

HEALTH. 


The general health of the boys has been excellent. There 
have been no epidemics and very few cases of serious sick- 
ness, none of which was fatal. 

For a detailed statement of our hospital record I would 
refer you to Dr. Russell’s report which accompanies this. 
Your attention is also called to the report of Dr. E. P. 
Wentworth who has cared for the boys’ teeth and to the 
report of Dr. George 8. Derby, who has examined their eyes 
and prescribed treatment. 

Sixteen boys have been supplied with spectacles, and most 
of these in consequence have shown increased interest in 
their school work. , 


SCHOOL WORK. 


The work of the schools has been substantially the same as 
for several years past. However, the smaller average attend- 
ance has given greater opportunity for individual work with 
pupils and many of them come to enjoy their school work in 
consequence of their compulsory attendance, and furthermore 
because they receive much more individual attention from 


ame a 


, 
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the teachers than could be given them in the large classes of 
the city schools. | 

The vacation school of five weeks was in charge of three 
teachers, the subjects taught being English, sloyd, raphia- 
work and basketry. Only those boys who were particularly 
backward in these subjects attended the vacation school. 


RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION. 


The Catholic boys have attended St. Theresa’s Church, 
the Protestant boys, the South Evangelical Church, and the 
Jewish boys have been given weekly lessons by Mr. Isaac 
Abelson and Mr. Max M. Fritz. For their constant helpful- 
ness and untiring zeal and devotion to this work we hereby 
thank those who have had the religious instruction of the 
boys in their charge. 


ENTERTAINMENTS. 


The Catholic and Protestant boys have attended several 
concerts at their respective churches, and Mr. Abelson gave 
the Jewish boys an excellent musical entertainment. Mr. 
Robert H. Magwood gave free admission to forty of our 
boys to see “Mother Goose.” Mr. Wetmore has given his 
boys several musical entertainments, and Mrs. Annie L. 
Lynch gave a free car-ride to forty-nine of the boys. In 
addition to these, all the boys had Christmas trees in their 
respective Cottages, and Mr. Bennett Springer entertained 
them with magic on Christmas afternoon. 


CONTRIBUTIONS.

OUR NEEDS. 


Several of our needs have been pointed out year after year. 
Nevertheless, it may be well to state them again and in addi- 
tion to mention others which are worthy of consideration : — 


A new school building. 

A new barn. 

A coal pocket. 

Completing electric lighting in laundry building, superin- 
tendent’s house, and about the grounds. 
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Heating the hospital and superintendent’s house from the 
central heating plant. 

Completing Telephone system to old buildings. 

New electric clock and program bell system complete to 
all buildings. 

Changing the present overhead wires to wath s clock 
onto the underground cables. 


lf we assume the average age at commitment to be 12 
years and the average term to be one year (both averages be- 
ing approximately correct for past years), it is evident that 
heretofore the boys have ceased to be in charge of this 
Department at the average age of 13 years. But in the future 
most of them, released on probation, will very likely remain 
under our charge until they are 16 years of age; in other 
words the boys given an indefinite term will remain in charge 
of this Department four times as long as those committed 
before the present law went into effect. Our responsibilities 
then are largely increased. To be sure the truant officers 
will share these responsibilities so far as the execution of the 
law relating to truants and absentees is concerned. But 
many boys old enough to go to work and desiring to do so 
will require constant supervision, wise counsel, and frequent 
encouragement if they are to become settled in purpose to 
lead honest and industrious lives. The years from 12 to 16 
are probably the most critical and difficult to deal with in all 
childhood, and for those who are 14 years of age or over, and ~ 
who are not therefore under the more immediate care of the 
truant officers, sympathetic and wise supervision should be 
provided. 

We are confronted then with two alternatives: first, to pro- 
vide suitable supervision and the right kind of sympathy and 
encouragement for them after parole and until they are 16 
years of age; or, second, to give them proper care and main- 
tenance within this institution unless they be committed to 
some other institution in the absence of or in spite of super- 
vision of the right sort. And this is a matter which should 
not be decided in any large measure on the basis of present 
expense or on what seems to be present economy; but rather 
on the basis of what is needed by many boys in order that 
they may supplant with good habits the bad habits, which 
are largely the result of environment. 

This supervisory work should be put in charge of some per- 
son who understands boy nature, one who has broad sympa- 
thies, who can win and retain their confidence and respect, 
and who can supply that parental counsel and encourage- 
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ment which most boys need and to which most of them 
quickly respond.

MEDICAL REPORT. 


Mr. D. P. Dame, Superintendent : — 


According to the records, during the past eight years 
2,571 cases have been treated at the Parental School 
Hospital. Of these, 453 were treated the past year, 178 
being classified as Hospital Patients, the remainder as Out- 
Patients. 

Dr. A. W. Hancock, after an eight months’ service as 
House Officer, resigned January 1st to accept an appoint- 
ment elsewhere. 

Contrasting this year’s report with that of last year it 
is evident that the general health of the boys has been 
excellent. Last year there were three cases of diphtheria, 
two of mumps and three of pneumonia. This year we have 
had none of these diseases, and moreover there have been 
but seven cases of malaria against 17 of last year. 

Each new boy has been inspected upon the day of admis- 
sion for the presence or absence of a contagious disease, 
and subsequently a careful physical examination has been 
made and recorded. 

A case of osteomyelitis and one of cervical adenitis were 
sent to the City Hospital for operation. 

Dr. H. B. Stevens did several throat operations and a 
paracentesis. Dr. George $. Derby operated on one case 
of squint, and Dr. A. W. Worthington did several minor 
operations. Also one boy was operated upon for periostitis 
by Dr. J. S. Stone at the Children’s Hospital. 

I desire to express my appreciation for the uniform kind- 
ness and consideration which you and members of the visit- 


ing staff have shown me. The School is greatly indebted 
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to the visiting physicians for the devotion and interest they 


have shown in the boys.

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PLACING—-OUT DEPARTMENT. 


TRUSTEES’ REPORT. 


The countless details of the work of this Department can 
hardly be realized without a close study of the system. The 
application for admission of each child is carefully considered 
to find out how best to dispose of it, whether by accepting 
the child or by suggesting some other way of dealing with 
the child. For each child accepted a fitting home must be 
selected, or if it is defective in body or mind application is 
made to the appropriate hospital or to the School for the 
Feeble-Minded. Each child is examined at once by a phy- 
sician to determine its condition. (See the Medical Report 
by Dr. A. C. Jelly in the Report of this Department for 
1903-4.) Then each child must be watched to see that its 
mental, moral and physical health is cared for. All the 
clothing except in special cases is sent out from the office 
at 30 Tremont St., where large supplies are kept, the effort 
being made to keep the children dressed like their associates 
in the town where they live, so that nothing in their appear- 
ance may suggest their being “City wards.” Finally, it 
must be determined whether and when it is proper to give 
up the care of each child before the age of majority either 
by returning it to its family, by allowing it to be adopted, 
or making other arrangements for the child’s future 
welfare. 

The Trustees are constantly in touch with all this work 
and feel great satisfaction in seeing how much intelligence 
and earnestness are bestowed upon it by the employees of 
the Department and what good results are attained. 

The health of the children, as a whole, has been good. 
Only seventeen died last year and sixteen this year. Of 
these latter, six were under one year of age and these were 
all very ill at the time of admission. One lived only four 
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days, and one only one day after admission (Table No. 47). 
The conditions which necessitated the City’s taking these 
children were such as would naturally lead to their being 
in unfavorable conditions of health. (See Table No. 32.) 
The great majority of the children are now, however, well 
and happy. 

It is worthy of note that while there are this year twenty 
more neglected and dependent children than last year the 
increase has come from those in free homes (21 increase), 
while the number boarded has actually diminished by one. 
This shows an advance of the absorption into the commun- 
ity of these homeless children (Table No. 34). 

It is also an improvement to find the children in free 
homes more scattered than last year. While there are 
twenty-one more of these children and they are placed in two 
more towns, yet there are nine less towns in which more 
than five children are placed. 

Brothers and sisters are placed in the same family as far 
as possible. 
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REPORT OF THE GENERAL AGENT FOR THE 
PLACING-OUT AND OFFICE DIVISION. 


To the Trustees for Children of the City of Boston: — 


I respectfully submit my annual report for the year ending 
January 31, 1905. 

At the close of the year there were 692 dependent and 
neglected children outside institutions in homes found for 
them: 347 on indenture and 845 at board. Add to these 
163 juvenile offenders from the House of Reformation in 
their own homes, and 45 on indenture in the country, we 
find a total under the supervision of this Department and 
subject to visitation of 900. 


HOMES FOR CHILDREN. 


Applicants for children, either free or boarding, are required 
to fill out a blank containing 25 questions relating to their 
family life, as, distance from school and church, occupation, 
size of farm, hired help or boarders, number of persons in 
family, ages, etc. <A list of questions is also sent to clergy- 
men and neighbors, stating that their replies will be consid- 
ered confidential, and a personal visit by an agent completes 
the investigation. 

We have no difficulty in placing our wards in respectable 
families, where they receive the benefits of home life and are 
better prepared to go out into the world and make their way 
through industry than those who are reared under the best 
institutional conditions. 

A record of each child is kept, giving the name, age, his- 
tory of family, religion, school attendance, physical and men- 
tal condition, results of investigations, where placed, visits, 
ete. 

As will be seen by the tables which accompany this report, 
the number of dependent and neglected children received 
during the year was 24 in excess of the number discharged. 

The demand for boys and girls over school age for free 
homes exceeds the ability of the Department to supply them ; 
and, therefore, we could not entertain the request of all 
worthy applicants. 

Of those placed in free homes for the first time this year 
20 were between the age of 3 and 10 years. 
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Clergy, both Catholic and Protestant, continue their inter- 
est in assisting our agents in procuring homes for our child- 
ren in their respective faiths. 

Within the last year five of our wards, girls, have obtained 
consent to be married before they arrived at the age of 21 
years. In every case they seem to have bettered themselves. 


VISITATION OF CHILDREN. 


This is a delicate and responsible business. It does not 
consist merely in calling and inquiring how the child is getting 
along, but the visitors have to see that the requirements of 
the Board are duly observed and to ascertain the real condi- 
tion of things without exciting suspicion and giving offense. 
The feelings of family and children must be regarded, and 
visits must be made as quietly as possible. 3,280 visits have 
been made to dependent and neglected children in country 
homes during the year; 2,800 by regular visitors of the 
Department, and 480 by local visitors. Some children need 
more visits than others in order to keep them in their places, 
and many require several transfers yearly before they can be 
suitably located. 

In connection with visits to children homes are sought for 
others. Five agents are travelling almost constantly investi- 
gating families who have applied for children, visiting chil- 
dren who have been placed out, and transferring children 
when necessity demands. 


SCHOOLING. 


The law in reference to school has with few exceptions 
been complied with. _ 27 boys and 88 girls over 14 years 
have been sent regularly. Seven boys and 14 girls are attend- 
ing high schools or academies, and one boy will enter one of 
the leading colleges next year. The following questions are 
sent to the teacher at the close of each school term :—

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RELIGION. 


It is the policy of the Department to place children in fam- 
ilies of the same religion as that of their parents. Their 
spiritual wants are looked after by the clergy of the various 
denominations. ‘The progress made in religious instructions 
is reported once each year on blanks furnished by the Depart- 
ment, as follows : —

During the present year there were 353 applications for 
the admission of dependent children to this Department, of 
whom 129 were admitted. There were 70 children with 
whom work was done by enabling the father and mother to 
keep the home together or by placing children with relatives. 
There were 156 miscellaneous investigations which consisted 
largely in keeping track of parents of the children. 

There were in addition 26 cases of neglected children com- 
mitted by the courts; 56 cases for the release of boys from 
the Parental School; 44 cases for the release of children 
from the Placing-Out Division to their homes. Total, 705. 

We are endeavoring each year to follow more closely the 
condition of the homes from which we take the children. 
We are then better prepared to report wisely on present con- 
ditions when application for the release of these children to 
their homes is made. When the father and mother both feel 
that some one is working side by side with them out of a 
common experience the results brought about by friendly 
visiting are oftentimes remarkable. For while we have the 
children, and are visiting the homes, both family and visitor 
are working toward one common end, namely, the restoration 
of the children to their homes. 


HEALTH. 


The health of our wards in families has been unusually 
good. There has been no disease of an epidemic character. 
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There have been 16 deaths: three in families and 13 in 
hospitals or institutions. 

Fifty-seven boys and 44 girls requiring special medical 
care were brought from their suburban homes for treatment 
at the Children’s and other hospitals; 155 were treated by 
physicians, oculists and dentists in towns where they reside. 
Five children have been supplied with surgical appliances. 


INFANTS. 


Boarding homes for babies in private families in the coun- 
try are selected with care and not more than two infants are 
placed in one family. They are within easy reach of the 
Department and are visited frequently by our trained nurse, 
and the slightest trace or show of neglect has been suffi- 
cient cause for transfer to some other place. In only one 
instance have we been obliged to make a change, and in 
this case the cause was ignorance of the proper methods of 
caring for babies and not willful negligence. 


DEFECTIVE CHILDREN. 


Many children come to us with such feeble mental and 
physical constitutions as to make it difficult for them to 
become fully self-supporting without receiving constant pub- 
lic or private care. 

The buildings occupied by the Massachusetts School for 
the Feeble-Minded are crowded to their utmost capacity. 
This condition has made it most difficult to receive all for 
whom application has been made. During the year 18 
children of this description were transferred from our board- 
ing homes to the School for the Feeble-Minded at Waverley ; 
five to the Hospital Cottages for Epileptics at Baldwinsville, 
and one to the Boston Insane Asylum. There remain 13 
boys and ten girls awaiting admission to the School for the 
Feeble-Minded. 


HOUSE OF REFORMATION. 


The Industries of this School are Shoemaking and Printing. 
Here they make their own shoes, also shoes for the Paren- 
tal School boys and for the Placing-Out Department. The 
Printing Department does the printing for the two institu- 
tions, also all blanks and forms used in the Office and 
Placing-Out Division, including the Annual Report. 

The importance of sending these boys out equipped with 
a trade by which they can earn a living needs no argument. 
Experience has shown us that a larger percent of those who 
leave the Institution with a knowledge of a trade do much 
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better in after life than those who are obliged to enter the 
overcrowded ranks of unskilled labor. 

The older boys of this class in country homes eventually 
drift back to city life. However desirable agricultural pur- 
suits may be it is difficult to make such boys acquire a love 
for them. Those of the dependent class who come to us at 
an early age and are placed directly in families usually do 
well. 

One agent’s whole time is occupied in the supervision of 
boys released from this School. During the year he has 
investigated and reported on 192 homes of inmates who are 
eligible for release; made 1,093 visits to boys on probation, 
either at home or on indenture in the country, an average 
of 5+ visits to each boy, and has assisted 67 to employ- 
ment. | 

The personal histories of some of the former inmates of 
this school who have been successful in business and at the 
various trades and occupations are as follows: 

One young man in his 21st year has leased a small farm 
in the town where he was placed on indenture, and is doing 
well, having brought his mother and sister from Boston to 
live with him. 

Another boy about the same age owns a half-interest in a 
prosperous confectionery and cigar store which he. conducts 
himself. 

One young man who was employed in the shoe shop at the 
House of Reformation and worked in a factory in Boston for 
two years after his release was employed as foreman in an 
out-of-town shop before he reached the age of 21 years, and 
he has filled the position satisfactorily for more than a year. 

Another, who was twice at the House of Reformation, and 
is now less than 19 years of age, is manager of a grocery 
and provision store owned by his father. He has four men 
under his control and conducts the business in a satisfactory 
manner. 

Many more instances of successful careers after release 
could be given. Although boys entering the Navy are by 
that act discharged from the care of this Department, we fre- 
quently receive most satisfactory reports from them, and in 
several instances they have soon been called upon to occupy 
positions of trust and importance. 

Supervision over the boys on probation is not only main- 
tained by visits, but also by correspondence and requiring the 
boys to report in person to the agent at stated intervals. 
This is particularly desirable where the probationers are 
employed in shops and factories and associated with other 
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employees who are not aware that the boys have ever been 
inmates of the House of Reformation. 

Such boys as attend school on their release are required to 
report regularly once a month on Saturdays at this office, and 
are expected at least once in each school term to bring a 
letter from their teachers stating their attendance has been 
regular and their conduct good while in school. 


CONCLUSION.

Sir, — In accordance with the requirements of the Revised 
Ordinances, I beg leave to submit the following report of the 
business of this office for the year ending January 31, 1905. 

During the year 1904 the Board of Aldermen held forty- 
six meetings, including five special meetings, at which 2,766 
petitions and orders were acted upon. ‘There were 510 
permits issued for the projection of signs, transparencies, etc., 
32 for the erection of bay-windows, and 18 for the erection 
of permanent awnings and canopies. During the year 2,157 
jurors were drawn, and 180 amusement licenses granted. 

The following changes in street names, made by order of 
the Street Commissioners, were confirmed by the Mayor and 
the Board of Aldermen : 

Changing to Keswick street the name of Roseland street, 
leading from Beacon street to Medfield street. 
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Changing to Bickerstaff street the name of Turner street, 
leading from Haviland street to Astor street. 

Changing to Rutherford avenue the name of Devens street, 
from Rutherford avenue to Washington street, and the name 
of Bow street from Washington street to City square. 

Changing to Ashley street that part of Walley street, at 
East Boston, from Ashley street to a line drawn from the 
northwesterly corner of Walley street and Blackinton street 
to the junction of the lines of Ashley street and Bennington 
street. 

Changing to Bennington street the name of that part of 
Walley street between a line drawn from the northwesterly 
corner of Walley street and Blackinton street to the junc- 
tion of the lines of Ashley street and Bennington street and 
the junction of the lines of Walley street and Bennington 
street. 

Notice of the above changes was filed with the Register 
of Deeds, February 18, 1904, as required by law. 

In the record division, 12,582 mortgages, bills of sale, 
assignments of wages, etc., were recorded during the fiscal 
year, an increase of 1,469 papers over the year 19038-1904. 
There were 1,629 documents, such as liquor license honds, 
assignments for the benefit of creditors, constables’ bonds, 
etc., filed. The receipts from all sources during the year 
were $8,851.30, an increase of $1,652.80 over the previous 
year. 

The appropriation for and transfers to the department for 
the year were $54,152.04, and the total expenditures 
$54,152.04.

In accordance with a vote of the City Council last year, 
arrangements were made to open the Council chamber for 
the announcement of the State and City election returns to 
the members of the City Government and press. To per- 
form this duty required the services of about eighteen extra 
clerks and messengers, four extra telephones, and four large 
blackboards ; about twenty police officers were detailed to 
preserve order in the building.

EMPLOYEES. 


The total number of persons employed and paid from the 
department appropriation, including the City Messenger and 
two police officers who attend the meetings of the Common 
Council, is twenty-seven. 

There are ten police officers, six day and four night men, 
assigned to City Hall, under the direction of this department, 
to protect the building and preserve order therein ; the night 
men are required to patrol the building each hour of the 
night, and the day men on Sundays and holidays, in order to 
discover any fires or any leaks in the water and gas pipes; 
they are obliged to visit forty-three signal stations in differ- 
ent parts of the building during their tour of duty, the 
same being recorded on a watchman’s clock located in this 
office.

Srr,—-In accordance with the requirements of the ordi- 
nances, I herby present the following report of the work of 
this department for the financial year ending January 31,

These committees have had referred to them upwards of 
four thousand orders, petitions, remonstrances, and commu- 
nications of various kinds, and the greater part of them have 
been acted upon with very little delay. 

The aldermanic committees on building department and 
public improvements and the joint committee on claims 
transacted the largest amount of business. The number of 
claims considered and acted upon by the latter committee 
was 315, requiring for settlement the sum of $91,151.53.

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The standing committees of the board of aldermen on 
electric wires, railroads, and licenses, and the special com- 
mittee on state aid have each had a large amount of work 
assigned them. The public celebrations on Evacuation Day, 
Patriots’ Day, Seventeenth of June, Fourth of July and 
Labor Day were arranged by the joint special committees in 
the usual satisfactory manner. 


LICENSED MINORS. 


Under the operation of the law by which the school com- 
mittee was given the control of minors under fourteen years 
of age, it has been possible for the inspectors to enforce the 
regulations more strictly, with the result that the number of 
complaints has been lessened materially. The number of 
newsboys, bootblacks, and venders of small wares licensed 
during the year was 1,795, an increase of about 16 per cent.

The balance carried from the year 1905-1904 is made up 
of all debits on the Collector’s books due and uncollected at 


the close of that year. 


The second item is composed of the general tax levy com- 
mitted by the Assessors for the year, and of miscellaneous 
bills due to various departments. 

The third item is for additional charges of the same nature

as those just mentioned, being obligations of former years 
subsequently coming to the surface. 

The fourth item embraces such other or miscellaneous dues 
to the city as are not included in the two previous ones, and 
are, as stated, simply cash deposits. This cash is received 
from hundreds of different sources by the Collector, including 
individuals and many —indeed most— of the city depart- 
‘ments. The Collector, as a rule, has no way of knowing 
with certainty if all the moneys due the city from different 
persons or departments are truly rendered. Such sums in 
the aggregate amount to many hundreds of thousands of 
dollars each year, and much has, of necessity, to be taken upon 
faith by him. I have also to accept as true the returns 
which were made to the Collector, and, even were such a. 
course practicable, an examination of every one of the city 
departments which contributed these moneys would not 
necessarily reveal their accuracy. Yet, I believe from collat- 
eral evidence that the city, in most instances, is being 
honestly dealt with in such matters as these.

Since the close of the year — January 31st — $2,500,000 
has been collected and abated, which leaves about $5,500,000 
to be accounted for. About $435,000 of this amount is for 
betterment and sewer assessments which are uncollectible at 
present because of suits brought against the city for reduction 
or abatement, or other reasons, and until the courts have 
decided their fate nothing further can be done by the Col- 
lector. 

Over $1,600,000 of the rest of the balance is for poll taxes 
unpaid — covering a period of seven years — which, I fear, 
judging from the past, never will be paid. Everything of 
this sort, which was due back of the year 1898-1899, having 
been abated as worthless or uncollectible, I presume the same 
fate is awaiting the greater part of this more than a million 
and a half of just obligations of the citizens of Boston to 
their own city. I can do nothing but call attention to this 
deplorable fact, as I have done in past years when I have had 
the opportunity. Each yeara smaller percentage of men 
pay, and there is a constantly decreasing income from it, and 
a constantly increasing balance of uncollected dues because 
of it. 


_ 
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Deducting the above-mentioned amounts for betterments 
and poll taxes, a balance is left of three and a half millions 
of dollars, representing the uncollected dues — not before 
specified —for the past twenty years or so. Taking into 
consideration the vast sums committed for collection during 
this period — about $350,000,000 — I consider this a show- 
ing for the department worthy of praise. 

There is a small balance of $1,669.26, a residue from sales 
of real estate for unpaid taxes in the hands of the Collector, 
but not represented on the general books, the correctness of 
which I proved. 

As a result of my examination I can say that the very 
responsible affairs of this department are being faithfully, 
lionestly and efficiently administered.

Sir, — In compliance with section 24 of chapter 3 of the 
Revised Ordinances, the Board of Election Commissioners 
respectfully submits its report for the year 1904. 


NUMBER OF VOTERS. 


At the city election in December in 19038, the number of 
male voters on the list was 110,643. The number of such 
voters on the list published by the board in August, 1904, 
was 99,669. From that time to the close of registration for 
the city election there were added the names of 15,626 male 
voters. In revising the voting list, after the publication of 
the voting listin August, 719 names were dropped on account 
of death, removal or other causes. ‘The number of male 
voters on the final list sent to the polls on the day of the city 
election of 1904 was 114,576, an increase of 8,933 from the 
list of the preceding year. 

In 1903 there were 18,515 female voters registered for 
the city election. In 1904 their number was 17,119, a 
decrease of 1,396. The total increase of male and female 
voters from the preceding year was 2,537.

NEw PRECINCTS. 


According to the registration of the last city election 
Precinct 7 of Ward 20 contained 1,022 male voters; Precinct 
3 of Ward 24 contained 1,015 male voters, and Precinct 8 of 
Ward 24 contained 1,074 male voters. Under section 161 
of chapter 11 of the Revised Laws, the aldermen must, on 
or before the first Monday in July of the current year, divide 
these precincts or make a new division of the ward so that 
no precinct shall contain more than 1,000 male voters. 


LEGISLATION OF 1904. 


Chapter 179 of the Acts of 1904 provides for the holding 
of caucuses by wards and towns for the choice of delegates 
to conventions for the nomination of candidates for president 
and vice-president of the United States, and also provides 
for the appointment of caucus officers to serve at such 
caucuses. 

Chapter 201 of the Acts of 1904 provides that a cross in 
the circle at the head of an entire group of candidates for 
ward committee shall count for a vote for each candidate 
therein. ‘This law was recommended by the board because 
it was an extension of the principle then in vogue relative 
to voting for delegates to conventions, and also because it 
would simplify the counting of the city primary ballots. 
It has accomplished the desired result. 

Chapter 245 of the Acts of 1904 provides for certain 
minor changes in the law relative to the listing and registra- 
tion of voters in Boston. 

Chapter 275 of the Acts of 1904 provides that section 
109 of chapter 11 of the Revised Laws be amended by 
striking out the words “or any other information whereby 
his identity may be established, and” so as to read as 
follows : 

SECTION 109. The nomination paper for an elective office 
shall give the name of the candidate, the street and number, 
if any, of his residence, and may, in not more than eight 
words, state his occupation, the public offices he has held, 
his qualifications for the office to be filled, or his position on 
any public measure. 

Chapter 293 of the Acts of 1904 provides that in Boston 
fifty or more voters of a ward shall sign in person a petition 
for a recount. ‘This change was also recommended by the 
board, because it was of opinion, as set forth in its report 
of last year, that the right to petition for recounts had been 
greatly abused. 
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Chapter 310 of the Acts of 1904 provides certain penalties 
for illegal voting or attempting to vote, and illegal registra- 
tion or attempting to register. 

Chapter 334 of the Acts of 1904 provides that chapter 11 
of the Revised Laws be amended by striking out sec- 
tion 5, as amended by section 1 of chapter 884 of the 
Acts of 1902, and inserting in place thereof the following: 
Section 5. No person entitled to vote at an election shali, 
upon the day of any such election, be employed in any man- 
ufacturing, mechanical or mercantile establishment, except 
such as may lawfully conduct its business on Sunday, during 
the period of two hours after the opening of the polls in the 
voting precinct or town in which he is entitled to vote, if he 
shall make application for leave of absence during such 
period. 

Chapter 375 of the Acts of 1904 provides for the filing 
and inspection of election expenses. Chapter 380 of said 
Acts relates to the expenses of candidates for public 
office. 

Chapter 404 of the Acts of 1904 provides for the 
nomination and election of aldermen in Boston. By 
this Act Boston is divided for the purpose of nominating 
such candidates by the political parties into eleven dis- 
tricts. It provides that each political party shall nominate 
thirteen candidates, and that every candidate nominated 
shall be a voter of the district from which he is nominated. 
It also provides that after such nominations are made no 
voter shall vote for more than seven aldermen, and the 
thirteen aldermen receiving the highest number of votes 
shall be declared elected. 


COMPLAINTS OF ILLEGAL REGISTRATION. 
There were no such complaints filed in this office. 


JURORS. 

In accordance with chapter 176 of the Revised Laws the 
board has prepared a list of inhabitants of Boston qualified to 
serve as jurors. ‘This duty is one of the most important 
that confronts the board. Realizing its importance, we have 
given the matter careful attention. During the last three 
years the names of persons provisionally selected were placed 
in the hands of our clerks with instructions to investigate such 
names at the Bureau of Criminal Investigation of the Board 
of Police, with the view of eliminating the names of any 
persons haying a criminal record. The information thus 
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obtained was, of course, valuable, but not as complete as the 
board desired, because the records of the Bureau contained 
in general only the names of those persons arrested or 
sentenced for crime, notice of which was received at police 
headquarters. ‘To. make such investigation more thorough 
the board this year detailed nineteen of its clerks to visit the 
various municipal and district courts of Boston to obtain 
from the records of the court clerks and probation officers all 
the information they could get to aid in the preparation of 
the jury list. The whole list, therefore, containing over 6,000 
names, has been investigated at police headquarters and at 
the various courts of Boston by our clerks, acting under our 
supervision, and the board is of opinion that the investigation 
has accomplished good results. An examination of this list 
will show that due representation has been given to all 
classes of citizens. 


Boston BALLOT LAW COMMISSION. 


The board, sitting with “Chief Justice Brown of the 
Municipal Court, as the Boston Ballot Law Commission, 
passed upon all matters relative to objections and questions 
arising in cases of nomination of candidates for city offices. 


EXPENSES OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The amount provided for this department for the year 
ending January 31, 1905, was $168,000; there was expended 
during that period $162,470.64 as detailed below; the bal- 
lance unexpended and remaining to the credit of the depart- 
ment was $5,529.36. }

The above booths when not in use are stored in different 
places in the city. To each booth belongs railings and 
voting compartments, tables, chairs, stove, and other neces- 
sary furnishings and voting paraphernalia. ‘The department 
now owns 1,850 chairs, 769 tables, 530 voting compartments 
and 1,090 wooden horses for the same, 225 stools for ballot- 
boxes, 196 counting-boards, 187 stoves, 1,325 leatheroid boxes, 
1,300 canvas envelopes, and the required lamps, coal-hods, 
shovels, pokers, coal-barrels, and other minor equipment for 
the voting booths.

At the storehouse in South 
Boston are 240 old ballot-boxes, not answering the present 
requirements of law, but placed at each polling place at elec- 
tions for temporary use in case of emergency; also 108 old 
revolving ballot-boxes, not now of any available use. |

The duties of the City Engineer include the designing and 
superintending of the construction of new bridges, retaining 
walls, city wharves, and such other public engineering works 
as the City Council may authorize; the making of such sur- 
vey, plans, estimates, statements and descriptions, and taking 
such levels as the City Government or any of its depart- 
ments or committees may require; the custody of all surveys 
and plans relating to the laying out, locating anew, altering, 
widening, or discontinuing of streets, and the new engineer- 
ing construction for all departments of the city. He must 
be consulted on all work where the advice of a civil engineer 
would be of service. The office of the City Engineer was 
established by ordinance on October 31, 1850, and by chapter 
449 of the Acts of 1895.

The annual inspection of all highway and foot-bridges has 
been made, together with special examinations when notified 
by the Superintendent of Streets of the progress of repairs. 

The management of all the bridges and draws between 
Cambridge and Boston, by the Acts of 1898, chapter 467, is. 
vested in a board of two commissioners, which has charge of 
the following eight bridges, viz.: Cambridge street, Canal, 
Essex street, Harvard, North Harvard street, Prison Point, 
West Boston, and Western avenue to Cambridge; one-half 
the cost of the maintenance of these bridges is paid by each 
of these cities.

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Agassiz-road Bridge (in the Fens). 


This bridge was built in 1887, of brick and stone masonry. 
It is maintained by the Park Department, and is in good 
condition. 


Albany-street Bridge (over the Boston § Albany R.R. Freight 
Tracks). 


The original structure was built in 1856-57, and rebuilt 
in 1867-68. The present bridge was built in 1886-87, and 
is maintained in part by the City of Boston and in part by 
the Boston & Albany Railroad. With exception of the rail- 
ings, the bridge is in fair condition. The railings are so 
badly rusted in places that they do not afford the protection 
to travel that should be given. 


Allston Bridge (over the Boston ¢ Albany R.R., Brighton). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1892. The ironwork under 
the flooring needs painting, and some of the woodwork around 
the trusses should be renewed. 


Arborway Bridge (over Stony brook, in Arborway, near Forest 
Hills Station). 


This is a wooden bridge resting on abutments of vulcan- 
ized spruce piles. ‘The stringers and under-planking are of 
vulcanized hard pine. It was built in 1893, and is main- 
tained by the Park Department. It is in good condition. 


Ashland-street Bridge (over Providence Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford R.R., West Roxbury). 


The present structure is of iron, and was built in 1875. 
In October, 1903, the lower planking and such of the string- 
ers as were found to be poor were renewed. With the 
exception of one of the fences, which should be painted, the 
bridge is now in good condition. 


Ashmont-street and Dorchester-avenue Bridge (over Old Colony 
Division, New York, New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is a wooden bridge, formerly maintained by the rail- 
road company. It was lengthened on the Boston side in 
1895, and now the city maintains 75 feet of the northerly 
part. The sidewalk and some of the deck planking has been 
repaired; the decking should be renewed and the fence 
painted. 
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Athens-street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1874. The fences should 
be repaired and painted. 


Audubon-road Bridge (over the Boston § Albany R.R.). 

This is a steel plate girder bridge, built in 1893-94, and 
is maintained by the Park Department. The sidewalk 
planking is in poor condition and should be renewed, and 
the ironwork over the main tracks should be painted. 


Beacon-street Bridge (over Outlet of the Fens). 


This bridge was built in 1880-81, and had, up to 1901, a 
wooden floor for the roadway. At the latter date a new 
floor was built, consisting of 18-inch steel I-beams encased in 


Portland cement concrete and the roadway was paved with» 


hard-pine blocks, treated by the creo-resinate process. The 
bridge is now in good condition. 


Beacon-street Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1884-85, widened in 
1887-88, and the central roadway further widened in 1890 
for the convenience and at the expense of the street rail- 
way company. 

As reported last year, the ironwork below the floor is very 
rusty and should be painted. The sidewalk planking is 
poor, and the wooden fascias should be repaired. 


Bellevue-street Bridge (over Muddy river in Riverway). 


This is a segmental masonry arch of 44 feet span and 10 
feet rise. It was built in 18935 by the Park Departments of 
Boston and Brookline, and is maintained jointly by them. 


Bennington-street Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach & 
Lynn R.R.). 


This ,bridge is made up of two independent parts ; the old 
part is of iron, built in 1889; the new part is of steel, built 
in 1902. The bridge is in good condition. 3 


Berkeley-street Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R. and 
Providence Division, N.Y., N.H. & H. R.R.). 


The bridge over the tracks of the Boston & Albany Rail- 
road, which is maintained by the city, was originally built 
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for the Boston Water Power Company, and accepted by the 
city in 1869. ‘The present structure over these tracks is a 
through plate girder bridge, and was builtin 1891. Itis now 
in good condition, except the lower planking, which should 
be renewed when the bridge is sheathed. 

The bridge over the tracks of the N.Y., N.H. & H. R.R 
was built in 1899, and is maintained by that company. 


Bernier-street Foot-bridge (over Bridle Path in Riverway). 
This is a semi-circular masonry arch of 88 feet 4 inches 
span. It was built in 1898, and is maintained by the Park 
Department. 


Bernier-street Foot-bridge (over Muddy river). 


This is a segmental masonry arch of 52 feet span and 14 
feet rise. It was built in 1893 by the Park Departments of 
Boston and Brookline, and is maintained jointly by them. 


Berwick park Foot-bridge (over Providence Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford R.R.). — 

This is an iron foot-bridge, erected in 1894. The iron 
stairs and piers were new, but the trusses and floor-beams 
were those built for Franklin street in 1883. With the ex- 
ception of risers on the stairs, which should be painted, the 
bridge is in good condition. 


Blakemore-street Bridge (over Providence Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 
This is an iron bridge, built in 1881-82. New sidewalk 
planking has been laid during the year. The bridge should 
be painted and the fascias repaired. 


Blue Hill-avenue Bridge (overMidland Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 

This is a steel bridge built by the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford R.R. in 1903, and is over the railroad location. 
The surface of the bridge is maintained by the city, the 
remainder by the railroad company ; it is in good condition. 


Bolton-street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, New 
Haven § Hartford R.R.),. 


This is a wooden bridge, built is 1889. This bridge is in 
poor condition, and should be rebuilt. 


‘ 
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Boston-street Bridge (over Old Colony Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is a plate girder bridge, built in 1900, in connection: 
with the abolishment of the grade crossing on Dorchester 
avenue. The surface of the bridge is maintained by the 
city, and the rest of the structure by the railroad company. 
The bridge should be painted; otherwise it is in good condi- 
tion. 


Boylston-street Arch Bridge (in the Fens). 


This is a stone arch bridge, built in 1881. It is in good 
condition, with exception of coping, which should be 
repointed. 


Boylston-street Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1886-88. The railings 
have been painted and the sidewalks repaired during the 
year. 


Bridle-path Bridge (over Muddy river in the Riverway). 


This a masonry bridge of three arches; the central arch 
is elliptical in form, with a span of 30 feet and a rise of 9 
feet 6 inches; the side arches are semi-circular, 15 feet in 
diameter. It was built in 1894, and is maintained by the 
Park Department. It is in good condition. 


Broadway Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This bridge has been rebuilt except the draw and its founda- 
tion, and was opened to travel September 21,1904. The draw 
and its foundation were rebuilt in 1874-75; the stringers on 
the draw were renewed in 1896 and the deck planking last 
year.

Broadway Bridge over (Boston ¢ Albany R.R.). 


The old bridge, built in 1880-81, was replaced in 1900 by 
the present bridge. The railings should be cleaned and 
painted at once even if the rest of the structure is not painted, 
for the reason that the metal is thin and unless it is well 
protected will rust out in a very few years. The under por- 
tions of the bridge also need painting to protect them.

Brookline-avenue Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1884. The under-planking 
is in poor condition and the ironwork below the floor is badly 
rusted. The deck of this bridge should be renewed and the 
ironwork cleaned and painted this year. 
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Brookline-avenue Bridge (over Muddy river in the Riverway). 


This is a semi-circular masonry arch of 15 feet span. It 
was built in 1892 by the Park Departments of Boston and 
Brookline, and is maintained by them jointly. 


Brooks-street Bridge (near Faneuil Station, Brighton). 


This is a steel bridge, with a concrete and asphalt floor, 
built in 1902. It is in good condition. 


Byron-street Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach & 
Lynn R.R.). 


This is a wooden bridge, built in 1889. The lower plank- 
ing has been renewed. ‘The sidewalks and bulkheads at 
ends of bridge need repairing; the curb-stick and curb- 
stringer have begun to decay, and will soon need renewal; 
the rods in the trussed beams need painting; the nests built 
by English sparrows among the trussed beams, over the 
tracks, should be removed. 


Cambridge-street Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf draw. It 
was rebuilt in 1884; the draw was rebuilt in 1891. The 
bridge is in the care of the Commissioners for the Boston 
and Cambridge Bridges, and the city pays one-half the cost 
of maintenance. ‘The lower planking on the draw has been 
renewed, and some repairs have been made on the decking of 
the main bridge. The planking on the Cambridge pier is 
very poor and needs renewal; the waterways need replank- 
ing, especially on the Boston side, under the draw, where the 
piling needs additional securing; the deck planking on the 
Boston side has been repaired in spots many times, and 
should be entirely renewed and additional stringers added. 
One draw-arm on the Cambridge side should be renewed ; 
both abutments need small repairs; the draw should be 
adjusted, and a boat should be provided. ‘The fender-guards 
need repairing.

Cambridge-street Bridge (over Boston § Maine and 
Boston § Albany Railroads, Charlestown). 


This is a steel bridge of four spans, built in 1901 by the 
Boston & Maine Railroad. The surface is maintained by the 
city, the remainder by the railroad company. ‘The bridge is 
in good condition. 


Canal or Craigie’s Bridge. 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a wooden turn-table 
draw. The city pays one-half the cost of maintenance. The 
bridge was originally built in 1808, was rebuilt in 1852, and 
was again rebuilt and widened in 1874. The bridge is in 
the care of the Commissioners for the Boston and Cambridge 
Bridges. Only ordinary repairs have been made. 

The bridge is in poor condition and will soon be discon- 
tinued owing to the construction of the Charles River Dam; 
when the bridge is closed travel will be turned over a tem- 
porary bridge. 


Castle Island Foot-bridge (from Marine Park to Castle 
Island). 


This is a temporary foot-bridge built in 1892, and is main- 
tained by the Park Department. It connects the Marine 
Park with Castle Island, and is furnished with a draw, so 
that if desired by the United States authorities the island can 
be cut off from the mainland. A small amount of replank- 
ing has been done. Repairs are needed on the fence and 
planking, and the bridge should be painted; otherwise the 
bridge is in fair condition. 


Central-avenue Bridge (over Neponset river, Dorchester 


Lower Mills). 


This is an iron bridge, and was built in 1876. The city 
maintains the part within its limits. The bridge is in fair 
condition. 


Charlesgate Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R., in the Fens). 
This is an iron bridge, built in 1881-82, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. ; 
Charlesgate Bridge (over Ipswich street, in the Fens). 


This is a deck-plate girder bridge with a buckle-plate floor. 
The roadway is paved with asphalt and the sidewalks with 


lard 
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artificial stone. It is in good condition except where the 
artificial stone walk has been torn up over the water pipes. 
This should be restored. 


Charlestown Bridge (from Boston to Charlestown). 


This bridge was opened to public travel November 27, 
1899, and superseded the old Charles River bridge, which 
was built in 1785-86. 

The present bridge over the river consists of ten spans of 
the deck-plate type, each 85 feet long, and a swing or turn- 
table draw 240 feet 6 inches long. 

The bridges over Water street and over the railroad tele 
each consist of two spans of steel I-beams, with brick arches 
turned between the beams. ‘The entire structure is in good 
condition. 


Chelsea Bridge (over Boston ¢ Maine R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built by the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road Company in 1894, and is over the railroad location. 
The surface of the bridge is maintained by the city, the 
remainder by the railroad company. July 5 the adjoining 
wharf and grain elevator were destroyed by fire, and part of 
the sidewalk on the bridge was destroyed and has been 
rebuilt. The wheelguard is too low and narrow and the 
fences need repairing and painting, and the sidewalk plank- 
ing needs repairing; otherwise the bridge is in good 
condition. | 


Chelsea Bridge, North (over North Channel, Mystic river). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. The original 
structure was built in 1802-03. The piles under the main 
bridge were driven in 1880. ‘The upper part of the bridge, 
the draw and draw foundations were built in 1895. The 
draw-way was widened to 60 feet in 1900, the draw founda- 
tion being enlarged, the draw lengthened, and the draw piers 
built. Ordinary repairs have been made; the tops of some 
of the old piles have begun to decay; the old fender-guards 
are in poor condition ; some of the sidewalk planking needs 
renewal, and many palings on the fence need straightening ; 
otherwise the bridge is in good condition. 


Chelsea Bridge, South (over South Channel, Mystic river). 


This is a pile bridge with an iron draw. ‘The original 
bridge was built in 1802-03. The piles of the present bridge 
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were driven and the draw was built in 1877. That part of 
the bridge above the girder caps was rebuilt at a higher 
grade, and the draw was raised in 1895. The face of the 
pier under the draw has been repaired, and general repairs 
have been made. The fender-guards are in poor condition ; 
the top of the pier should be rebuilt; the waterway should 
be repaired; the deck planking and sidewalks on .the draw 
should be renewed ; two iron brackets on the draw should 
be repaired, and several pieces of track should be renewed. 


Chelsea-street Bridge (from Hast Boston to Chelsea). 
This is a wooden pile bridge, with an iron swing draw; 
the original bridge was built in 1834; was rebuilt in 1848, 
1878, and again in 1894-95. The decking is in poor condi- 
tion and will soon need renewal; a new latch and a new 
wheel for operating the adjusting screw should be provided, 
and the draw should be painted. 


Circuit-drive Bridge (over Searboro’ Pond in Franklin 
Park). 
This is an elliptical masonry arch of 80 feet span and 6 
feet 3 inches rise. It was built in 1893, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. 


Columbia-road Bridge (over Old Colony Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 

This is a deck plate girder bridge of two equal spans, one 
over the tracks of the N. Y., N. H. & H. R.R., and the other 
over Old Colony avenue, and was built in 1902. The 
roadway is paved with Canton brick, cement grout joints 
and laid on hard pine planking. The sidewalks have an 
asphalt wearing surface. The bridge is in good condition. 


Columbia-road Bridge (over Shoreham street). 

This bridge was built in 1902. It is a two-span steel- 
beam structure, with brick and concrete arches turned 
between the beams; the roadway is paved with Canton brick 
laid with cement grout joints. The sidewalk is of artificial 
stone. It is in good condition. 


Columbus-avenue Bridges (over Boston § Albany R.R. and 
Providence Division, New York, New Haven g¢ Hart- 
ford R.R.). 

The bridge over the Boston & Albany Railroad was built 
in 1876-77, and is maintained by the city. In 1899 the 
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bridge was shortened 11 feet at its south end, and a pier 
built in place of the old south abutment. 

The sidewalk planking has been patched and the roadway 
sheathed during the year. 

The bridge over the tracks of the N. Y., N. H. & H. R.R. 
was built in 1899, and is maintained by that company. 


Commercial Point or Tenean Bridge ( Dorchester). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf draw. 
The piles were driven in 1875. The draw and upper part 
of the bridge was rebuilt in 1901. It is in fair condition. 


Commornwealth-avenue Bridge (in the Fens). 


This is an iron bridge, and was built in 1881-82. It is in 
good condition, with the exception of the sidewalk planking, 
which should be renewed. It is maintained by the Park 
Department. 


Congress-street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with an iron turn-table draw 
on a stone foundation, and was built in 1874-75. 

This bridge is now closed to travel. 

(See page 78.) 


Cornwall-street Bridge (over Stony Brook, West Roxbury). 


This is a small wooden bridge, built in 1892. It is in 
good condition. ; 


Cottage Farm Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R., 
Brighton). 

The present bridge was built in 1895-96. With the 
exception of the plate girders on the outside lines of the 
bridge, and some special construction under the sidewalks, 
the superstructure is composed of 20-inch steel beams filled 
between with brick arches and Portland cement concrete, on 
which is a wearing surface of Sicilian rock asphalt. The 
bridge needs painting, otherwise it is in good condition. 


Cottage-street Foot-bridge (over flats, Hast Boston). 
This is a wooden pile bridge, built in 1889, for foot travel 
only. This bridge was partially destroyed by the ice a year 

ago, necessitating its closing. It has not been repaired. 
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Dartmouth-street Bridges over Boston § Albany R.R. and 
Providence Division, New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford lst). 


The bridge over the Boston & Albany Railroad was built 
in 1878-79, and is maintained by the city. Very extensive 
changes were made in this bridge in 1899 by the railroad 
companies, necessitated by the new location of the tracks of 
the N. Y., N. H. & H. R.R. leading to the South Station and 
the abandoning of the tracks connecting this road with the 
B. & A. R.R. The bridge has been sheathed, and some 
patching done to lower planking. This planking is very 
thin and should be renewed. ‘The bridge over the tracks of 
the N. Y., N. H. & H. R.R. was built in 1899, and is main- 
tained by the railroad company. 


Dorchester-avenue Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a double retractile iron 
draw, and was rebuilt in 1891-92. Some of the sidewalk 
has been resurfaced and general repairs have been made; the 
planking on the wharves, piers, waterway and the sidewalk 
planking on the draw need patching ; the fences need painting, 
and stiffeners should be placed under the angle-irons which 
support the track stringers; some of the spur-shores have 
begun to decay, and should be refitted; the irons on the 
waterway and the ladder should be repaired; the wreckage 
among the piling should be removed. 


Dorchester-avenue Bridge (over Old Colony Division, New 
York, New Haven §& Hartford R.R.). 


This is a steel bridge, built in 1900, over the new location 
of the N. Y., N. H. & H. R.R. The surface of the bridge is 
maintained by the city and the rest of the structure by the 
railroad company. It needs painting badly; otherwise it is 
in good condition. 


Dover-street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This was originally a wooden pile bridge, built in 1805, 
rebuilt in 1858-59, and again in 1876. In 1893-94, upon 
the abolition of the grade crossing of the Old Colony Rail- 
road, the present iron structure, resting on masonry piers, 
was built. General repairs have been made; some new track 
is needed for the draw; the rack should be realigned in order 
that the draw may be reversed; the masonry piers need 
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_repointing. The lower planking on the draw is in poor con- 
dition and needs renewal; otherwise the bridge is in good 
condition. 


Ellicott-arch Bridge (in Franklin Park). 


This is a semi-circular masonry arch of 17 feet 6 inches 
span. It was built in 1889, and is maintained by the Park 
Department. 


Hssex-street Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


This bridge is in the care of the Commissioners for the 
Boston and Cambridge Bridges; the city pays one-half the 
cost of maintenance. It is a wooden pile bridge, with a 
wooden leaf draw, and was originally built in 1850; the draw 
was rebuilt and the adjoining stringers renewed in 1891; the 
other woodwork above the piles was renewed and some piles 
of the Boston side were driven in 1896. The bridge is in 
fair condition only, but will soon be rebuilt at a higher grade 
to abolish the grade crossing when, under a legislative act, 
it will be known as Brookline-street Bridge. 


Everett-street Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R., Brighton). 

This is an iron bridge, built in 1891 by the Boston & 
Albany Railroad Company. ‘The recommendation made in 
these reports for several years past is renewed this year, that 
the ironwork above and below the floor be thoroughly 
cleaned and painted. Some of the woodwork should be re- 
paired, particularly the boxing around the trusses. 


Fen Bridge (in the Fens). 


This bridge was built in 1891-98. It is in good con- 
dition. 


Ferdinand-street Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 

This is an iron bridge, built in 1892. In 1899 this bridge 
was shortened about three feet at its southerly end, and the 
old south abutment replaced by a brick pier. As reported 
for the past two years, the lower planking is in a very poor 
condition. It is recommended that this bridge be painted 
and new lower planking put on this year. 


Forest Hills Entrance Bridge (in Franklin Park). 
This bridge was built in 1894-95. It is maintained by 
the Park Department, and is in good condition. 
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Gainsborough-street Foot-bridge (over Providence Division, 


New York, New Haven § Hartford R&.f.). 
(See page 69.) 


Gold-street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, New 
Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This bridge was built in 1895, replacing a foot-bridge 
which was built in 1890; the sidewalk planking should be 
renewed; the fences should be repaired; the bridge should 
be painted, and the walls need some pointing; otherwise the 
bridge is in good condition. 


Granite Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a wooden leaf draw. 
The city maintains the part within its hmits. The bridge 
was originally built in 1837. It is in poor condition, and 
should be rebuilt; the abutment should be repaired; the 
piles are much worn; several of the stringers show consid- 
erable rot; the sidewalk plank and the planking on the draw 
need renewal, and the tops and sides of the piers are very 
poor. 


Harvard Bridge (from Boston to Cambridge). 


This is an iron bridge with an iron turn-table draw, and 
was built in 1887-91. The bridge is in the care of two 
Commissioners, one appointed from Boston and one from 
Cambridge, and the expense of maintenance is borne equally 
by each city. 

The roadway of the fixed spans was repaired in 1901-02 
_ and a wooden block paving laid. The roadway of these 
spans is now in good condition, but that of the draw span is 
in very poor condition. ‘The lower planking and stringers 
have not been renewed since the draw was built in 1891, 
and they are now very rotten. In the report made a year 
ago it was stated that “unless a new deck is put on at once 
it will be necessary to have it carefully watched and repairs 
made as soon as signs of breaking through appears.” The 
conditions remain the same now. ‘The asphalt sidewalks, 
which have been reported for a number of years to be in very 
poor condition, have grown much worse, and should be no 
longer tolerated on a bridge having so much foot travel. 
The railings are very rusty and should be cleaned and 
painted. 
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Harvard-street Bridge (over Midland Division New York, 
New Haven § Hartford K.R., Dorchester). 


This is a new steel bridge, replacing a wooden stringer 
bridge, and was built under an agreement between the City 
and the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad 
Company. 

(See page 69.) 


Huntington-avenue Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1872, and in 
1876-77 the abutments were rebuilt and the bridge widened 
by the addition of two new girders. [n 1896, in conse- 
quence of changes in the grade of the avenue, the floor was 
entirely rebuilt and new girders added for supporting the 
water pipes. During the past year the bridge was stripped, 
cleaned and painted. A new deck was also put on. The 
bridge is now in a fair condition for so old a structure. 


Huntington-avenue Bridge (over Muddy River). 


This is a semi-circular masonry arch of 15 feet span. It 
was built in 1893, and is maintained by the Park Depart- 
ments of Boston and Brookline. 


Ipswich-street Bridge (over Waterway in the Fens). 


The bridge was built in 1898, and is in good condition 
excepting the railings, which should be painted. 


Irvington street Foot-bridge (over Providence Division, New 


York, New Haven §& Hartford &.R.). 


This is an iron foot-bridge, and was built in 1892. The 
planking is thin, but otherwise the bridge is in good condi- 
tion. 


I-street Bridge (over Reserved Channel, South Boston). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with an iron retractile draw. 
It was built in 1892. A new 4-inch deck has been put on 
the draw, and the lower part of the draw has been painted ; 
some of the piling in the fender-guard and under the 6-foot 
walk needs renewal; one of the sidewalks on the draw 
should be replanked, and part of the walk near the South 
Boston end should be resurfaced ; the planking on the water- 
ways and pier needs patching.

Leverett Pond Foot-bridge (in Leverett Park). 


This is a segmental masonry arch of 24 feet span and 5 feet 
5 inches rise. It was built in 1894, and is maintained by the 
Park Department. 


Linden Park-street Bridge (over Stony Brook). 
This is a wooden bridge, built in 1887. The bridge is in 


fair condition. 


Longwood-Avenue Bridge (over Muddy River and Boston 
g Albany R.R.). 


~The original wooden structure was built in 1857, and 
rebuilt in 1877. The present masonry arches were erected 
in 1899 by the Park Departments of Boston and Brookline, 
and are maintained jointly by them. 


Malden Bridge (from Charlestown to Everett). 


This.is a wooden pile bridge with a retractile steel draw, 
and was rebuilt in 1900-01. The upper part of the draw 
has been painted with red lead, and ordinary repairs have 
been made; the bridge should be painted, and about 50 feet 
of fence should be built on the wing of the abutment at the 
Charlestown end. Otherwise it is in good condition. 


Massachusetts-avenue Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1876. It was thoroughly 
repaired in 1893, with the exception of the wooden fences. 
These fences, although they have been painted during the 
past year, are still in poor condition. New sidewalks have 
been built during the year and some new decking put down. 


Massachusetts-avenue Bridge (over Providence Division, New 


York, New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1876. The woodwork was 
renewed in 1901, and the ironwork cleaned and painted. 
The planking on both sidewalks is very thin and should be 
renewed. ‘The whole bridge should be cleaned and painted. 


Mattapan Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 


This is a three-arch bridge of Melan construction, with 
granite facing. It was built in 1902 by the Metropolitan 
Park Commission, and is maintained by it. The arches are 
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semi-circular, two spans being 14 feet and one 50 feet; the 
bridge has one 56-foot roadway and two 12-foot sidewalks. 
It is in good condition. 


Meridian-street Bridge (from Hast Boston to Chelsea). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a wooden turn-table 
draw on a pile foundation. The original structure was built 
in 1858. It was rebuilt soon afterwards, and was widened 
and rebuilt in 1884, excepting the draw, which was built in 
1875-76. The chords of the draw were rebuilt in 1896. 

The bridge needs general repairing; the caps should be 
rebolted to the piles; some of the curb stringers, and 
stringers at the Boston end of the channel and the tops of 
some piles are somewhat decayed and need strengthening ; 
the roadway planking has begun to decay, some fence posts 
are badly split; the waterway, the planking on the pier and 
wharf, the fascia on the sidewalk and the painting are in poor 
condition; the draw should be set up and some of the upper 
angle blocks need renewing; the track is much worn. 


Milton Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. The original 
structure is very old. It was widened in 1871-72. The 
older part of this bridge was built of stone, and the widening 
is an iron structure on stone columns. ‘The westerly side- 
walk was rebuilt on new iron girders and floor beams in 
1900. The bridge should be painted, and the sidewalk 
planking on the down-stream side of the bridge should be 
renewed in part; one of the cap-stones over the first water- 
way is cracked. 


Mt. Washington-avenue Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with an iron draw. It was 
built in 1854, and rebuilt in 1870-71. The draw-way of the 
South Boston channel has been widened to 50 feet, as 
ordered by the Secretary of War; no additional work has 
been done on this bridge, and it has been closed to travel 
since early summer. 


(See page 80.) 


Neponset Bridge (from Dorchester to Quincy). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. The origi- 
nal structure was built in 1802, and the present one in 1877. 
The draw is too heavy to be handled by hand, and should be 
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replaced by a turn-table draw. General repairs have been 
made. The bridge needs general overhauling. The up- 
stream draw-arm is bent and should be repaired; the down- 
stream pier and fender-guards need extensive repairs; the 
blocking, hinges, planking, stringers near the gudgeons and 
gears, the decking of the draw, the sidewalk planking, and 
the bearing-plate at the abutment are in poor condition, and 
should be renewed. 


Neptune-road Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach § Lynn 
HeR.). | 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1887-88, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. The roadway planking should be 
renewed; otherwise the bridge is in good condition. 


Newton-street Bridge (over Providence Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1872. It was cleaned and 
painted in 1902 and a new deck put on. The fences are 
poor, but otherwise the bridge is in a good condition for so 
old a structure. 


Norfolk-street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford R.fh., near Mattapan Station). 


This is a through lattice girder bridge, and was built by 
the railroad company in 1902. 

The surface of the bridge is maintained by the city, and 
the rest of the structure by the railroad company. The 
bridge is in good condition. 


North Beacon-street Bridge (from Brighton to Watertown). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. ‘This is a 
wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf draw. ‘The original 
structure was built in 1822, and the present one in 1884. 
The sidewalk has been replanked; the bridge is in poor con- 
dition; the draw planking, three draw-arms, and some of 
the adjoining stringers should be renewed; the draw pier is 
in very poor condition, and the upper part should be rebuilt, 
and many of the piles in the bridge have begun to decay. 


North Harvard-street Bridge ( from Brighton to Cambridge). 


This bridge was originally built in 1662, and was rebuilt, 
except the piling, in 1879; the draw was built in 1891. 
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The bridge is in the care of the Commissioners for the Bos- 
ton and Cambridge Bridges; the city pays one-half the cost 
of maintenance. ‘The bridge is in poor condition, and should 
be rebuilt and replaced by a wider structure, more in keep- 
ing with the improvements recently made in the vicinity. 


Oakland-street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is a new steel plate girder bridge, built by the railroad _ 
company in 1902 under the decree of the Superior Court 
abolishing the grade crossing at this point. The surface of 
the bridge is maintained by the city and the rest of the 
structure by the railroad company. It is in good condition. 


Perkins-street Foot-bridge (over the Boston § Maine R.R. 
and Boston § Albany R.R. in Charlestown). 


This bridge was built in 1900, and opened to travel Feb- 
ruary 2, 1901; it has twospans of wooden stringers and one 
of steel Pratt trusses. The surface is maintained by the city, 
the rest of the structure by the railroad companies. It is in 
eood condition. 


Prison-point Bridge (from Charlestown to Cambridge). 


This bridge was originally built in 18383, and was rebuilt 
in 1876-77. The operation of the draw is in the care of the 
Commissioners for the Boston and Cambridge Bridges, the 
city paying one-half the cost. 

This bridge is to be replaced by a new one to be built at a 
higher grade to abolish the numerous grade crossings, the 
work to be done by the Boston & Maine R.R. The Charles- 
town end of the new bridge is partially built, and a temporary 
wooden bridge connects the new work with the Cambridge 
end, and is kept in repair by the Boston and Maine Railroad. 

No work of importance has been done on the permanent 
structure during the past year. 


Public Garden Foot-bridge. 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1867, and is 
now in good condition. 


Scarboro’ Pond Foot-bridge (in Franklin Park). 


This is an elliptical masonry arch of 40 feet span and 8 
feet 3 inches rise. It was built in 1898, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. 
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Shawmut-avenue Bridge (over Boston 4 Albany RR. and 
Providence Division, New York, New Haven ¢ Hartford 
Fis) 


The original bridge built in 1871 has been removed and a 
new through plate girder bridge built during the past year. 
(See page 80.) 
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Southampton-street Bridges (over South Bay Sluices). 


These are wooden bridges, built in 1875 as temporary 
structures ; sidewalk bulkheads and roadway bulkheads are in 
poor condition and should be renewed; the wing bulkheads 
are also in poor condition; the sidewalk planking needs 
repairing ; the roadway planking on the westerly bridge needs 
renewal in part, and additional braces are needed on both 
bridges. 


Southampton-street Bridge (over Old Colony Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford RK.R.). 

This is a steel plate girder bridge, built in 1901-02. The 
surface is maintained by the city, the rest of the structure by 
the railroad company. ‘The bridge should be pa other- 
wise it 1s in good condition. 


Spring-street Bridge (from West Roxbury to Dedham). 


This is a stone bridge. The city maintains the part 
within its limits. The piers and arches have been pointed 
during the year, and granite copings, surmounted by iron 
railings, have been built on both sides of the bridge for the 
length supported by the City of Boston. 


Stony-brook Bridge (in the Fens). 
This is an ornamental brick arched- bridge, with stone 


facings, built in 1891—92, and maintained by the Park Depart- 
ment. It is in good condition. 


Summer-street Bridges (over A, B and C streets). 


These bridges were built in connection with the abolition 
of the grade crossing on Congress street, and were opened to 
travel in 1900. The bridge over A street is a steel deck 
plate girder structure, with a paved roadway of granite blocks 
and asphalt sidewalks. 
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The bridge over B street is a through plate girder struct- 
ure, with a paved roadway of granite blocks and asphalt side- 
walks. . 

The bridge over C street is a two-span steel-beam struct- 
ure, with brick and concrete arches turned between the beams ; 
the roadway is paved with granite blocks and the sidewalks 
with asphalt. 

These bridges are all in good condition except the railings, 
which should be painted on all the bridges. The stairway 
leading down to B street should also be painted. 


Summer-street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This bridge was built in 1899-1900, in connection with 
the abolition of the grade crossing on Congress street. It is 
a four-span deck plate girder bridge, resting on masonry 
piers, with two retractile draws, over a 50-foot channel-way. 
The roadway of the fixed spans has a granite block paving, 
and the sidewalks have asphalt wearing surfaces. The whole 
structure is in good condition, but should be painted during 
the year. 


Summer-street Bridge (over New York, New Haven ¢ 
Hartford Railroad Freight Tracks). 


This bridge was built in 1900, in connection with the 
abolition of the grade crossing on Congress street, and is 
maintained by the city and the railroad company, the former 
maintaining the wearing surface and the latter maintaining 
the rest of the structure. It has four spans, consisting of 
three through trusses each, and has a granite-paved roadway 
and asphalt sidewalks. It is in good condition except the 
railings, which are badly rusted and should be painted. 


Warren Bridge (from Boston to Charlestown). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a double retractile iron 
draw. The present structure was built in 1883-84. Some 
of the piles under the wharf are broken; the fender-guards 
are in poor condition ; the paving on the Charlestown end of 
the bridge, planking on the waterway and in the draw pit, 
the piling at two corners of the waterway and the tail track 
timber need repairing; the landing shoes should be reset; the 
sidewalk on the westerly side of the bridge, city end, should 
be extended about twenty feet, and the easterly sidewalk, 
city end, should be repaired ; the curb on the draw should 
be realigned, and some of the fence posts need renewal. 
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West Boston Temporary Bridge (from Boston to Cambridge). 

This bridge was built in 1898-99 to accommodate the 
travel using West Boston bridge till the Cambridge bridge 
should be built; the city pays one-half the cost of mainte- 
nance. This bridge is provided with two draws ; the easterly 
one has been in use till last May, when the westerly draw 
was put in commission, and the water travel was carried by 
the new channel through this draw-way and the use of the 
easterly draw-way discontinued. 

October 5 a fire started under the bridge and burned the 
top work, necessitating the rebuilding of about 182 feet; the 
piles were burned down part way and were recapped at a 
lower level, and the upper part of the bridge was built on 
these. 

Considerable part of the lower planking has been renewed ; 
the remainder is in poor condition and needs renewal in 
part. 


West Fourth-street Bridge (over Old Colony Division, New 
York, New Haven §& Hartford R.R.). 


In 1893-94 the grade crossing of the Old Colony Railroad 
on this street was abolished, and an iron bridge built, extend- 
ing from the end of Dover-street bridge, at the South Boston 
side of Fort Point channel, to the easterly line of Foundry 
street. The surface is maintained by the city, the rest of the 
structure by the railroad company. ‘The deck planking has 
been renewed. The planking around the middle trusses 
needs renewal and the bridge needs painting. 


West Rutland-square Foot-bridge (over Providence Division, 
New York, New Haven & Hartford R.R.). 


This is an iron foot-bridge, built in 1882. It is now in 
good condition with the exception of the stair treads, which 
are badly worn. 


Western-avenue Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


The present bridge was built in 1879-80, and the draw in 
1891. It is in the care of the Commissioners for the Boston 
and Cambridge Bridges, and the city pays one-half the cost 
of maintenance. About half the deck planking on the Boston 
end of the bridge has been renewed, some fencing has been 
rebuilt, and the draw has been adjusted. The Cambridge 
end of the bridge is in fair condition, the Boston end in 
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rather poor condition, some of the piles and stringers need- 
ing renewal; the piers and waterways need repairing. 


Western-avenue Bridge (Brighton to Watertown). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. This is a 
wooden pile bridge, with an iron draw, and was rebuilt in 
1892-93. Only minor repairs have been made; the Boston 
end of the draw should be raised; the draw and its bearings 
should also be adjusted; the planking and capsills on the 
piers and along the waterways should be repaired; some of 
the spurshores are broken and should be refitted; the deck 
planking on draw and main bridge needs renewal, and the 
bridge needs painting; some of the piles in the fender-guard 
are in poor condition. 


Winthrop Bridge (from Breed’s Island to Winthrop). 
This is a pile bridge without a draw. It was originally 
built in 1839; it was rebuilt in 1851, and was extensively 
repaired in 1870. ‘The abutment at the Winthrop end needs 
pinning up, as there has been some settlement ; a few of the 
outside bolsters are not in good condition; otherwise the 
bridge is in fair condition. 


Wood Island Park Foot-bridge. 


This is a steel foot-bridge, built in 1898-99, and connects 
Prescott street, East Boston, with Wood Island Park, span- 
ning the tracks of the Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn R.R. 
The walls need pointing and the bridge should be painted. 


Bridges wholly Supported by Railroad Corporations. 


The highway bridges maintained by the several railroad 
companies are in good or fair condition, with the exceptions 
noted. 
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SURVEYING DIVISION. 


The work of the Surveying Division during the past year 
has consisted of the making of such surveys and plans as 
have been required by the several city departments, and 
giving lines and grades of public streets when requested by 
abuttors intending to build. 

One hundred and twelve petitions requesting that catch- 
basins should be constructed were reported upon to the 
Sewer Division. 

Catch-basin locations were furnished the Sewer Division 
for seventeen streets advertised to be regulated by the 
Superintendent of Streets. 

On request of the Sewer Division, ninety plans of streets 
showing proposed locations of future catch-basing were fur- 
nished. 

Catch-basin locations were furnished the Sewer Division 
of two streets which it was proposed to lay out, widen or 
extend. 

Two hundred and forty-seven catch-basins were staked 
out, and duplicate sketches, showing the locations and ties, 
were sent to the Sewer Division. 

One hundred and sixty-six plans of underground pipes, 
conduits, etc., were examined, and proposed future catch- 
basins located for the Permit Division. 

One hundred and sixty-three notices of contracts to lay 
artificial stone sidewalks were received and reported upon to 
the Paving Division. 

In forty-eight cases the Paving Division was notified that 
the existing edgestone should be ae preparatory to the 
laying of artificial stone. 

Nineteen petitions to make Gaawalr openings were 
received from the Paving Division and reported upon. 

Seventy-nine requests for edgestone were examined, and 
amount of curb required reported to the Paving Division. 

Grade heights were furnished Engineers and Architects 

on twenty-two estates. 
“Twenty-six plans. of streets were made for sidewalk 
assessments on request of the Paving Division. Data was 
also furnished the Paving Division for sidewalk assessment 
on eleven estates. 
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Estimates for grade, land and building damages, and cost 
of construction were furnished the Street Commissioners on 
six streets. 

The lines and grades of the following seven streets, for 
which the Street Commissioners were petitioned for author- 
ity to open as private ways, were examined and reported upon : 


Asticou street, West Roxbury. Walk Hill street to South street. 

Chocorua street, West Roxbury. From Walk Hill street, south- 
westerly. 

Doris-street extension, Dorchester. Dorchester avenue to Gard- 
ner avenue. 

Gregg street, West Roxbury. porther!y from Pond street, at 
junction of Arborway. 

Nuy street, East Boston. Leading easterly from Meridian street. 

Quincefield street, Dorchester. Humphreys street to Wendover 
street. 

Ulmer-street extension, Roxbury. Arklow street to Centre street.

Twenty-seven plans and profiles, representing a total length 
of four and one-half miles, showing buildings, property own- 
ers’ names, established grades, areas of land taken, or to be 
taken, for street widenings or relocations, public alleys, etc., 
were completed for the Street Laying-out Department, the 
more important of which were Norwood street, Dorchester, 
from Freeport street to Walnut street, and Centre street, 
West Roxbury, from Walter street to Spring street. 

Two plans have been made for the Schoolhouse Commis- 
sion of property to be taken for school purposes, in Rox- 
bury, as follows, viz.: Worthington street, Huntington 
avenue and Tremont entrance to Back Bay Fens, for the 
~Normal and other schools ; ; and a site on Perrin street, for a 
new school. 

A plan was made for the Park Department for the purpose 
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of making an exchange of land between the City of Boston 
and Harvard College, at Soldiers’ Field. 

Plans of Long Island, Deer Island and Rainsford Island 
were made for the Statistics Department for the purpose of 
exhibition at the St. Louis Fair. 

A large amount of work has been done by the division, 
occasioned by the grade crossing abolishment in East Boston. 
The surveys in connection with this work, which have been 
very extensive, are now completed, and the detailed plans 
are in the hands of the draughtsmen.

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[FROM THE CITY ENGINEER’S REPORT TO THE 
WATER DEPARTMENT. ] 


The following is some of the most important work done 
during the past year: 

The construction of the Stony Brook conduit in Charles- 
gate East made it necessary to abandon 300 feet of 48-inch 
main, which crossed the conduit location immediately north 
of Commonwealth avenue bridge, under the outlet channel 
of the Back Bay Fens; the main was relocated over the 
bridge, and reduced for a distance of 118 feet, within the 
limits of bridge and conduit, to a 36-inch pipe. 

Owing to the proposed subway construction in Washing- , 
ton street it was considered inadvisable to attempt to main- 
tain the 24-inch L. S. main in that street between Boylston 
and Water streets. A 36-inch main was therefore laid from 
Washington street, at Boylston, to Milk street, via Essex, 
Kingston, Otis, Devonshire, Franklin and Congress streets ; 
thence a 24inch main via Post Office square and Water 
street was laid and connected with the existing 24-inch main 
in Washington street at Water street; connections with these 
new mains were made on Kssex street at Oxford street, on 
Bedford street, on Franklin street, on Milk street and on 
Water street; 30-inch branches were established at Congress 
street for the proposed extension to South Boston and at 
Milk street for the proposed extension northerly. <A total 
curvature of 630° was made in 2,974 lineal feet of the 36-inch 
pipe, using 18 one-sixteenth and 20 one-thirty-second curves ; 
in 524 feet of 24-inch pipe the total curvature was 607° 30’, 
and 6 one-eighth and 15 one-sixteenth bends were used. 
The work was done by the regular force of the Water 
Department, and was nevessarily slow and expensive, as 
obstacles were continually encountered. Fora large part of 
the distance, particularly at street crossings, the location 
of so large a pipe virtually meant the reconstruction of 
existing systems of conduits, water and gas pipes, electric 
tubes, sewers, etc. The location of this main is through the 
centre of the Low Service business district, making it pos- 
sible to develop the distribution system in that territory to 
the best advantage. 

The 80-inch H.S. main in Washington street, Dorchester, 
was extended from Fairmount street to Codman street, 
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thence a 20-inch main was laid in Codman street to Dorchester 
avenue and connected with the 12-inch H.S. pipe at that point. 

The following work was done for the improvement of the 
fire service:

The first step was taken during the past year towards fur- 
nishing an improved L. 5. and H. 8. supply to South Boston 
flats by the construction of a tunnel under Fort Point chan- 
nel, immediately south of Congress-street bridge. The tunnel 
is of brick, in the form of an inverted siphon, to carry a 
30-inch L. 8S. and a 24-inch H. 8S. water pipe. The 
shafts are 7Z feet in diameter with brick walls 16 
inches thick; they are enclosed in a steel cylinder $ inch 
thick, from their top to a point about 20 feet below the 
bottom of the channel, and are protected by substantial cir- 
cular fenders. The horizontal portion of the tunnel, 119 feet 
long, is circular, 8 feet in diameter, and is lined with 12-inch 
brickwork; its top is at grade —388, the present bottom of 
channel being grade —18, and the proposed grade for future 
dredging being —23. ‘The material excavated was stiff blue 
clay with sand seams; the work was done under air pressure. 

The thawing of frozen service pipes by electricity was 
successfully continued during the past winter. 

The work of electrical investigation has been carried on 
throughout the year. In addition to surveys made to deter- 
mine the difference of potential between pipe and rails, 
twenty-nine “permanent stations’ have been established for 
measuring approximately the actual flow of electricity upon 
the pipes. ‘These “stations” are made by inserting brass 
plugs 10 feet apart into a water pipe, and from the plugs No. 
10 insulated wire is brought to the surface of the ground. 
The difference of potential at the ends of the wires is deter- 
mined, and the approximate flow on the pipe is estimated, 
the resistance per pound per foot of cast-iron water pipe hav- 
ing been previously determined by experiment. A number 
of test pits have been dug and many volt-meter and ammeter 
readings have been taken in other excavations; the actual 
condition of pipes examined has been carefully noted, plaster 
casts and photographs being made in many cases. 

Damage is being done to the water pipes by electrolysis, 
notably in the vicinity of the large power stations of the 
Boston Elevated Railway.

ATLANTIC AVENUE RECONSTRUCTION. 


The roadway on the water side of Atlantic avenue between 
astern avenue and the southerly driveway leading to Rowe’s 
wharf has been widened about eleven and one-half feet by re- 
ducing the width of the sidewalk to about one-half of its 
former width. Where the old sidewalk was supported by 
pile work, the whole of the old timber was removed and new 
hard pine timber substituted. The old piles were capped at 
a lower grade so as to ensure sound wood for the bearings of 
the new caps and a large number of new oak piles were 
driven wherever there was any question of the efficiency of 
the old piles to carry the new roadway or sidewalk. New 
catch-basins were built at the new curb line where the road- 
way was supported by filled material, and at other places cast 
iron scuppers were set in the curb at frequent intervals to 
permit the surface water to discharge directly into the docks. 
The entire paving east of the easterly track of the Boston 
Elevated Railway and nearly all the paving between the rails 
of this track was relaid with pitch and pebble joints. A 
new brick sidewalk was laid for the whole length of the 
avenue reconstructed, and hard pine fences were built where 
buildings did not afford proper protection. 

The Boston Elevated Railway’s stairs at the Rowe’s 
wharf station had not been removed or changed at the close 
of work in December, so that a small amount of work remains 
to be done at this point. The work was done under three 
contracts by D. J. Kiley, Patrick McGovern and the Metro- 
politan Contracting Company. The work was completed 
about the middle of December, but final payments have not 
been made at the date of this report. 


CHARLES RIVER AVENUE. 
An estimate was made of the cost of putting the Boston 
end of Charles River bridge in repair for use as a dumping 
wharf. 7 
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CIRCUIT—STREET FENCE. 


An iron fence and gate have been built on the wall on 
Circuit street, Roxbury, at the St. Joseph's church, under a 
contract with P. J. Dinn & Co., dated October 1, 1904, at a 
cost of $395. 


East Boston FERRIES. 


South Ferry, Boston Side.— A report was made recom- 
mending new heads on the three piers; the work was done 
under the supervision of the Ferry Division. 

North Ferry, Hast Boston Side.— An estimate was made 
for a new wharf and coal-pocket, and plans for the work 
have been begun. 

Plans have been made for repairing the north pier, but no 
work has yet been done on it. 


FRANKLIN-STREET SUBWAY. 


The building of the approaches to the Franklin-street 
subway, in progress at the date of the last report under a 
contract with William Crane, dated October 28, 19038, was 
completed abont May 1, 1904, at a total cost of $3,652.05. 

The iron railings on the coping of the side walls of the 
approaches were furnished and erected under a contract with 
W.A.Snow & Co., dated January 14, 1904, at a cost of 
$845.35. Under a second contract with the same firm, a 
hand-rail was placed on the side walls of the approaches at a 
cost of $254.18. 


Fort Hitt WHARF. 


A report was made recommending repairs on this wharf 
and renewing the deck on the sanitary wharf. The work 
was done by Thomas Uniacke at a cost of $900. 


. GAINSBOROUGH-STREET FOOT-BRIDGE. 


A contract was made with the Eastern Bridge and Struct- 
ural Company, dated March 26, 1904, for building the steel 
superstructure of the foot-bridge on Gainsborough street, for 
the sum of $2,700, and the work was completed September 
24, 1904. 


HARVARD-STREET BRIDGE. 


Plans and specifications were made last year by this 
department for building a new bridge and masonry abutments 
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at Harvard street over the Midland Division of the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad. ‘The contract for 
building the abutments was awarded to the Metropolitan 
Contracting Company, and work was commenced about the 
first of August and completed the latter part of November. 
The abutments are built of granite, laid solid in Portland 
cement mortar, with cement concrete backing and founda- 
tions. The cost for contract work was $13,394.88. 

Upon the abutments was built a through steel plate girder 
bridge, across the railroad location, on a slight skew, and 
consists of three girders spaced 22 feet 104 inches on cen- 
tres and are 59 feet 6% inches long, centre to centre of end 
bearings; the floor beams are of steel, supporting a floor 
system of hard-pine stringers and 4-inch spruce deck plank, 
upon which is laid a wearing surface of 2-inch spruce. The 
centre girder divides the roadway into two parts, each 138 
feet 9 inches in the clear; there are two sidewalks, each 
7 feet 44 inches wide, the total width of the bridge being 
45 feet 9 inches, centre to centre of girders. 

The contract for building the steel superstructure was 
awarded to the Eastern Bridge and Structural Company of 
Worcester at a cost of $4,092.94. The work was commenced 
about the middle of November and the south roadway was 
opened to travel December 22, and the bridge was completed 
and opened to travel December 29. 


NORFOLK—-STREET BRIDGE. 


Plans and specifications were made last year by this 
department for building a new bridge and masonry abut- 
ments at Norfolk street near Dorchester station, over the 
Midland Division of the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad. 

The contract for building the abutments was awarded to 
the Metropolitan Contracting Company; the work was com- 
menced in August and was completed December 24. The 
abutments are built of granite, laid solid in Portland cement 
mortar with cement concrete foundations and backing. The 
total cost for contract work was $26,829.50. 

The contract for the steel superstructure was awarded to 
the Boston Bridge Works, October 18, 1904, for $11,996. 


Pavinag WuHarr No. 2, 600 ALBANY STREET. 


As stated in the last annual report the old wharf at this 
place has been replaced by building a granite sea wall on

State street, from Atlantic avenue about 140 feet westerly. A 
plan was made showing grades for paving roadway in the 
vicinity of the new Atlantic Chambers. 

Washington street, from Townsend street to Forest Hills. An 
estimate was prepared of the cost of making the sidewalks 
uniformly 10 feet wide. 


Plans showing details of construction of street and other 
structures have been made from time to time as required. 
The street book, giving lengths and areas of pavements in 
accepted streets and public alleys, has been corrected to 
February 1, 1904, and is now being corrected to February 1, 
1905. 


ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT.’ TO 


MISCELLANEOUS WORK AND CONSTRUCTION 
IN 1904. 


ATLANTIC—-AVENUE BRIDGE. 


The work of building the six piers in Fort Point channel 
under the contract with W. H. Ellis, dated October 20, 1902, 
was completed on May 2; the total amount paid under this 
contract was $72,573.38. 

The abutment at the Boston approach to the bridge and 
the stone bases for the steel columns of this approach were 
completed by H. P. Nawn on November 18, at a cost of 
$1,739.70 for the laying of the stone, the stone itself being 
furnished under another contract; the above amount in- 
cluded the cost of placing a few bearing stone on the abut- 
ment and one pier at the South Boston end of the bridge. 
Two courses of stone were added to the Boston abutment, 
increasing its height 2 feet 9 inches. The stone bases for 
the steel columns were single blocks, 2 feet 6 inches by 3 
feet 6 inches by 1 foot 6 inches, set on the concrete founda- 
tions previously built. 

On November 28 a contract was made with H. P. Nawn 
for erecting the pier at the line of the Boston Terminal 
Company’s land, to support the first span of the bridge over 
the railroad tracks. The foundation for this pier was built 
in 1901. The pier is of granite, 96 feet in length and 3 feet 
in width, all faces being perpendicular. ‘There are eleven 
courses of ashlar of a total height of 22 feet. Upon these 
there is a bridge seat course 96 feet 8 inches by 3 feet 8 
inches by 2 feet 2 inches in height, the top of this course 
being at grade 38.25 feet above city base. Upon the bridge 
seat there is a parapet course 80 feet 5 inches long, 2 feet 6 
inches wide, with the top at grade 41. This work has been 
completed, except the pointing of the masonry. 

The stone for all of the work on the northerly approach 
just described was furnished by the Rockport Granite Com- 
pany at a cost of $6,200. 

On November 1 a contract was made with the Pennsyl- 
vania Steel Company for furnishing and erecting the steel 
superstructure of the bridge, with the exception of the draw 
span. Work on the ground has not yet been begun. 
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BROADWAY BRIDGE.’ 


At the date of the last annual report the lumber called 
for by the contract with the C. W. Leatherbee Company, 
dated July 14, 1903, had been delivered; the final estimate 
was made April 22, the total payment being $8,674.07. 

The flooring of the roadway of the bridge and the masonry 
arches of the spans over Lehigh and Foundry streets, under 
the contract with Patrick McGovern, dated October 7, 1903, 
was finished on November 2 at a cost of $18,667.74, in- 
cluding, as an addition to the contract, the cost of recon- 
structing the South Boston approach to the bridge. 

Under another contract with Mr. McGovern, dated April 
5, 1904, the Boston approach to the bridge was reconstructed 
at a cost of $1,756.82. 

On both approaches the roadway was surfaced with the 
standard city pavement of granite blocks on concrete foun- 
dation. The old curbstones were reset. The side walls on 
the Boston approach were built up to the new grade of the 
street. The sidewalks on the Boston approach were paved 
with brick, and those on the South Boston approach with 
artificial stone, according to the standard specifications of the 
Street Department. 

On the spans of the bridge over Lehigh and Foundry 
streets arches were built between the floor beams for the 
whole width of the bridge. These arches were of a single 
course of brick, laid in Portland cement mortar, and covered 
with Portland cement concrete to the proper grade for re- 
ceiving the paving. 

The roadway on the remainder of the bridge consisted of 
an under floor of .hard pine plank, varying in thickness from 
4 to 6 inches, planed and jointed, spiked to 5-inch by 6-inch 
or 0-inch by 8-inch spiking pieces, the latter being bolted to 
the steel floor beams. ‘The floor was then painted with two 
coats of “ Cabot’s Conservo”; the planking, except where 
the main girders interfered, was laid at right angles to the 
line of street, with the crown required for paving; strips of 
zine were fastened over the ends of the plank next the curb 
to carry any drip away from the timber; 6-inch by 6-inch by 
z-inch steel angles were spiked to the planking under the 
curb to pave against; the curb is of cast iron in lengths of 
about 4 feet, bolted to the steel floor beams. Copper expan- 
sion joints were provided in the floor where needed. 

The roadway surface, both on the plank and on the con- 
crete arches, was made waterproof by covering the surface 
with roofing pitch and roofing felt in alternate layers of four 
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each, the whole being then covered by a coating of pitch, put 
on by flowing ; upon this covering there was laid a layer of 
concrete from 1 to 2 inches thick, composed of sand and road 
pitch, put on hot and rolled; upon this was spread a 2-inch 
layer of paving gravel. 

The roadway was paved with granite blocks 6 inches deep, 
the joints between the blocks being filled with hot pebbles 
and pitch. All paving in the street railway tracks was done 
by or at the expense of the Boston Elevated Railroad Com- 
pany. 

On June 27 a contract was made with E. R. Taylor & Co. 
for constructing asphalt walks on the bridge. This work, 
was completed on September 18. The price paid was $2.39 
per square yard, and the total payment was $4,858.87. 

On October 23, 1903, a contract was made with P. J. 
Dinn for building fences on the Boston end of the bridge. 
The work was completed on December 30, 1903, at a cost of 
$1,064. 

Another contract was made with Mr. Dinn, dated March 
26, 1904, for building the fences on the South Boston end of 
the bridge; these were completed on August 26 at a cost of 
$1,985. Mr. Dinn also built a fence on the northerly side of 
the Boston approach to the bridge, for which he was paid 
$235. 

On February 15 a contract was made with Mr. Dinn for 
the erection of gates near each end of the draw, for which he 
was paid $1,000. 

In order that the old draw might conform to the new 
erade of the bridge the draw was raised about 7.5 feet, and 
new steel girders of the required depth built between the old 
girders on which the trusses rest and the drum which carries 
the circular track; a new floor was laid on the draw, the 
steel work repaired and painted, and the spaces between the 
ends of the draw and the ends of the permanent bridge left 
for a future lengthening of the draw were filled by a tem- 
porary timber construction. This work was done by the 
Boston Bridge Works, under an extension of their contract 
for building the steel superstructure of the bridge. ‘The 
total amount paid under their contract was $129,638.11. 

The paving blocks for the roadway were furnished under 
a contract with the Rockport Granite Company, dated Octo- 
ber 21, 1903; the number furnished was 124,000, at $58.90 
per thousand. 

Under a contract with Seth Perkins, the remaining portion 
of the temporary foot-bridge was removed on October 28 at a 
cost of #545, and a new fender-guard was built on the 
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southerly side of the bridge, between the Boston side of the 
channel and the shore, at a cost of $913.79.

Surveys have been made of the location of the proposed 
new bridge between Boston and Cambridge at Essex street, 
Ward 25, borings have been taken and several preliminary 
plans made. 


CONGRESS-STREET BRIDGE. 
Widening of Draw-way. 


As stated in the last annual report, the Secretary of War 
having ‘ordered the draw-way of Congress-street bridge 
widened to 50 feet necessitated the building of a temporary 
bridge between Congress-street and Summer-street bridges ; 
the bridge was built under contract with W. H. Ellis & Co. 
at a cost of $12,586.42; work was begun January 11, and 
the bridge was completed February 4. 

The South Boston end of Congress-street bridge was badly 
damaged by a vessel March 28, necessitating its closing, and 
the temporary bridge was opened to travel the following 
day. 

A contract was made with Seth Perkins June 23 for 
removing part of the South Boston side of the bridge 
adjoining the channel-way and dredging over the widening; 
this work was completed July 16, making the draw-way 50 
feet wide, but leaving the bridge in an unfinished condition. 

A contract was made with Seth Perkins August 29 
for driving piles and repairing the bridge near the landings 
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of the draw and removing some of the lumber from the 
draw; the work was continued until December 6, the cost 
of the work being $4,816.36. 

October 31 a contract was made with the New England 
Structural Company for lengthening the draw; the field 
work was begun in December and is not yet completed. 


DUDLEY-STREET GRADE CROSSING. 


Plans and estimates have been made during the year for 
several additional methods of abolishing this grade crossing. 


EAst Boston GRADE CROSSING. 


Estimates have been made of the cost of doing portions of 
this work. 

The Boston & Albany Railroad Company has made con- 
siderable progress in the construction of bridges and a drain- 
age system. 


EASTERN—-AVENUE WHARER. 


At the request of the Penal Institutions Department an 
examination was made of the wharf in April, and a report 
was made recommending rebuilding the wharf. The wharf 
was repaired in part, a few piles being driven; some stringers 
were renewed, and two courses of planking laid on part of 
the wharf. The work was done by Lawler Bros. 


FREEPORT-STREET RETAINING WALL. 


Early in the year plans and specifications were prepared 
for building an extension of the wall on the easterly side of 
Freeport street, Dorchester. The wall was built by Coleman 
Bros., under a contract dated December 4, 1903. Work was 
begun on March 24 and completed on May 20. 

The wall built under this contract is 200 feet in length, 
and of a height varying from 13 feet 7 inches to 16 feet 8 
inches. It is of granite rubble laid in Portland cement 
mortar, and has a cut granite coping. The cost of the work 
was $4,000. 


Lone ISLAND WHARVES. 


In April an examination and report was made to the 
Pauper Institutions Department concerning the shore end of 
the easterly wharf. 

A plan and specifications have been made for replacing 
the northwest wharf with a longer one and having a longer 
landing for the boat. 
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Mount WASHINGTON-—AVENUE BRIDGE. 
Widening of Draw-way. 


The Secretary of War having ordered the draw-way of 
this bridge widened to 50 feet, a contract was made June 23 
with Seth Perkins for removing part of the old bridge 
adjoining the channel-way, making a width of opening of 450 
feet and dredging over the widening; the cost of contract 
work was $1,171.50. 


SHAWMUT—AVENUE BRIDGE. 


During the year 1904 the superstructure of Shawmut- 
avenue bridge over the Boston & Albany and the Provi- 
dence Division of the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
railroads was rebuilt under the direction of the Engineering 
Department. The new bridge is a through plate girder 
bridge of two spans, having a total length of 116 feet 23 
inches between faces of parapets of the abutments and a 
width of 60 feet between centres of outer girders. Each 
span is a Skew span and has five main plate girders arranged 
so as to provide two roadways, each 18 feet 3 inches wide in 
the clear between wheel guards, and two sidewalks each of 7 
feet 2 inches clear width. Provision was made for carrying 
pipes and wires across the bridge beneath the sidewalk floors. 

The roadway floor beams are. heavy built steel sections 
and the sidewalk beams are steel angles and channels. Road- 
way and sidewalk stringers are hard pine, those of the road- 
way being 12 inches by 14 inches in size. The roadway 
under-flooring is hard pine plank. The stringers and road- 
way plank were painted with two coats of “Cabot’s 
Conservo,” and the plank is further protected by a water- 
proofing course consisting of four layers of roofing felt, 
thoroughly mopped with roofing pitch, over which is a layer 
of concrete made of sand and road pitch. 

The sidewalk surfaces are hard pine plank. ‘The roadways 
are paved with granite blocks and provided with castiron 
curbs at the wheel guards. Between the curbs and the 
cirders the wheel guards are surfaced with asphalt. 

The rebuilding of the superstructure necessitated the 
building of new granite parapets for the abutments. 

Bids for the removal of the old bridge and building the 
steel superstructure and wooden flooring of the new bridge 
were received June 16, and the contract awarded to the 
lowest bidder, the Boston Bridge Works, Incorporated, for 
$11,598. Cut granite for the new parapets was furnished 
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by the Rockport Granite Company and set by H. P. Nawn. 
The waterproofing and paving of the roadways was done by 
D. J. Kiley and the asphalting of the wheel guards was done 
by the Carr & Andrews Corporation. Iron railings were 
furnished and placed upon the outer sidewalk girders by 
P. J. Dinn & Co. 

The work of removing the old bridge was commenced 
September 27, and the new bridge completed December 10, 
1904. 

The total cost of rebuilding the bridge was $19,370.62. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


A survey was made of the ground around the monument 
on Dorchester Heights, South Boston, and a plan was made 
for an iron fence to inclose the monument. 

An estimate was made for repairing the wharf on Gover- 
nor’s Island. 

Estimates have been made of the cost of abolishing various 
grade crossings on the line of the Old Colony Railroad in 
Dorchester.

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APPENDIX H. 


(Revisep Orpinances, 1898, cee io ENGINEERING 
DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The Engineering Department shall be under the - 
charge of the City Engineer, who shall be consulted on all matters 
relating to public improvements of every kind in respect to which 
the advice of a civil engineer or architect would be of service ; 
shall, unless otherwise specifically provided, take charge of the 
construction of all public works of the city which properly come 
under the direction of a civil engineer; shall make such surveys, 
plans, estimates, statements, and descriptions, and take such 
levels and prepare such specifications and contracts as the mayor, 
the board of aldermen, the common council, any committee of the 
city council or of either branch thereof, the board of street com- 
missioners, or any Officer in charge of a department, may need in 
the discharge of its duties; shall, upon being notified by the 
superintendent of streets, supervise all repairs on the bridges of 
the city used as highways which affect the safety of the structures, 
and shall, when required by the mayor or any officer in charge of 
a department, measure the work done by contract for the city, 
and certify to the results of such measurement. Said engineer 
shall have the custody of all surveys and plans relating to the 
laying out, locating anew, altering, widening and grading of 
streets; and his office shall be deemed to be the office of the sur- 
veyor of highways. 

Sect. 2. Said engineer shall, in his annual report, include a 
report upon the safety and completeness of all ponds, basins and 
reservoirs under the charge of the water department, and of all 
bridges within the city limits used as highways.

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. APPENDIX I. 


MERIDIAN LINE. 


In 1870 an act was passed by the Massachusetts Legislature requiring 
each land surveyor in the State at least once in every year to adjust 
and verify his compass by the meridian line established in the county 
wherein his surveys were to be made. 

A meridian was marked by stone monuments and a book of record 
kept by a custodian designated by the County Commissioners. 

The law compelling surveyors to test their compasses annually was 
modified in 1875, so that surveyors who did not use the compass in turn- 
ing angles were relieved from the penalty attaching to the violation of 
the original act. 

The meridian posts for the County of Suffelk were placed on the 
southerly portion of the ‘‘ Parade Ground,” on Boston Common. They 
are granite posts, three in number, placed 200 feet apart, are eighteen 
inches square at the base, one foot square at the top, and eight feet 
long, being firmly set in a bed of concrete with their tops originally 
just below the surface of the ground. 

A stone curb was placed even with the surface of the ground over the 
top of each post, with a metallic composition cover. 

The surface of that part of the Common where the posts are set was 
raised several feet in 1897, the posts being protected by building a brick 
manhole around each stone, the posts being accessible by the removal 
of the manhole cover. 

As the cover and cap of the manholes are made of iron, it is now 
necessary to set up the compass in the production of the line marked 
by the monument to avoid local attraction. The point selected has 
been 290 feet north of the northerly stone.

OF THE 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1904-1905. 


Boston, February 1, 1905. 


Hon. P. A. CoLuins, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


S1r,— The Board of Health respectfully presents the 
thirty-third’ annual report of the department, covering its 
operations for the financial year ending January 31, 1905, 
and the mortality statistics for the calendar year ending 
December 31, 1904. The general health of the city for the 
past year, so far as it may be judged by the total mortality 
and its classified causes, has been better than the average for 
many years. 

The total number of deaths for the year was 10,757, an 
increase over the previous year of 125 deaths. The popula- 
tion, estimated in the middle of the year, is 614,522. The 
death-rate for the year, as calculated on this population, is 
17.50 per 1,000 inhabitants. This rate is less by 0.19 than 
that of the previous year, and the lowest on the city’s record. 
There were 2,311 deaths from infectious diseases, including 
consumption, an increase of 19 deaths. ‘There were 8 less 
deaths from diphtheria and croup than in 1903, but a large 
proportionate increase in the number of cases. The percent- 
age of deaths to the number of cases of diphtheria reported 
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was 8.12, as against 10.32 per cent. the preceding year. 
There were 39 deaths from scarlatina, 26 less deaths than in 
the preceding year, and 84 deaths less than the average 
for the five previous years. Typhoid fever caused 135 
deaths during the year, 16 more deaths than the preceding 
year. Fifty-three of the deaths from this cause occurred 
during the months of August, September and October, and 
80 of the whole number died between the ages of twenty and 
forty years. 

There were 89 deaths from measles during the year. The 
number of deaths of children under five years of age was 
3,105, compared with 3,079 for the previous year, showing an 
increase of 26 deaths. ‘The respiratory diseases caused fully 
27 per cent. of the mortality for the past year.

ContTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


The reduction in the mortality from diphtheria since 1895 
has been due principally to the extensive use of antitoxin 
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and skilful intubation, both in hospital and in the homes. 
We have been less fortunate in discovering the means by 
which the morbidity from this disease may be reduced propor- 
tionately. This is not likely, however, in the presence of the 
numerous cases of mild, unrecognized diphtheria, and the large 
numbers of well people who carry the virulent bacilli in their 
throats and noses without knowing it. Both classes can and 
do convey the disease to susceptible persons. Our average 
annual percentage of mortality to the total number of cases 
of diphtheria for ten years prior to the use of antitoxin in 
1895 was 35.66 per cent. The percentage of mortality since 
1895 has been 11.53 per cent. | 

Consumption, though steadily decreasing, principally 
through educational measures, is left too much to itself on 
account of insufficient hospital accommodations. This sub- 
ject was treated in our last annual report, and there is nothing 
new to be said. 

No case of smallpox was found in this city during the 
calendar year ending December 31, 1904. 

If simple isolation and disinfection have been responsible 
for the greatly diminished morbidity and inortality from scar- 
let fever in Boston since 1877, they have been more effective 
than in any other infectious disease in our city. Smallpox 
alone has been diminished as much, but in that disease we 
have the advantage of vaccination, which supercedes all 
other measures. Our annual mortality from scarlet fever 
for ten years previous to 1877 averaged 317, and for the 28 
years since it has averaged 116. ‘The average annual num- 
ber of deaths from smallpox in Boston from 1840 to 1873 
inclusive was 86.7, and from 1874 to 1904 inclusive 10.9. 


ALLEYWAYS. 


The Board has continued to select and require that such 
alleyways as cannot be kept in a good sanitary condition with- 
out paving and draining be so treated. During the fiscal year 
ending January 31, 1905, there were paved and drained by 
order of the Board 73,994 square feet of such alleyways, an 
increase of 35,741 over the year previous. 

This work was done under the law of 1894, chapter 119, 
which is as follows : 


Section 1. Whenever the Board of Health of the City of 
Boston shall adjudge that the public health requires and shall 
order that the surface of any private passageway in said city shall 
be paved or otherwise provided with a road-bed, the owners of 
said private passageway shall forthwith pave or lay said road-bed 
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in accordance with said order and in a manner and with materials 
satisfactory to said Board. 

Sect. 2. In case of objection by any owner of property to the 
paving of such private way that may be so ordered, the Board of 
Health, or a majority thereof, shall view the premises, and if so 
desired give a hearing to parties interested. 

Secr. 3. Any justice of any court having jurisdiction in equity 
may, on the petition of the Board of Health of said city, enforce 
the provisions of this act by any proper process or decree. 

Sect. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


[ Approved March 15, 1894.

VACATION AND REMOVAL OF BUILDINGS. 


Under chapter 219, Acts of 1897, amended by chapter 
222 of Acts of 1899, 127 were ordercd to be vacated, after 
an examination and adjudication by the Board of Health. 
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All of these were so repaired as to warrant the Board in 
rescinding its order to vacate. Under the same authority, 
the Board ordered and secured the removal of 209 buildings 
and parts of buildings during the fiscal year. The annual 
destruction of such buildings since the enactment of this law 
has been as follows:

GALLOP’S ISLAND. 


All of the buildings on the island, twenty-one in number, 
have been thoroughly repaired and repainted during the year 
at a cost of $4,099.10. The light sea wall for the protection 
of the south side of the island, where the sea in heavy 
storms has carried away considerable material, has been 
extended and strengthened during the season, and the banks 
graded to prevent further loss. This work has been done 
wholly by the superintendent and the permanent help on the 
island with stone gathered from the beaches. ‘The shore end 
of the wharf has been lifted out of place and considerable 
damage done by a heavy storm recently, and will require 
repairs to the extent of about one thousand dollars. This will 
be done by replacing the present wooden structure with solid 
concrete filling on the advice of the City Engineer. 


QUARANTINE. 


The duties in the Quarantine department have been 
administered by the same officers during the past year, and 
without uncommon incident worthy of special mention. 
The property of this branch of our service has been well 
eared for and is in fair condition. The hospitals have been 
in use a large part of the year in the care of the ordinary 
infectious diseases, which are taken from incoming vessels 
and for those who have been exposed to infection. The 
latter are held during the time necessary for the develop- 
ment of the suspected disease. More lepers than usual have 
been cared for during the last year, due in part to the fact 
that the State has been unable to find a satisfactory place in 
which to handle those who should be provided for in a State 
institution. ‘The State is now paying the expenses of the 
three lepers we have on hand, and have agreed to remove 
them as soon as it can find a suitable place for their main- 
tenance. ‘There is a bill now before Congress, with good 
chances for success, to provide a national home for the care 
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of all lepers found in the United States. This is a most 
excellent proposition, and one which the whole country 
should be pleased with. 

A small steamer was purchased in December for use in 
quarantine at such times as the regular steamer may be 
disabled and undergoing repairs, instead of hiring other boats 
at an expense of forty dollars per day. 


POULTRY. 


During the month of October the Board found it necessary 
to pass the following regulation respecting the killing and 
keeping of poultry: 

Oct. 17, 1905. 

Voted, To amend regulation of July 16, 1896, as amended on 
July 24, 1900, concerning the keeping and killing of poultry, to 
read as follows: — 

Voted, That no live chickens, geese, turkeys, ducks or other 
fowls shall be brought into or kept or held or offered for sale or 
killed in any place in the city of Boston without a permit therefor 
in writing from the Board of Health, which permit shall be subject 
to revocation by said Board at any time; and it is further 

Ordered, That no carcass of poultry shall be plucked in said 
city except in such places as are now or may hereafter be assigned 
by said Board for said purpose; and it is further 

Ordered, That no carcass of unplucked poultry shall be brought 
into or exposed or offered for sale or sold in said city. 


DUMPING (GROUNDS. 


The growth of the city, and with it the enormous increase 
of waste matter to be gathered up and so disposed of as to 
prevent its becoming a source of annoyance and sickness, call 
for greater care in its disposal. The Board respectfully begs 
to refer again to its recommendation in its annual report of 
1895 for the systematic burning of this waste material in 
several sections of the city and at moderate cost, to abate one 
of the great sources of annoyance and complaint throughout 
the city.

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REPORT OF DIRECTOR OF BACTERIOLOGICAL 
LABORATORY. 


To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN, — I have the honor to submit the following 
report for the year ending January 381, 1905; an appendix 
giving tabular summaries of the routine work is included also. 


NEw LABORATORY. 


Plans were made and approved during March and April, 
1904, for the removal of the laboratory from the outgrown 
quarters in the Sudbury building, corner of Sudbury and 
Hawkins streets, in which the work had been carried on 
since May 10, 1898, to a new location on Boylston street. 
The usual delays and postponements incidental to such moves 
occurred, and the new laboratory was not in operation until 
August 29, 1904, at which date the final transfer took place. 
No interruption of the routine work was permitted, but 
special investigations were much hampered and had to be 
abandoned in most instances, the reorganization of the work, 
consequent on the change of location and quarters, occupying 
a long time after this date. 

The new laboratory, which presents a uumber of original 
features, was described rather fully in the * Boston Medical 
and Surgical Journal,” November 10, 1904 ; and also in the 
‘s British Lancet,” October 22, 1904. 

The most satisfactory feature, from the executive stand- 
point, and the standpoint of the physician, has been the intro- 
duction of a new device, original with the Director of this 
laboratory, for the delivery of cultures directly into an incu- 
bator. This device is available to a messenger from the 
physician at any hour, after the laboratory closes at 6 P.M. 
About 100 cultures per month have arrived in this way, not- 
withstanding that this winter has been exceptionally free 
from outbreaks of diphtheria. All of these cultures would 
have been delayed about 86 hours under the old methods. 
About half of them were taken by the physician after 6 P.M. 


SPECIAL WORK. 


Under instructions from the Board of Health, the suita- 
bility of certain cheap summer drinks for the growth of 
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typhoid bacilli was tested. In the samples tested, typhoid 
bacilli died out after 14 hours. 


New DEVICEs. 


Porous tops for Petri dishes (described Journal “ Medical 
Research,” December, 1904).— These were devised by the 
Director of the laboratory as a method for preventing 
spreaders on agar plates, and have since been quite widely 
adopted. Their use has been recommeuded in the Revised 
Report of the Committee on Standard Methods of Water 
Analysis of the American Public Health Association. 

Method for preparing specimens for staining flagella (devised 
as above, described in the same Journal and similarly incor- 
porated in the recommendations of the committee above 
mentioned). 

Staining bath for Gram’s method (devised as above; not 
yet published). 

A Method of Preparing Dialysing Membranes (devised as 
above, not yet published).— These membranes are steriliz- 
able repeatedly in the autoclave, resistant to rough handling, 
preservable indefinitely, uninjured by drying, and always 
ready for use. 

A New Form of Water Pressure Filter for Toxins, Mallein, 
etc. (devised as above, not yet published). 


FREE VACCINE, ANTITOXIN AND MALLEIN. 


This laboratory now acts as a depot for the distribution to 
physicians of vaccine and antitoxin made by the Massachu- 
setts State Board of Health, and supplies mallein, made in 
this laboratory, to veterinarians. 


LABORATORY ROUTINE. 


Laboratory Address. — 501 Boylston Chambers, 739 Boyl- 
ston street. Telephone, Back Bay 1500. 

Hours for Receiving Specimens. — Specimens are received 
from culture stations at the laboratory daily throughout the 
year from 8.30 A.M. to6 P.M. Special deliveries may be 
made after 6 P.M. all night long. (See below.) 

Hours for Examinations. — The laboratory is open for 
examination of specimens from 8.30 A.M. to 5 P.M., except 
that on Saturdays the closing hour is 12 M., and on Sundays 
and legal holidays 10 A.M. 

Transmission of Specimens. — Outfits for specimens from 


Tuberculosis, Diphtheria, Typhoid, and Malaria are kept at 
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certain drug stores appointed for the purpose, and known as 
“culture stations.” (See page 42.) 

If other examinations than these are required, the labora- 
tory should be consulted by telephone (1500 Back Bay) 
before the specimen is taken. 

If special examinations are required the specimens should 
be sent by special messenger at the physician’s expense, and 
the attention of the laboratory should be specifically called 
to the specimen at the time of its delivery. 

After the specimen is obtained from the patient it may 
be taken directly to the laboratory. If preferred, speci- 
mens from cases of Tuberculosis and Diphtheria may be 
returned to a culture station. They must not be mailed 
under any circumstances. If received at the culture station 
early enough to reach the laboratory before 6 P.M., they 
are forwarded free to the laboratory the same day. (A list 
of the culture stations with the hours up to which cultures 
may be left to be forwarded on that day is enclosed in every 
diphtheria box.) Late cultures (2.¢., too late for reception 
at the culture stations) may be sent to the laboratory at the 
physician’s expense at any time during the night, and may 
there be dropped by the messenger through a shute directly 
into an incubator, so that they become ready for examina- 
tion next morning. Typhoid and Malaria specimens should 
not be left at the stations, but should be sent directly to 
the laboratory by mail. 

Miscellaneous. —'The usual routine chemical analyses of 
formaldehyde, chloride of lime, etc., were made under instruc- 
tions from the Board of Health by the assistant bacteriolo- 
gist, B. R. Rickards; also, analyses and human and animal 
tests concerning the blistering qualities of a variety of lime 
used in the building trades. A sample of meat was tested 
November 1, 1904, for ammonia, formaldehyde, boric and 
salicylic acids, on complaint of a citizen to the Board of 
Health. The results were negative. Several examinations 
for lepra bacilli proved positive microscopically, guinea pigs 
inoculated with the material to exclude tuberculosis proving 
negative for tuberculosis. Several examinations of suspected 
rabic dogs were made with negative or doubtful results. The 
Board instructed Mr. B. R. Rickards to make a report on the 
conduct of milk examinations in Philadelphia, and the report 
was made in January, 1905. 

Note on Clinical error in Diphtheria Diagnosis. — In pre- 
vious reports (1902-1903) calculations have been given to 
show by two different methods the probable error of the 
physician in the purely clinical diagnosis of diphtheria. 
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These calculations indicated that at least 38 per cent. of the 
cases reported as diphtheria, without bacteriological examina- 
tion, are really not diphtheria. A statement to this effect 
was published in the “ Boston Medical and Surgical Journal” 
and led to some misapprehension, 2.e., that the total re- 
ported morbidity of Boston for diphtheria should be dis- 
counted 38 per cent. Reference to the above reports will at 
once show this 38 per cent. discount ought of course to be 
applied only to the cases reported on clinical grounds alone. 
Now, in Boston, from 70 to 80 per cent. of the total reported 
cases receive bacteriological confirmation (about 40 per cent. 
at this laboratory, the remainder at the South Department). 
Hence, only 20 to 30 per cent. of the cases reported in Boston 
are reported on clinical grounds alone. As it is only to these 
that the 38 per cent. discount applies, it follows that the total 
morbidity should be discounted only by 38 per cent. of 20 per 
cent.—J30 per cent., t.e., 7.6 per cent. to 11.4 per cent. 

A résumé of the work of this laboratory from 1898 to 
1903 is given in the Annual Report for 1903.

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REPORT OF MEDICAL INSPECTOR. 


To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN, — I have the honor to sable the following 
report for the year ending December 31, 1904: 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES. 


Smallpox. — There were no cases of smallpox in this city 
during the year of 1904. 

Diphtheria. — There were two thousand five hundred 
thirty-eight (2,538) reported; one thousand four hundred 
fifty-two (1,452) of these were cared for at the South Depart- 
ment of the City Hospital, 57.21 per cent. There were two 
hundred and six (206) deaths. Mortality, 8.11 per cent. 

Scarlet Fever. — There were nine hundred sixty-six (966) 
cases reported; three hundred and ninety-six (896) of these 
were cared for at the South Department of the Boston City 
Hospital, 40 per cent. There were thirty-nine (39) deaths. 
Mortality, 4 per cent. 

Measles. — There were four thousand six hundred sixty- 
two (4,662) cases reported and eighty-nine (89) deaths. 

Typhoid Fever.— There were eight hundred fifty-eight 
(858) cases reported ; five hundred eighty-one (581) of these | 
were cared for at the different hospitals. There were one 
hundred thirty-five (185) deaths. Mortality, 15.74 per cent. 

Tuberculosis. — There were one thousand four hundred 
fourteen (1,414) cases reported. ‘There were one thousand 
two hundred sixty-nine (1,269) deaths, six hundred ninety- 
five (695) of which had never been reported by any physician 
or institution. 

During the past year three hundred sixty-six persons died 
without a physician in attendance, and were reported to this 
office. In all these cases a personal visit was made, the body 
examined, and a probable diagnosis made before granting a 
permit for burial. Twenty cases were referred to the medi- 
cal examiner for investigation.

The above table refers to animals arriving at the different 
stock-yards which were unable to walk to the abattoir because 
of injury during transportation, or from what was supposed 
to be a slight illness; these were shot at the stock-yards and 
carted to the abattoir in the ambulance. 

Of the above forty-seven animals, twenty-eight were found 
to be slightly injured, five had fracture of a leg, six were 
pregnant, five had septicemia, and three had parturient fever, 
the last eight being condemned. 


ACTINOMYCOSIS. 


There were found at the abattoir during the past year 
twenty-eight cases of actinomycosis, all of which showed only 
local lesions about the head, and in these cases the heads and 
tongues were condemned. 


TUBERCULOSIS.

Under the head of «Cows from Eastern States ” is included 
animals from all of the New England States. 

By comparing the above table with table under the head 
of “ Diseases found among animals after having been killed,” 
etc., it will be seen that only 114 of the 282 cases of tuber- 
culosis were condemned. ‘This means that 168 of these cases 
were slight, and not condemnable under the act passed by 
the Legislature of 1898. 


INSPECTION OF CATTLE. 


The inspection of cattle kept for the production of milk 
within the city limits has been continued as heretofore. All | 
cattle that have, upon physical examination, shown any 
symptoms of tuberculosis, have been subjected to the tuber- 
culin test. Five animals were found tuberculous, quarantined, 
and reported to the State Cattle Bureau as required by the 
Revised Laws. The barns occupied by these animals were 
disinfected by the Board of Health. 

Six cases of actinomycosis (four with lesions in the udder 
and two with lesions of the head) were found in cows kept 
for the production of milk. The owners of the two cases 
where lesions were present in the head killed the cows at 
once. ‘The four cases with lesions of the udder were, quar- 
antined and reported to the Cattle Bureau, in accordance 
with the law, but upon examination by the Cattle Bureau 
were released from quarantine as not being cases of actino- 
mycosis. The Board of Health, believing the use of the 
milk from cows with lesions of actinomycosis of the udder 
would be a source of danger to the public, ordered the sale 
of milk from these cows stopped, and advised the owner to 
discontinue its use in his family. Three of these four cases 
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were at once disposed of by the owners, and the fourth, 
upon further examination by the Board of Health, was again 
quarantined, and the Cattle Bureau again notified, with the 
result that the cow was killed. 


GLANDERS. 


There have been reported to the Board of Health by 
veterinarians during the past year 292 suspicious cases of 
glanders. Of these, eighty horses on examination were 
found to be affected with some non-contagious disease, and 
the remaining 212 with glanders. Fourteen of these cases 
upon inquiry were found to have been owned and stabled 
outside of Boston, or had been stabled in Boston for so short 
a time that no doubt existed but that the animals were 
infected with glanders before coming to Boston. The State 
Cattle Bureau was notified of such cases, that an investi- 
gation might be made by them. 

In addition to the above cases of glanders reported to this 
office, the Board of Health, by examining all animals in stables 
where a case of glanders has occurred, and also in many 
other stables, found thirty-five cases of glanders, or fourteen 
per cent. of the total number of cases, all of which would 
otherwise have remained in such stables a constant danger 
to the other animals for some time before being discovered 
by the owner.

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All stables in which glanders occurred during the past 
year have been disinfected. 

For a number of years the Board of Health has had similar 
arrangements, as in diphtheria, for the collection of specimens 
to be examined for glanders. Veterinarians having cases of 
a doubtful character from which they desire a guinea-pig test 
for glanders are encouraged by the Board of Health to take 
advantage of this opportunity and send a specimen of the 
suspected matter (as discharge from nose, an ulcer, or an 
abscess) to the Board of Health laboratory to be tested. 
Upon making a diagnosis a report will at once be made to 
the veterinarian sending the specimen. 

Veterinarians are also encouraged to use mallein as an aid 
to them in the diagnosis of glanders, and for this reason the 
Board of Health has for some time been ready to supply 
mallein. 


RABIES. 


Six cases of suspected rabies have been reported to the 
Board of Health during the past year. One of these was a 
case of rabies and was reported from one of the veterinary 
hospitals in the city, to which it had been brought from Som- 
erville by the owner. This not being a Boston case was 
referred to the State Cattle Bureau.

The condition of the milk sold in this city has as a whole 
proved satisfactory, and the number of prosecutions was not 
materially larger than for the preceding year. A plentiful 
milk supply, the absence of prolonged periods of hot weather 
during the summer months and continuous inspection were 
important factors in keeping the quality at a high standard. 
There is to be noted the increasing tendency towards con- 
centration in the handling of this product, the interests of 
many of the smaller dealers having been absorbed by the 
large concerns, some of whom are well equipped for examin- 
ing the condition of the milk as it comes to them from the 
producer and before it reaches the public. Such inspections 
by individuals or contracting concerns is a substantial aid for 
increasing the purity of this article of food. During the 
summer months it was found that some of the cream upon 
this market was being preserved by the use of sodium ben- 
zoate. A large number of samples were immediately col- 
lected and subjected to analysis. This involved much tedious 
and painstaking work, but resulted in the conviction, with 
substantial fines, of four sellers of the cream and the stopping 
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of further use of this preservative. The employment of 
other preservatives and of coloring matters in milk has been 
reduced to a minimum. 

Several oleomargarine concerns were discovered using arti- 
ficial coloring matters to enhance the appearance of their 
product and cause it to bring a higher price. ‘These were 
summoned to court, where heavy penalties were inflicted 
upon the guilty parties, thus putting an end to the use 
of these coloring matters. In some of the oleomargarine 
brought into this State from the West, it was found that 
boric acid and borax were being employed as preservatives. 
In every instance the seller of this borated oleomargarine was 
convicted and fined $100, and the practice was immediately 
inaugurated of marking the tubs, in accordance with the 
law, in such a manner as to acquaint the purchaser with the 
fact that the contents of the sets contained boric acid 
and borax. 

There were not many violations of the law. governing the 
sale of renovated butter, the dealers in this commodity gen- 
erally marking it in accordance with statute regulations. 
In a few instances a compound of boric acid and borax was ~ 
found in this process butter. 

The vinegar prosecutions were for the most part for the 
sale of colored white wine vinegar or molasses vinegar for 
cider vinegar, and in a few instances for sales of cider, lack- 
ing the required acidity, for cider vinegar. As a whole, the 
quality of the vinegar supply was excellent. 

The bacterial examination of milk, which was begun on 
June 1, showed that the conditions under which milk is pro- 
duced, cooled and stored are susceptible of great improve- 
ment. In the effort to secure better conditions the office has 
had the hearty co-operation of all of the large contractors, 
who realize that clean milk is of greater commercial value 
than dirty milk, since it is longer in souring. Through the 
contractors 887 notices were sent to producers whose milk 
was found to contain excessive numbers of bacteria, and in 
many instances later examinations showed an improvement 
in this respect. A number of contractors have issued circular 
letters to the farmers whose milk they purchase, explaining 
the necessity of proper methods of milking, cooling and 
storage; and it is their intention in making new contracts to 
provide that the milk sent to Boston shall have been pro- 
duced under conditions approved by the Board of Health.

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The entire expenditures for all departments of the Hospital 
during the fiscal year were $486,994.50. Of this amount 
$322,840.17 was expended upon the Hospital proper; $90,- 
062.97 on account of the South Department; $13,592.33 on 
account of the eight Out-Patient Departments; $10,259.99 
on account of the Pathological Department; $4,060.03 on 
account of the X-Ray Laboratory and Photographie Depart- 
ment; $35,496.14 on account of the Relief Station; $10,- 
934.22 for the Convalescent Home, and $448.65 on account 
of determining the settlement of non-paying patients. 

From the amount expended for the Hospital proper, #322,- 
840.17 (see Table No. 1 in Superintendent’s Report), there 
should be deducted the difference in the amount of stock on 
hand February 1, 1905, which was $3,859.17 more than on 
January 1,1904. There should also be deducted $587.21 for 
printing the Medical and Surgical Reports, $608.80 for card 
cataloguing clinical records, $250 for claims and $7,290.88 
for all alterations in the Medical Out-Patient Department 
building, making the total amount properly chargeable as the 
expenditures for maintenance of the main Hospital for the 
year, $310,244.11. This sum was expended for 22,451 
weeks’ board of patients, but if we deduct the money collected 
for paying patients, interest of trust funds and other income, 
the net cost to the city per capita per week was $11.17. 

The report of the Superintendent, presented herewith, con- 
tains a more detailed statement of the year’s expenditures, 
various tables relating to patients admitted, and is accom- 
panied by the medical and surgical statistics and other infor- 
mation. These tables give in detail the number of patients 
treated in the various departments during the year, with 
classitied statements of their diseases and results of treatment. 


PAYING PATIENTS. 


There has been collected on account of the care and treat- 
ment of patients of all classes the sum of $52,610.65. There 
was received from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts for 
the board of patients, $13,873.84; from various cities and 
towns, $10,352.95 ; collected at the Superintendent’s office 
on account of private room and ward paying patients, 
$25,826.65; for board of paying patients at the South Depart- 
ment, $2,388.05; for the board of patients at the Relief 
Station, $169.16. There has also been collected for the 
Hospital, by the Board of Health, for the care of infectious 
cases at the South Department, and paid to the City Collec- 
tor, the additional sum of $4,647.14, making the total amount 
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credited to the Hospital Department on account of paying 
patients, $57,257.79. 


OvuT—PATIENT DEPARTMENTS. 


The total number of out-patients treated in the various 
out-patient services during the year was 37,608 as against 
34,754 during the previous year, and the number of visits 
made by patients was 114,301 as against 108,280. 

During the present year the new Out-Patient building 
has been completed and occupied. The description of this 
building may be found in last year’s annual report, on pages 
67 and 68, together with prints of the building, both 
of the exterior and interior. ‘The arrangement of the vari- 
ous Out-Patient departments is as follows: On the lower 
floor, right wing, is the Genito-Urinary Surgical Department; 
left wing, massage rooms. [First floor, right wing, Surgical 
Department for men; left wing, the Nervous Department. On 
the second floor, right wing, Surgical Department for women 
and children ; left wing, Gynecological Department. On third 
floor, right wing, the Eye and Ear Departments; left wing, 
Throat Department. The fourth story is occupied as a dormi- 
tory for orderlies. 

The various out-patient departments were liberally pro- 
vided with everything necessary or requested for the com- 
plete and efficient equipment of the various services. The 
increased facilities not only greatly aid in the more efficient 
treatment of patients, but eliminate much that formerly was 
undesirable, adding to the comfort and privacy of the patients 
themselves. This has increased the attendance, but it is 
expected that the present accommodations will be sufficient 
for some years to come. 

The Medical building formerly used by the various Out- 
Patient departments is now undergoing extensive alterations 
and repairs. Rooms have been subdivided and rearranged. 
The first floor serves for the examination of patients for 
admission and the Skin Department; the entire second floor 
for the Medical Out-Patient Department for men, and for 
women and children. ‘The expenditure for the alterations 
and rearrangement of this Out-Patient building was $7,290.88. 

The X-Ray and Photographic Laboratories continue in 
temporary quarters on the lower floor of Ward A. The work 
of this department has been made more efficient by the pre- 
sentation to the Hospital of one Heinze coil with table, inter- 
rupter, circuit transformer, and many minor accessories 
necessary for X-Ray and fluoroscopic work; a violet ray 
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apparatus and numerous attachments, electrodes, cabinets and 
minor details —all the gift of a generous donor.

This department works daily for the indoor services, in 
fluoroscopic examinations and X-Ray diagnosis and treatment. 
It is open three days in the week to out-patients, the daily 
average of this clinic being 80 patients. The work is still 
done at much disadvantage, unavoidable in work on the lower 
floors of buildings, but as sunlight is the one thing that can 
be dispensed with in this department, though indispensable in 
others, it has accomplished very efficient work and bestowed 
its benefits on a large number of people. It is expected that 
at no distant date this department will be reorganized in its 
accommodations, as the matter is already under consideration. 
The principal machines which can now be used are the fol- 
lowing: Four static machines, one of four revolving plates, 72 
inches in diameter ; one of eight revolving plates, 72 inches in 
diameter; two revolving plates, 48 inches each; one Heinze 
coil —all having suitable motors and the numerous attach- 
ments and machinery necessary for the variations required 
in this work.

By reason of the construction of new buildings and the 
diversion of various wards from their regular purposes to 
the uses of expediency, the Hospital, for the first time in 
four years, is now able to classify its patients in accordance 
with its standard classification and according to the capacity 
required. While the total service of beds of all departments 
is 935, the total number of patients would rarely be that 
number. ‘The various services and sub-departments of the 
Hospital and the different wards requiring distribution 
according tu disease or sex, or ward or private patients, are 
so varied that it would be extremely unusual for every bed 
in so large a hospital to be occupied at the same time.

The expenditure upon this department has been $90,062.97. 
If to this is added the difference in the amount of the stock 
on hand at the beginning and close of the year, which was 
$109.59 less at the end of the year, it would give $90,172.56 
as the cost of maintenance. This sum was expended upon 
2,312 patients, and divided by 9,782 weeks’ board, gives 
$9.21 as the per capita cost per week. The cost of sub- 
sistence supplies was $22,706.79; the total weeks’ board for 
an average of 293 persons was 15,302. This gives a weekly 
cost per patient for uncooked food supplies of $1.48 per 
week, or 21 cents per day. This very small average cost is 
explained by the fact that 75 per cent. of the patients 
are children. There will be found on pages 32 to 35 
a detailed account of the expenditures of this department 
in the various subdivisions, which are upon the same general 
plan as at the Hospital proper. 

It is interesting to note that during the ten years that this 
department has been in existence 23,435 patients have been

received, all of whom were ill with infectious diseases. It is 
also interesting to note that parents, particularly those of the 
working class, bring their children to the South Department 
with less hesitancy, and much of the prejudice previously 
existing against sending children to public hospitals has been 
dissipated. 

One of the most gratifying results about the department 
for infectious diseases is the great decrease in the rate of 
mortality in diphtheria, particularly since the use of antitoxin. 
Dr. McCollom, the Resident Physician, in his report to the 
Medical Committee, says: “It will be seen from the sub- 
joined charts and tables that previous to the opening of 
the South Department in 1895, the average rate of mortality 
per 10,000 of the inhabitants, from 1875 to 1894 inclusive, 
was 14.61 per cent., while that from 1895, the date when the 
South Department was opened, to 1904 inclusive, was 6.42 
per cent., a diminution in the mortality of over one-half.” 

“The average ratio of the morbidity of scarlet fever from 
1875 to 1894 was 34.84 per cent., while that from 1895 to 
1904 was 24.68 per cent., a very considerable diminution. 
The mortality rate for the first period was 2.99 per cent., 
while that for the second period was 1.91 per cent. 

“It is very interesting to note that a very large proportion 
of the patients in Boston who are seriously ill with scarlet 
fever are sent to the South Department.” 

In order to prevent the occurrence of return cases, the fol- 
lowing circular is given to each patient when discharged from 
the South Department: 


“« Advice to the Parents of Patients who are Discharged from 
the Wards Set Apart for Infectious Diseases. 


“1. To avoid any possible danger of the communication of 
scarlet fever, measles, or diphtheria to other members of the 
family, it is much safer for any person who has just been 
discharged from the wards used for these diseases to sleep 
alone for at least one week, and preferably for two weeks. 

«2. These diseases are especially likely to be spread by 
means of discharges from the ears or nose, or from any run- 
ning sore on the body, long after the patient is otherwise 
entirely well. Therefore, if at any time during two weeks 
after discharge from the Hospital the patient shows any such 
trouble, he should immediately be brought back to the Hos- 
pital for examination, and in the mean time should keep as 
much as possible away from others, and should not use -the 
same towel, brush, comb or other toilet articles that others 
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use. When there is any such discharge, handkerchiefs, etc., 
that are used should be burned when it is possible; when 
this is not possible, they should be thoroughly boiled. It is 
better that separate toilet articles be used even if there is no 
apparent trouble. 

«3. When a person comes home from an infectious ward, 
the clothing, toys, books, etc., used by him at the time he 
was taken sick, should not be brought out again unless it is 
certain that they were thoroughly disinfected. This advice 
is especially important in cases of scarlet fever.” 


While the South Department is admirably adapted for the 
purposes of treatment of infectious disease, a notable defi- 
ciency exists, that is,— a separate building for the treatment 
of measles. Measles is in many cases a much more serious 
disease than is generally supposed. It is a self-evident propo- 
sition that the only way to stamp out an epidemic is to have 
suitable wards ready at the outbreak to which the first cases 
can be taken. In the course of ten years there have been 
several epidemics of measles in Boston. ‘These cases could 
not be received in the Hospital because it had no separate 
building. To admit them to parts of the existing buildings 
made liable an epidemic of measles in other children already 
in the Hospital. The Trustees in several of their annual 
reports have called attention to the fact that it was originally 
intended and plans were drawn for the erection of a separate 
building for measles, but the funds were not sufficient, and 
the department has been ten years without a suitable build- 
ing for treating this disease. The Trustees again recommend 
that a special appropriation should be made providing a suita- 
ble building for measles. While the well-to-do and even 
the middle class can isolate their children ill with measles, 
this cannot be done in institutions, especially those for chil- 
dren, or in hotels, boarding and tenement houses. There is 
so much public interest in this that the Trustees have 
repeatedly received recommendations from the Advisory 
Staff of the South Department, from outside physicians, and 
even in the daily press. The South Department cannot be 
considered complete until such provision is made. 

The affairs of the South Department have been well con- 
ducted during the present year, and there has been no calam- 
ity or unhappy accident to mar its work and great usefulness 
to the public.

The Relief Station has been in commission three years. 
There has been an annual increase in the number of patients 
treated and the number of first dressings, the number this 
year being 28,073. The Trustees have numerous evidences 
of the appreciation of this Station in its work of public 
relief. It has been gratifying that, considering the very 
large number of patients treated, the seriousness of many 
cases, and the consequent excitability of the patients and 
friends, there have been few complaints, and these of a 
trivial nature. The many departments of the Hospital 
render the public a large service, but none is more helpful 
than this special work. 


CONVALESCENT HoME. 


The number of patients treated during the year was 349, 
who have received 7,401 days’ treatment at an average 
weekly cost of $9.68. 

The painting of all the buildings during the year, at a cost 
of $508, has added more than usual to the average annual 
expenditure. The trees, shrubs and vines planted twelve 
years ago have justified the wisdom of the plan, and now 
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present beautiful rural surroundings which add much to the 
pleasure of the patients. This Convalescent Home is a 
valuable adjunct in the treatment of the patients of the main 
Hospital during their convalescence. 


PATHOLOGICAL LABORATORY. 


The work of this important part of the Hospital Depart- 
ment has progressed satisfactorily this year, and the amount 
of work is much larger than ever before. The following is 
a brief summary of a part of the work of this department 
during the year, as appears by its annual report. Cultures

The report from this department says: 

“There has been a distinct advance in the quality of the 
work done in bacteriology. 

“A moderate amount of original work has been accom- 
plished during the year. 

‘The laboratory has acquired a number of very necessary 
pieces of apparatus, thereby helping to make the routine work 
easier and more efficient.”

TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 


This school has now completed its twenty-seventh year. 
The number of pupils is 149, and forty-eight nurses have 
been graduated during the year. Further statistics and 
information on the subject ‘of the training school for nurses 
will be found in the report of the Superintendent. 


GIFTS AND PERSONAL ASSISTANCE. 


During the year the executors of the Lamont G. Burnham 
estate paid over to the Trustees of this Hospital Mr. 
Burnham’s legacy of $150,000, with interest for one year 
amounting to $3,750. The same has been deposited with 
the Treasurer of the City of Boston, to the credit of the 
Hospital, and is known as the “Lamont G. Burnham 
Building Fund.” | 

Item 14 in the will of the late Mr. Lamont G. Burnham 
reads: ‘“‘I give said sum of $150,000 to the Boston City 
Hospital to construct and equip upon the Hospital grounds 
a building to be known as the Lamont G. Burnham Ward, 
for such uses and purposes as the Trustees of said Hospital 
shall in their discretion determine.” The Trustees have for 
some time discussed the purpose and manner in which a 
suitable memorial building should be erected as the Lamont 
G. Burnham Ward, and expect to come to an early decision. 

The Trustees take pleasure in recording the donation of 
valuable additions of apparatus for the further enlargement 
of the X-Ray Department, in money value about $3,000. 
The name of the donor is withheld by request. It is inter- 
esting to know, however, that the person who presented the 
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Hospital with this donation was led to do so by reason of her 
becoming thoroughly acquainted with the beneficial effect of 
the X-Ray treatment upon one of her servants. 

The Trustees present this as tangible evidence of what 
may be done in assisting the Hospital in special and definite 
ways, and is particularly mentioned to call the attention of 
other generous. persons who might be disposed to render 
similar beneficence. 

The Trustees further acknowledge a gift of $3 from Eng 
Fun, as being the grateful acknowledgement of a poor man 
to the Hospital which helped him in time of trouble. 

The Trustees acknowledge the gifts of portraits of the 
following named gentlemen, now deceased, but who were 
formerly connected with the Hospital Visiting Staff: Henry 
W. Williams, M.D., for many. years connected with the 
Ophthalmic Department, who was its first Ophthalmic 
Surgeon, and a member of the original Hospital Staff; Charles 
E. Buckingham, M.D., one of the first and for many years 
a Visiting Surgeon; and George J. Arnold, M.D., who for 
nine years was one of the Visiting Physicians. 

The Trustees further extend their grateful thanks to the 
many friends who have contributed to the welfare and com- 
fort of the patients. Throughout the year the Hospital 
has received many gifts of books, reading matter, clothing 
for poor patients, and toys for children. ‘The various beney- 
olent associations and societies, the flower mission, and the 
clergymen of the city have continued their ministrations, 
each in its own way helping to relieve the tedium of the 
patients.

The tables of disbursements in this report show the expen- 
ditures of the Hospital Department during the fiscal year, 
February 1, 1904, to January 31, 1905, inclusive. Table No. 
1 shows the disbursements by departments, according to the 
general sub-divisions, and includes statistics of the depart- 
ments divided into the Hospital proper, Out-Patient Depart- 
ments, Pathological Department, X-Ray Laboratory and 
Photographic Department, Settlement Account, South

The main Hospital has four sub-divisions, the Hospital 
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proper, Out-Patient Departments, the Pathological Depart- 
ment and the X-Ray Laboratory. In computing the pro rata 
cost per patient, per week, the cost of the Pathological 
Department is included in that of the Hospital, and for 
executive reasons is tabulated separately, in order to show 
the cost of running that department. The expenditures for 
the South Department for infectious diseases and the Conva- 
lescent Home are kept in separate tables. 

The expenditures upon the Hospital proper were for the 
care of 9,236 patients in the wards for 157,159 days’ or 
22,451 weeks’ board, which makes an average weekly cost of 
$13. 81, or a daily cost of $1.97 for patients of all classes. 
The net cost per patient, per week, to the city was $11.17. 
The cost of uncooked food supplies for all persons, including 
patients and the entire household at the Hospital proper, 
was $92,224.91. The average number of patients was 429 ; 
of officers and employees, including house and nursing staff, 
392, or a total daily average of 821 persons. ‘The number 
of weeks’ board for all persons was 42,964, and the weekly 
cost per person, for uncooked food supplies, was $2.14, or 
30 cents per day. 

The maximum number of patients in the Hospital on any 
one day was 491, as against 471 in the previous year. ‘The 
minimum number was 368, in comparison with 370 for the 
previous year. The daily average during the year was 429, 
and the average length of stay was 17 days. 

There have been treated in the various Out-Patient De- 
partments 37,608 patients, at a cost of $18,592.58. Other 
statistics, found elsewhere, include the number of out- 
patients, number of their visits, rate of mortality, work of 
ambulances, census of days’ board for all persons, and the 
nativity of patients admitted and physical condition of 
patients when discharged, and have been tabulated as Hospital 
statistics. 

The total number of deaths from February 1, 1904, to 
January 31, 1905, was 976. This does not include the 
statistics of the South Department, but at the main Hospital 
only.

This percentage of deaths is for the total number of 
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patients treated in the Hospital. Thirty-three per cent. 
of the total deaths occurred within forty-eight hours after 
admission. 

During the year 9,236 patients were treated in the wards, 
_ 87,608 as out-patients, 849 at the Convalescent Home, 2,312 
at the South Department, and 1,108 were treated in the 
wards, and 28,073 as out-patients at the Relief Station—a 
total of 78,686 who have received the benefits of the Hospital 
in all departments. 

During the year 12,223 persons applied foradmission. Of 
this number, 8,789 were admitted and 3,434 were rejected, 
the latter being 1,052 less than last year. The number 
rejected was 28 per cent. of all persons applying, and the 
causes of rejection appear in the table of applicants not ad- 
mitted, on page 19. Of the number applying, 1,042 either 
changed their minds or were admitted later; of these, 356 
were received within three days after application and 118 
admitted still later. ‘There were also rejected 271 for want 
of vacant beds, but of these 103 were admitted later. There 
were 712 of these applicants who could be treated more 
properly in the various Out-Patient Services, without the 
additional cost of receiving them in the wards. Admission 
was denied to 204 for lack of information that they were 
suitable cases, but 48 were admitted later; and 150 were 
rejected as apparently incurable, or unsuitable for treatment 
here. Various other causes of rejection appear in the tabu- 
lated form on page 19. 

The total expenditures in the Hospital Department have 
been $486,994.50, but the net cost to the city for maintain- 
ing the Hospital proper was only $250,952.42. 

South Department. — The total expenditure for the South 
Department was $90,062.97, against $96,922.95 for the pre- 
vious year; and allowing for the difference in stock at the 
beginning and close of the year, the sum of $90,172.56 rep- 
resents the cost of maintenance for the fiscal year. The per 
capita weekly cost at the South Department was $9.21. 

Out-Patient Services. — The expenditure in the various 
Out-Patient Services was $13,592.33. 

Convalescent Home.—The expenditure for the Con- 
valescent Home was $10,234.22. The daily average was 
2.2, patients, and the average weekly cost $9.68.

The Training School has graduated 48 nurses during the 
year, making a total of 824 since it was organized. Fourteen 
nurses have also completed the third-year course and received 
the cum laude diploma, making a total of 66 third-year 
nurses. 

The Superintendent and her assistants have given 199 
class recitations at the Hospital proper, and 124 at the South 
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Department, making a total of 323 during the vear. The 
school has received 85 lectures on Friday afternoons from 
members of the Medical and Surgical Staff and others. In 
the month of March there were four lectures on sociological 
topics to the third-year nurses and the undergraduates, as 
follows: Miss Alice L. Higgins, “ Mendicancy”; Mr. B. 
Preston Clark, “ Handicraft’’; Mrs. Alice N. Lincoln, * Per- 
sonal Service”; Mr. Charles F. IF’. Campbell, “Seeing by 
Touch, or How the Blind Become Self-supporting.” Weare 
greatly indebted to these speakers for so generously giving 
their valuable services. 

Mrs. Boland-Pequignot has continued as instructor in 
cooking, and during the year has delivered three lectures 
before the entire school and forty-one practical lessons in 
sections of ten to the second-year nurses. 

The course in massage has been conducted by Mrs. Gulli 
J. Callowhill, all second-year nurses being taught in sections 
of four pupils each. 

William G. Dwinell, M.D., First Executive Assistant, 
resigned October 10, 1904; Samuel G. Underhill, M.D., 
Second Executive Assistant, was promoted to fill the vacancy, 
and Appleton W. Smith, M.D., was appointed Second 
Executive Assistant. 

At the South Department, Wilhuam W. McKibben, M.D., 
Assistant Resident Physician, resigned April 11, 1904; 
Nathaniel R. Mason, M.D., was appointed to fill the vacancy, 
he resigned July 5, 1904; Bayard T. Crane, M.D., was 
temporarily appointed to fill the position until October 1, 
1904, when George P. Sanborn, M.D., was appointed Assist- 
ant Resident Physician. 

At the Relief Station, Percy Bartlett, M.D., Resident 
Surgeon, resigned April 1, 1904, and Stuart V. R. Hooker, 
M.D., was appointed to the position.

WITH RULES FOR ADMISSION, GOVERNMENT, AND DIS— 
CHARGE OF PATIENTS; ALSO RULES FOR VISITORS. 


Hovusge RULES. 


The doors and gates of the Hospital will be closed at 10 
o'clock in the evening, at which time all inmates shall be 
quiet and all not on duty shall be in their rooms, unless other- 
wise specifically permitted. 

Ail officers, nurses, and employés of the Hospital, when 
going and coming to and from the Hospital, shall enter and 
go out by the Entrance Office, and by no other entrance. 
Such officers and employés as are required shall use the time 
register and method of booking that the Hospital rules 
require. 

A record shall be kept of all persons entering the Hospital 
between the hours of 10 o’clock in the evening and 7.30 
o'clock in the morning. 

No employé shall be absent from the Hospital except when 
permitted by special rules or by the Superintendent. 

No officer, nurse, orderly, or other employé shall directly 
or indirectly receive money or other gifts from or in behalf 
of patients, except with the approval of the Superintendent. 

The use of tobacco, wine, and intoxicating liquors is pro- 
hibited within the Hospital, unless prescribed by the Physi- 
clans or Surgeons. 

All profane and improper language, loud talking and inci- 
vility are prohibited. 

All employés shall observe such further rules and direc- 
tions for their conduct as may from time to time be estab- 
lished. 


ADMISSION OF PATIENTS. 


Applications for admission of patients may be made at the 
Hospital on each day of the week, Sunday excepted, between 
9 o'clock A.M. and 6 o’clock P.M. 

Whenever able, a patient shall apply in person for admis- 
sion; when not able to apply in person, a patient may be 
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admitted on application made in his behalf, or upon visit at 
his residence by the admitting Physician. 

Persons accidentally wounded, or otherwise disabled or 
injured, shall be received at all hours. 

Patients may be admitted to the privileges of the Hospital 
at such rates of board as the Trustees may, from time to time, 
by vote determine; payment for such board being secured by 
the friends of the patients or by the authorities of the cities 
or towns to which the patients belong. 

Whenever, in the opinion of the Trustees, the circum- 
stances of the patient will warrant it, the whole or a part of 
the board shall be paid. If separate apartments, or articles 
not usually furnished at the Hospital, are provided, such 
payment shall be made therefor as the Trustees shall deem 
reasonable. 

No person having acute venereal disease or alcoholism shall 
be admitted except as a paying patient. 

No person shall be admitted to the Hospital whose case is 
judged to be incurable, unless there be urgent symptoms which 
are deemed capable of being relieved. 


GOVERNMENT OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall implicitly observe all the rules of the 
Hospital. 

Patients shall be in their proper places in the wards during 
the visits of the Physicians and Surgeons, and always before 
7.30 o’clock in the evening, unless specially excused by the 
Superintendent. 

Such free patients as are able shall assist in nursing, and 
perform such other services as may be reasonably required of 
them. 

No patient shall leave the Hospital grounds without a pass 
from the Superintendent, nor leave his ward without the 
consent of the nurse in charge. 

No patient shall purchase, or cause to be purchased for him, 
any article of food whatsoever, or any other article, without 
the consent of the Superintendent. 

Profane and obscene language, loud talking, and incivility 
are prohibited. 

Patients may be visited by clergymen of their own selec- 
tion, and any wish for the performance of a particular relig- 
ious rite shall be granted when practicable. 

Complaints, for whatever cause, may be made to the 
Superintendent, and whenever requested shall be by him 
reported to the Trustees. 
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DISUHARGE OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall be discharged by the Superintendent. 

Patients discharged on the recommendation of the Visiting 
Physicians or Surgeons shall be provided with a certificate, 
stating their condition at the time of discharge, whether 
cured, relieved or not relieved, which certificate shall be 
signed by the Superintendent. 

Whenever a patient is removed from the Hospital without 
the approval of the Superintendent, a written statement to 
that effect shall be required from any eee assuming the 
responsibility of the removal. 


VISITORS. 


No person shall visit any part of the premises except on 
business, or at such times as may be fixed for the reception 
of visitors, without the permission of the Superintendent, or 
cf some one of the Trustees. 

Daily, including Sunday, from 2 to 3 o’clock in the after- 
noon, friends may be permitted to visit patients, though no 
patient shall receive more than two visitors at this hour; on 
week days from 6 to 6.30 P.M., one visitor may be allowed 
to each patient. In all cases, however, the Trustees and 
Superintendent may exercise discretionary powers as to 
excluding or admitting visitors. 

When visitors are admitted outside of the regular visiting 
hours they shall not be permitted to remain more than half 
an hour, except a special permission to remain for further 
time is granted. 

All visitors shall leave the Hospital when the bell rings at 
the expiration of the visiting hour. 

No visitor shall take any meal in the Hospital, or pass the 
night therein, without permission of the Superintendent or 
one of the Trustees. 

No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food or 
drink to a patient, unless by permission of the nurse; and 
any article sent to a patient shall be left at the Entrance - 
Office. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE SOUTH DEPARTMENT. 


The department of The Boston City Hospital located on 
the westerly side of Massachusetts avenue shall be desig- 
nated as the South Department of The Boston City Hospital. 
It shall receive patients who require treatment for diphtheria 
and scarlet fever, and for other infectious diseases as may be 
determined from time to time by the Trustees. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall, under the direc- 
tion of the Trustees, have the general control and manage- 
ment of this department, in the same manner as of other 
departments of the Hospital. 

The Rules of the Hospital shall, so far as applicable, and 
except as hereinafter provided, apply to the various officers 
and employés and to the conduct and management of this 
department. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE RELIEF STATION. 


The Boston City Hospital Relief Station is established 
not as a Hospital, but as a department of The Boston City 
Hospital for temporary relief, and the rules -aud methods 
prevailing now in the Hospital shall, so far as applicable, 
and not inconsistent with special rules, apply to the Relief 
Station. 

The station shall afford temporary relief in all classes of 
accident and disease. It shall be open at all hours for 
patients requiring treatment or attention. Patients requiring 
ward treatment, whether received at the Station or taken up 
in ambulances, shall, so far as consistent with their welfare, 
be forthwith transferred or carried to the Hospital for ex- 
tended treatment, but ward accommodations shall be afforded 
patients whose condition is such that they cannot properly 
be transferred. Patients may, however, if it is deemed desira- 
ble, be transferred by the ambulances to other hospitals or 
to their homes. First treatment may be afforded at the 
Station, although the applicants are not such as require ward 
treatment. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall have the general 
administration, management, and control of the Station, the 
same as of other departments of the Hospital. 

The Superintendent shall, from time to time, as may be 
necessary, nominate, for confirmation by the Trustees, a 
Resident Surgeon and one or more Assistant Resident 
Surgeons, and shall appoint and employ or detail for service 
in this department, subject to the approval of the Trustees 
or of the proper Committee, a Matron, a Supervisor, nurses, 
orderlies and such other minor employés as may be required 
for the proper conduct of the Station, who shall be subject to 
his supervision. 

The various officers and employés of the Station shall 
perform such duties, other than those specified, as may be 
required by the Trustees or the Superintendent, according to 
the nature of their respective duties. The Resident Surgeons, 
the Matron, Supervisor and such other officers as may be so 
required shall reside at the Station. 
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AMBULANCE SERVICE. 


The ambulance service of the Station shall be under the 
direct control of the Resident Surgeon, and shall codperate 
with that of the Hospital, with which it shall form one gen- 
eral system. Ambulances shall, in response to calls, be 
despatched from the Station or the Hospital, as the exigency 
may require. ‘The utmost despatch shall be exercised in the 
ambulance service, so far as is consistent with a regard for 
the welfare of the patient and the interests of the public. 

Ambulances shall in general be sent from the Station or 
the Hospital at least upon a general alarm to all fires occur- 
ring in the city proper, and in such further districts as may 
be determined upon. 

An ambulance shall be held during the hours of the day 
in complete readiness to make immediate response to calls, 
and shall be kept in condition to make prompt response to 
calls at any time of the night. . 

A House Officer shall accompany the ambulance, shall 
direct its course, and shall have direction of the care and 
treatment of the patient until received at his destination. 

The Foreman of the ambulance service at the Hospital 
Station shall visit and inspect the Ambulance Department 
of the Station from time to time, but the immediate carrying 
out of directions shall be under the Assistant Foreman at 
the Station. 


PATIENTS. 


Alcoholic and insane patients shall not be received unless 
there is surgical or medical, complication making Hospital 
treatment absolutely necessary. 

No patient, after being admitted to the wards, shall leave 
the Station until his discharge, without a pass from the proper 
officer, nor shall he visit other parts of the Station without 
permission. 

Ward patients shall be discharged by the Superintendent 
or Resident Surgeon. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE CONVALESCENT HOME. 


The department of The Boston City Hospital located on 
Dorchester avenue, in Dorchester, shall be known as the 
Convalescent Home, and shall receive such patients recover- 
ing from acute diseases as shall be transferred to it from the 
main Hospital for treatment during convalescence. | 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall, under the 
direction of the Trustees, have the control and management 
of the Convalescent Home, inthe same manner as of other - 
departments of the Hospital. 

The Superintendent shall appoint, subject to the approval 
of the Trustees, a Matron, and shall employ, under their 
direction, such further assistants as may be necessary for the 
proper conduct and service of the Home. 

The Matron, under the direction of the Superintendent, 
shall have the immediate charge of the Home, and the con- 
trol of all nurses and other employés and patients. She shall 
reside at the Home. 


VISITORS. 


Friends may be permitted to visit patients on week days, 
between 3 and 4 o’clock in the afternoon. In all cases the 
Trustees, Superintendent, and Matron may exercise dis- 
cretionary powers as to excluding or admitting visitors. 

Visitors shall leave the Home and grounds at the expira- 
tion of the visiting hour, and shall visit no part of the Home 
or grounds other than the reception-room, except by permis- 
sion from proper authority. 

No person shall give any article of food or drink to a 

patient unless by permission of the Matron.
